Here From Des Moines for Identification, Big Fire 


*~“UESDAY, February 18, 1896, occurred the 
death of Theoplile Brughier, after a week’s — 
illness, of pneumonia. In: him Woodbury 
county loses one of its oldest inhabitants 

while we, as a community, lose one who has long 

been one of our most influential citizens. 

Theoptile Brughier was born in the village of 
L’Assumption, below Montreal, Canada, on August 
31, 1813. On October 14, 1835, he left his home and 
arrived at St. Louis some weeks later, where he en- 
tered the employ of the American Fur Company 
and left for the Indian country November 19, 1835. © 
In company with some companions, he made the 
trip to Fort Pierre, on horseback, arriving there on 
January 1, 1836. He followed the Missouri river 
along most of the route from St. Louis to the up- 
per country, and in passing the bluffs on the Ne- 
braska side of the river, he noticed the: fine bot- 
tom landS on this side of the river. In 1839, Mr. 
Brughier camped on the farm he later acquired. 
After severing his connection with the Fur compa- 
ny, Mr.Brughier settled at the mouth of the Big 
Sioux river, near Sioux City, in 1849. He had many 
exciting experiences in nis early life in these wilds, 
and finally kecame a s301t of oracle among the In 
dians, who looked upon him. as a sort of superior 


being. 


J. A. Brewer, one of the supervisors of Polk 


county, was in Sahx on April 28, 1896, investigat- 


ing a case of great interest, both to himself and to 
those Salix people who were acquainted with the 
unfortunate Lovis Carrierre before he became in- 
sane. 

In 1885, Louis Carrierre, a Canadian, reputed 
to be the owner of considerable property, and pos- 
sessed of an abnormal strength, insomuch that 
when working on the section he was paid double 
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wages, because he did the work of two men, was 
declared to be insane, and was taken to the asy- 
lum at Independence. In 1887, a Frenchman es- 
caped from this asylum, and at a later. period of 
the same year some residents of Polk county 
found an insane Frenchman wandering about in 
the woods. The man was taken in charge by the 
Polk county authorities, but until quite recently 
nothing whatever could be discovered as to his 
past history, his name, etc. At the asylum he was 
known simply as the “Frenchman.” 

Mr. Brewer has been traeing this man’s histo- 
ry for some time, and by a diligent comparison of 
notes, came to the conclusion that this man and 
the escaped Independence lunatic were one. He 
came to Salix and talked with parties formerly ac- 
quainted with Louis Carrierre, when his former 
suspicions were confirmed. He said: “There is 
not a doubt in my mind that the Frenchman -who 
is at present confined in the asylum in Polk county 
is the Louis Carrierre who was taken from here to 
Independence.” 

‘Mr. Brewer left for Sioux City in the evening, 
and went direct to Independence to complete his 
investigatiors. Mr. Brewer seemed very enthusi- 
astic over the matter. Among other interesting 
remarks concerning his quest, he said; “This is. 
not a financial scheme on the part of Polk county. 
It is an act of pure humanity to find this unknown 
man’s friends.” 

Louis Carrierre has two brothers at present 
residents in Canada. Two years ago they were in 
Salix, investigating the supposed death of their 
brother and disposing of his property. They em- 
ployed Alfred Pepin as their agent. 

On June 12, the manager of the Des Moines 
insane asylum brought an insane Frenchman here 
for the purpose of identifying him as the missing 
Louis Carrierre. —The man was shown to various 
parties who had formerly known Carrierre, among 
them being F. J. Jauron, J. E. St. Onge and Jos. 
Choquette. These gentlemen, and others formerly 
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acquainted with Carrierre, denied that the person 
brought here was Carrierre, there being many dis- 
similar characteristics between this man and the 
missing one. Although it was stated that the 
man brought here had: not talked any during the 
nine years of his detention in the hospital, he talk- 
ed while here. He stated that his name was Fran- 
cois Montblanc, and that he was from Belgium, 
and wanted to be freed that he might return there. 
He would not talk, however, except when very an- 
gry, and he would give no account whatever of 
how he came to be an exile to this country. He 
spoke the French language. 


The general store operated by Michael O’Con- 
nor for several years past, went into the hands of 
a receiver in February, 1896. William Manley, of 
Sloan, was named as the receiver. 

In February, 1896, John Boden opened a res- 
taurant in the Huntley building. 

Jas. A. Keeler, who had heretofore been iden- 
tified with the hotel business in Salix, in March, 
1896, effected the purchase of the Ruddy property, ~ 
and will utilize the building as a hotel. Salix had 
a Keeler Hotel previous to the fire of 1892,.and 
residents expressed satisfaction at the news of Mr. 
Keeler again engaging in the hotel business, 
On May 28, 1897, with the accession of another 
republican president in the White House at Wash- 
ington, E. H. Low, who had been employed in var- 
ious places of business, and who had recently 
branched out in business fer himself, was appoint-. 
ed as postmaster for Salix, to succeed Francis M. 
- Corr, who had been in the office for the four years 
previous, This appointment, which was made 
with little or no opposition, was the beginning of 
a reign in office that was destined to be the long- 
est in the history of the office in Salix. 

William Gregoire, for some years a prosperous 
farmer in the vicinity, in 1897 moved to Salix and 
purchased the Claus Erickson blacksmith shop. 
Mr. Gregoire at the time was not a blacksmith, 
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but with the assistance of an exert helper, he soon 
mastered the trade to a sufficient degree that he 
was able to continue the business alone. ? 

On September 17, 1897, appeared the first is- 
sue of The Salix Siftings, a weekly newspaper in 
Salix. The paper was established and published 
by George F. Hammer, who was at that time en- 
gaged in the mercantile business, and he had ac- 
quired some knowledge of the newspaper business. 

On November 1, of the same year, Mr. Ham- 
mer disposed of his newspaper property to G. W. 
Hunt, of Sioux City. Mr. Hunt was a veteran 
newspaper man, one of the old school, who had in 
the past been quite prominent in the newspaper 
circles in Jowa and Nebraska, and he proceeded 
to give the people of Salix and vicinity something 
new in the way of a newspaper. 

At the fall election, on November 2, 1897, F. J. 
Jauron, one of the prominent business men of Sa- 
lix, was elected to the office of county supervisor 
from the Fifth Supervisoral District, of Woodbury 
county, succeeding W.J. Wray, of Sloan. Mr. Jau- 
ron was the first citizen from this community to 
secure an election to this important office, and the 
support he was given in the election was an evi- 
dence of the confidence the people of the district 
had in his ability to carry on the county’s business. 

In the early months of the year 1898, a move 
was made toward procuring electric light and pow- 
er service for the town of Salix. Messrs. Vetal La- 
croix and Herman Fortin, who were then operat- 
ing a private plant for the lighting of the Lacroix 
hall, and also supplying power for the blacksmith 
shop, applied for and were granted a franchise, 
permitting ; the construction and operation of a 
lighting plant in Salix. At an election held on 
June 25, of that year, thirty ballots were cast, of 
which twenty-eight were in favor of the raters 
of the franchise. 

Linkswiler & Hansen, a firm composed of Stir] 
Linkswiler and Rasmus Hansen, concluded a deal 
early in 1898 for the purchase of the Geo. F. Ham- 
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mer stock of general merchandise, possession to 
be taken over at once. Both members of this -firm 
were well known in Salix) having at times been 
engaged in difierent lines of business. . 

During the summer of 1898, a number of young 
people of the town joined together in the forming 
of an organization to be known as the Elite Man- 
dolin Club. The personnel of this club, as near 
as can be recalled, was as follows: Eugene 
Senecal, Mamie Harrington, Gail McDonnell, vio- 
jins; Edward Duhaime, Frank DeMers, mandolins; 
’ Charles Duchaine, Ned Hammer, banjos; Edna 
Harrington, Robert Countermine, Fred Lawson, 
guitars. The organization for.a time was under 
the direction of Prof. E. A. Jenkinson, of Sioux 
City, who was an accomplished’ musician. The 
club, while primarily organized for the amusement 
and edification of the individual members, grew in © 
popularity to such as extent that their services 
were soon in demand for parties, entertainments, 
and other public gatherings. 

The Home Telephone Company, of Sioux City, 
built a fine from Sioux City to Salix, and opened 
the line for business in October, 1898. The new 
line was brought in without franchise or other le- 
gal permission, and no attention was paid to the 
legal requirements of the statute in procuring the 
right of way over the public streets. The consent 
of the people was not asked for, although it prob-- 
ably would have been granted. The authorities 
seem to have completely ignored the legal part of 
the proposition, and thc telephone was brought in 
unchallenged, and the people gave the new line 
their patronage. 

In October, 1898, Messrs. Vetal Lncrote and 
Herman Fortin, who had a short time ago been 
granted an electric lighting franchise in Salix, made 
known their intention to abandon the project. 
There were several reasons given for their decis- 
ion, the principal one beirg that the election un- 
der which the privilege was granted was wholly 
illegal and void. Another reason given was that 
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upon enquiry the fact was disclosed that an insuf- 
ficient number of subscribers could have been in- 
duced to use the service to make it profitable for 
the promoters. Therefore, it was deemed the part 
of good business on the part of the town to con- 
tinue with such lighting facilities as were in use 
at that time, the kerosene lamps, rather than at- 
tempt to carry out a project’ that would later — 
prove a “white elephant” on the hands of the pro- 
moters. 

In January, 1899, Geo. F. Hammer, who had 
some time before disposed of his business inter- 
ests in Salix, made arrangements for. the erecting 
of a new store building in Luton, a small town on _ 
the Milwaukee railroad, east of Salix. Mr. Ham- 
mer formed a partnership with S. P. Linkswiler, 
a prominent business man of Salix, who had some 
time before severed his connection with the firm 
of Linkswiler & Hansen, who was placed in charge 
of the new store, and the business carried on un- 
der the firm name of Geo. F. Hammer & Co. A 
complete stock of general merchandise was car- 
ried, and the store enjoyed a good patronage from 
the start. Mr. Hammer divided his time between 
the Luton store and his other business interests. 

On March 26, 1899, another disastrous fire vis- 
ited the town of Salix. Breaking out shortly after 
midnight, the fire, starting in the center of the 
business district, did from $10,000.00 to $15,000.00 
worth of damage. The blaze started either in the 
J. Z. Devin harness shop, or in the Davis & Co. 
machinery warehouse. The origin was unknown. 

R. E. Morris, who operated a barber shop in 
the Harrington building, discovered the blaze and 
spread the alarm. Fhe flames by that time were 
sweeping over both the harness shop and the ma- 
chinery warehouse, and rapidly communicated to 
other buildings. The opera house, owned by Ve- 
tal Lacroix, was soon a mass of flames, and a total | 
loss. Because of a lack of an adequate supply of 
water, it looked for a time as if the whole town. 
was doomed. Willing hands formed bucket brig- 
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ades, and every well in the vicinity was worked to 
the limit. 

A hurry call was sent to Sioux City for aid 
while the flames were at their height, and Fire 
Chief Geo. M. Kellogg declared he was willing to . 
do anything in his power to help fight the flames. 
Arrangements were made for a flat car to carry 
the Sioux City chemical wagon to Salix, but by 
this time the flames were under control, and Chief. 
Kellogg was notified not to come. Offers of aid 
were also made by Sloan, but were not accepted. _ 

Salix had only one chemical wagon, but it was 
pressed into service, and used to good advantage. 
The flames raged fiercely until morning, and then 
gradually died down. The opera house, valued at 
about $6,000.00, was a total loss. The Harrington 
building was valued at $2,500.00; the machine shed, 
belonging to Davis & Co., of Sioux City, was val- 
ued at about $500.00, and the Devin harness shop 
was worth $1,000.00. Several smaller buildings 
were reduced to ashes. The fire swept district 
covered a half block.

GEORGE EVELETH 


EORGE EVELETH was born in Princeton, 
Mass., in 1837. Fe first moved to Monona. 
county, lowa, arriving there on May 11, 

1857, where he remained a little less than a 

year. He was a cousin of the late Judge Whiting, 
one of the founders of the town in Monona county 
which bears his name. Later in 1857, Mr. Eveleth 
returned to Massachusetts, where he remained un- 
til the. beginning of the Civil war, in 1861, when he 
enlisted in the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Infan- 
try, at Worcester. After the close of the war, he 
returned to Massachusetts, and remained there 
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until 1859, when he again came to Monona county, 
and later in the same year he came to Lakeport 
township, Woodbury county, and purchased a 
forty-acre tract of land in Section 2, and a little 
later he purchased an additional 120 acres, thus 
_ filling in the quarter section, and where he made 
his home up to the time of his death. Mr. Eveleth 
was married in 1866 to Miss Emma Ellen Bullard, 
of Worcester, Mass., who was born November 26, 
1848, and to them were born eight children, only 
three of whom are still living, Miss Annie Eveleth, 
of Ontario, Cal.; Herbert Eveleth, of Salix, and 
George Eveleth, of Montana. Mr. Eveleth died 
here on January 138, 1879, and Mrs. Eveleth passed 
away at Ontario, Cal., un August 5, 1929. Herbert 
Eveleth now resides on the old home place in Lake- 
port township. 


JAMES CLARK 


James Clark, a native of Ireland, was born in 
1860. He came to the United States in 1883. In 
1887 he was married to Miss Ellen Cunningham, 
and they settled on a farm in Section 32, Sloan 
township. In 1920 Mr. Clark retired from the 
farm, and he and Mrs. Clark moved to Salix, pur- 
chasing a residence at the corner of Poplar and > 
Elm streets. Mr. Clark died at his home in Salix, 
August 31, 1925. Mr. and Mrs. Clark were the 
parents of six children, as follows: Patrick Clark 
and Joseph Clark, of Sloan; John Clark, of Mar- 
shall, Minn.; Rev. Dennis Clark, of Manilla, Iowa; 
and Ernest Clark and Elizabeth Clark, of Salix. 


JOHN MURPHY 


John Murphy was born in Hamilton, Ontario, 
Canada, June 12, 1834. He arrived: in Liberty 
township in the fall of 1870, and purchased a farm 
in Section 6, in that towhship, where he made his 
home up to the time of his death, which occurred 
on November 1, 1916. Mrs. Murphy preceded her 
husband in death by a number of years. Chas. S. 
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Murphy, a son, is still a resident on the old home 
place. 


CHAS. G. SCHUYLER 


Chas. G. Schuyler a native of New York, was 
born in Evans Mill, September 3, 1845. He came 
to Sergeant Bluff in 1879, where he engaged in bus- 
iness with R. V. Gingrass. He came to Salix in 
1884 and engaged in the same line of work, being 
employed by the Huntleys in their stores at differ- 
ent times. Mr. Schuyler was married October 28, 
1882, to Miss Anna Gulick. Mr. and Mrs. Schuyler 
returned to Sergeant Bluff in 1895, where they re- 
mained until the death of Mr. Schuyler, which oc- 
curred in 1921. Mr. and Mrs. Schuyler were the 
parents of three children, two sons and a daugh- 
ter. One of the sons, W. E. babe is now a 
resident of Danbury, Iowa: 


NARCISSE ST. ONGE 


Narcisse St. Onge was born in Montreal, Can- 
ada, September 29, 1849. He arrived in Salix in 
1875, and a little later purchased a farm in Section 
23, Liberty township, where he resided until 1892, 
when he moved to South Dakota. He took a claim 
near Vivian, in that state, where he resided for a 
time, then moved to Woonsocket, and after a few 
years came to Jefferson, where he and his family 
_lived for several years. Mr. St. Onge was married 
March 30, 1880, to Miss Matilda Desjarlais, of near 
- Jefferson, S. D., and they were parents of eight 
-children. Mr. St. Onge died at his home in Jeffer- 
son in 1907. ‘Mrs. St. Onge passed away, also in 
‘ Jefferson, several years ago. 


ETHAN B. CURRIER | 


Ethan B. Cite was born in Topsham, Ver- 
mont, on September 8, 1854. _He came to Salix 
with his parents in 1877, and settled on a farm just 
south of town, in Lakeport township. In 1887 Mr. 
Currier opened a lumber yard in Salix, which he 
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conducted for_a number of. years, while retaining 
his home on the farm. Mr. Currier was married 
on August 14, 1884, to Miss Martha Emmick, and 
they were the parents of five children. Mr. Cur- 
rier died November 30, 1922, and Mrs. Currier died 
several years later. 


JOHN O. NYSTROM 


John O. Nystrom was born in Luelo, ee tah 
April 11, 1852. He came to America, and arrived 
in Salix about 1885, and engaged in farming in the 
vicinity for a number of years, while maintaining a 
residence in Salix. Mr. Nystrom died on April 14, 
1920. Mrs. Nystrom and a daughter, Miss Beda 
Nystrom, are still residents of Salix, and a son, 
Arthur Nystrom, resides in Sioux City. 


JOHN FORNEY | 


John Forney was born in Illinois, and:came to 
Fremont county, Iowa, and then to Salix, arriving 
here in 1882, and settled in Lakeport township, 
where two of his brothers had purchased the 
Isaiah Bridget saw mill. For some time he was 
employed in the mill. He moved from here to 
Homer, Neb., and died there about 1902. His des- 
cendants include the late Fred Forney, who lived 
at Holly Springs; and Mrs. George Thacker and 
Mrs. Wilbur Wilcox. | 


JOHN REMILLARD 


John Remillard was born in Clifton, Illinois, 
in 1859. He came to Salix in 1905, and engaged in 
farming in this vicinity. He returned to Illinois 
about 1921, and Mrs. Remillard died in July 1930. 
Mr. and Mrs. Remillard were the parents of three 
children. A son, August Remillard, of Salix, is 
the only member of the family living in this neigh- 
borhood. Two daughters are residents of Illinois. 


| PIERRE LAMOUREUX 
Pierre Lamoureux was born in Beloeil, Canada, 
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in 1836. He was married while in Canada to Miss 
Elmire St. Onge. They came west in 1869, settling 
first in eastern Nebraska. In 1877 they came to 
Salix and settled on a farm in Section 11, in Lake- 
port township. After a residence there of several 
years, Mr. Lamoureux disposed of this farm and 
purchased what was known as the Derome farm 
in Section 9, in the same township. About 1912, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lamoureux moved to Salix, having 
previously purchased a residence here, and leav- 
ing their farm in the care of their son, Peter La- 
moureux. Mrs. Lamoureux died at her home in 
Salix in 1914, and Mr. Lamoureux tei away on 
November 17, 1917. 


S. P. LINKSWILER 


S. P. Linkswiler, a native of Iowa, was born in 
Albany, Appanoose county, April 20, 1862. He 
came to Salix in 1882, and engaged in the meat 
market business in partnership with S. D. Cone. 
Later he engaged in the mercantile business, and 
varioug other lines, and still later moved to Win- 
nebago, Neb., where he also engaged in business. 
Mr. Linkswiler was married on December 25, 1884, 
to Miss Olive Owens, of Dakota City, Neb., and 
they were the parents of five children. One son, 
Russell N. Linkswiler, is at present a resident of 
Winnebago, Neb. 


GEORGE S. JEFFREY 


George S. Jeffrey has teen a resident of Iowa 
from 1859 to 1865, and again from 1877 to the pres- 
ent time. He is a native of Scotland, coming to 
this country with his parents in his infancy, resid- 
ing first in Burlington, Iowa, until 1865, when he 
removed to Illinois, and there resided until the 
year 1877, when he came to Woodbury county, ar- 
riving in Salix early in that year. He continued 
to reside with his parents on their farm in Section 
1, Lakeport township, until, in the spring of 1885, 
he went to Sloan and entered the employ of Cha- 
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pin Bros., of the Sloan Bank, on June 2, of that 
year. He remained with Chapin Bros. until 1889, 
when he, with H. H. Clough, started the Farmers 
Bank, which was afterwards incorporated as the | 
Farmers State Bank, which remained in business 
until 1894, when, with others, he purchased con- 
trol in the Sloan State Bank, that was the out- 
growth of the original banking business of Cha- 
pin Bros., at which time the Farmers Bank was re- 
tired or merged into the Sloan State Bank, and 
Mr. Jeffrey taking the position of cashier, which 
position he still holds. Mr. Jeffrey was married 
September 10, 1885, to Miss Harriet Hamaker, and 
to them were born four children, all of whom are 
living. 


JACK MALLOY 


Jack Malloy, son of Mr. and Mrs. John Mal- 
loy, was born at Salix, October 29, 1875. After the 
memorable cyclone which passed over Salix on 
June 12, 1899, in which both Mr. Malloy’s parents 
and three brothers and a sister lost their lives, 
Jack made his home in town with three other 
brothers and continued to work the old home 
farm, just southeast of town. In 1913, he purchas- 
ed the northwest quarter of Section 12, in Lake- 
port township, known as the McDowell or Green- 
leaf farm, where he is still making his home. Mr. 
Malloy was married in 1911, to Mrs. Catherine 
Dunn Clark, and they are the parents of four chil- 
dren, two boys and two girls. 


HARVEY C. VAN CLEVE 


Harvey C. VanCleve, for many years a resident 
of Lakeport township, died at his home in Winne- 
bago, Neb., on December 10, 1923. Mr. VanCleve 
was one of the pioneer settlers of Lakeport town- 
ship, having been engaged in farming, and was al- 
so at times employed at Nairn’s mill. He was 
married in early life to: Miss. Marietta Hartford, 
who, after forty years of wedded life, preceded her 
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husband in death in 1915. Mr. and Mrs. Van Cleve 
moved from Lakeport township to Nebraska about 
1906, where they resided on a farm. 


BENJAMIN F. GLOVER 


Benjamin F. Glover was born in Carter county, 
Kentucky, September 9, 1844: In 1857 he moved 
with his parents of Louisa county, Missouri, where 
he resided until after the breaking out of the Civil 
war. During the war he was a non-combatant, but 
was frequently taken prisoner, first by the Confed-. 
erates and then by the Federals. In the early days 
of his manhood he twice crossed the plains from 
Nebraska City, Neb., to Denver, Col., with an ox 
team as freighter. He was married April 1, 1869, 
to Miss Lucinda Ellen Clark. Later, Mr. Glover 
left Missouri and came to Fremont county, Iowa, 
where he resided until 1882, when he and his fam- 
ily moved to Woodbury county and settled ona 
farm in Lakeport township, where he and his 
brother, William Glover, also operated a saw mill 
for a number of years. Mr. and Mrs. Glover were. 
the parents of seven children, only two of whom 
are still living, Mrs. H. J. Shannon, of Sloan town- 
ship, and James C. Glover, of Minneapolis, Minn... 
Mr. and Mrs. Glover -moved to Sloan in 1901, 
where Mr. Glover died on February 20, 1921. 


WILLIAM J. WRAY 


William J. Wray was born in Perry county, 
Pennsylvania, August 15, 1843. He spent his early 
years in northern I}Jinois, and, in 1877, he came to 
Woodbury county, driving a span of horses hitch- 
ed to a wagon on the 350-mile overland journey, 
and herding ninety head of cattle, with which he 
established a cattle farm upon his arrival in Sloan 
township. For many years he engaged in farming 
and stock raising. He served for some years as 
treasurer of the township school district, and was 
township trustee. In 1895 he assumed his duties 
as county supervisor from the Fifth District, serv- | 
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ing until 1898. In 1903, he again served in that 
capacity, and in 1905, served as chairman of the 
board. During his services as supervisor, Mr. 
Wray devoted much time to the establishment of 
bridge accommodations on the highways of the 
county. Mr. Wray was married on May 25, 1871, 
to Miss Margaret Salome Hamaker, a native of 
Pennsylvania, born October 27, 1850. Mrs. Wray 
died at her home near Sloan, on March 1, 1888 
Mr. Wray died December 6, 1925, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. D. J. Linkswiler, north of Sloan. 
Two other daughters, Mrs. W. H. Buser and Mrs. 
E. F. Thackaberry, also reside near Sloan. 


XXX—-Death and Ruin Follow Wake of Cyclone, 
June 11, 1899, Five In Malloy Family Lose Lives

THE DEAD

HE worst windstorm which ever visited the 
Missouri bottom, struck just south of the 
town of Salix, at 6:30 o’clock, Sunday even- 
ing, June 11, 1899, leaving death and,ruin in 

its wake. For nearly an hour before the devastat- 
ing storm struck Salix, angry looking clouds had 
been seen hanging low in the west, while a low, 
rumbling, muttering sound was clearly discerna- 
ble. As near as can be learned, the storm formed 
in the vicinity of Homer, Nebraska, travelling in 
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an easterly direction, and doing damage to the 
pastures and ranches on the reservation. The 
storm crossed the river at a point several miles 
south of Salix, dropping to earth just before reach- 
ing the Albert Devin farm, one and one-half miles © 
- southwest of town. 

At the Devin farm, the barn, sheds and out- 
buildings were totally demolished, and the house 
was partially wrecked. Mr. Devin was cut about 
the head and face by flying glass. He lost several 
head of horses and. cattle, while the greater part: 
of his herd of seventy-five hogs were either killed 
or injured. . 

From the Devin farm, the storm travelled 
northeast, striking the buildings on the farm oc-. 
cupied by David McDowell. The house on this 
place was out of the track of the storm, but a 
number of sheds and outbuildings were destroyed, 
and some live stock was killed. 

The storm just missed the thickly inhabited 
portion of Salix, striking at the southeast corner 
of the town, where the greatest havoc was wrought, 
and whtre the only loss of life occurred. The 
storm passed along the edge of ‘the Currier place, 
moving the large barn from its foundation, and 
just missing the three residences of J. C. Currier 
and his two sons, E. B. and J. W. Currier. At this 
place the fences, sheds, windmills and outbuild- 
ings were wrecked, and many large trees were 
broken off as though they were but twigs. 

_ Just across the railroad track, northeast of — 
the Currier place, was located the new residence 
of John Malloy, a large and handsome structure, 
just completed. Here the storm did its worst | 
work, killing five out of the nine members of the’ 
family, and seriously injuring. several others. 

The family had just finished supper when the 
storm struck their house. The family gathered on 
the west porch when the tornado cloud approach- — 
ed, and with the exception of Dick, the oldest. 
son, who went to the assistance of a neighbor fam- 
ily, all repaired to the cellar.. After a few mo-

ments of waiting, someone remarked that the 
storm would not prove serious, and prevailed upon 
the other members of the family to return to the 
house. This move cost the family dearly, as they 
had scarcely emerged from the cellar when the 
house collapsed. 

John Malloy was crushed under the hey tim- 
bers of the structure. His head and chest were 
both crushed, and death apparently was instantan- 
eous. Kate Malloy, his wife, apparently was 
struck on the head by flying boards, and was found 
lying only.a few feet from the body of her hus- 
band. Both were dead when discovered. 

Bessie Malloy, their nineteen-year-old daugh- 
ter, sustained a fractured skull and died in St. 
Joseph’s hospital in Sioux City the following day 

Thomas Malloy, an eighteen-year-old son, had 
a leg crushed and sustained internal injuries. He 
also was taken to St. Joseph’s hospital, where he 
died Wednesday morning. 

Harry Malloy, age sixteen years, suffered in- 
juries from which he died within a few minutes.: 

Fred Malloy, another son, age twenty-six years, 
was seriously but not dangerously hurt ‘shout the 
back ard legs. 

Jack Malloy, twenty-four years old, sustained 
a cut on his arm and severe bruises all over the 
body, but will recover. 

Patrick Malloy, a lad of fourteen, suffered a 


 proken collar bone and a badly sprained back, but 


he also will recover. 

Richard Malloy, the eldest son, was assisting 
neighbors, and was the only one of the family un- 
injured,-and he related his story, as follows: 

'*We had been at. supper, and father, mother 
and the boys and Bess were out. on the front 
porch. I was the only one left at the table. I was 
there sipping a cup of tea, and thinking about the 
baseball game we had played in the afternoon, 
with poor Harry in it, too. Suddenly I smelled 
brimstone. AsI peered through a south wirdow, 
I saw, off to the southwest, a great funnel-shaped 
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cloud, twisting and screwing and bobbing up and 
down. I jumped up from the table and told the 
folks to hurry down the cellar, while I ran over 
and told Mrs. Hassell and her children to go down | 
in their cellar as quickly as they could. 

“It had grown dark so fast that I was afraid 
to try and get back across to our home, so I caught 
a couple of the Hassell children who were lagging 
and pulled them into the cellar. Huddled down in 
the cellar were Mrs. Hassell, her six children, and 
Miss Bernard, a daughter of Jos. Bernard, who 
was spending the afternoon with the Hassell girls.: 
We were in there perhaps five minutes, when the 
roar came. That was terrible. It sounded like a. 
thousand freight trains crossing a thousand bridges 
in chorus. Then we all held to one another, and 
the house was lifted in the air. 

“It seemed to go up a quarter of a mile, and as |. 
it twisted around I could look up and see rocking 
chairs, bureaus, bricks, and hogs, and fence plank 
in a seething mass of blue and green. It was like 
being under a great water wheel. The very tip of 
the funnel appeared to be dipping above us, and 
the suction was so great that Ralph Hassell was 
almost pulled out of the cellar. He was lifted off 
the floor, and as he went up I caught him by the 
legs and held him back, The power of the wind 
was great. As the roaring continued, but higher 
above us, the mud began to fall, and we were all 
plastered with .a coat an inch in thickness. 

*When I ventured to look out, I saw that our 
beautiful new house, just completed, was gone, and 
that the barns were gone, but I had no thought 
that anyone of the family was injured. I believed 
they had been saved, as we in the Hassell cellar 
had been. But soon I heard poor Tom groan, and 
then the moans of my other brothers, and saw my 
father and mother lying there still, and I ran as 
fast as could for town to get a doctor.” 

The Hassell house was siluated just across 
the road, west of Malloy’s, and it was there Dick 
had gone to render assistance. It was with some 
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difficulty that he persuaded Mrs. Hassell and her 
children to take refuge in the cellar, and they just 
reached that haven of safety when the storm 
struck and lifted the house from above their heads. 
No one was injured at this place. : 

Just north of the Hassell home stood the 
house of Phil Burger. This family witnessed the 
approach of the storm and sought safety in a 
storm cave. During the storm the cave was struck 
by some heavy object, caving in the north end, but 
fortunately none of the occupants were injured. 

Some distance north of the Burger home was 
the Lacroix tenement house, occupied: by J. A. 
Bernard and family. This house and every build- 
ing on the place were entirely destroyed, but the 
‘ family escaped injury by taking refuge in the 
cellar. 

At the home of Pat O’Neill, just north of the 
Berger home, and only a short distance west of 
the Bernard home, the barn and corn cribs were 
blown to atoms, the chimney blown off the house, 
and several windows blown out, but the house it- 
self escaped injury. The walls and furniture, how- 
ever, were covered with a thick coating of mud, 
which had ‘been carried in through the broken 
windows. 

A mile farther northeast, the storm cloud met 
its next prey, in the house and barns on the M. L. 
Dougherty place. Here the storm spread desola- 
tion and destruction; not one stick of any building 
being left in place, while considerable live stock 
was killed. The family, however, escaped injury, 
as in other cases, by fleeing to the cellar. 

At Lucien Pillotte’s, a little distance farther 
on, the barns, sheds and outbuildings were des-— 
troyed, but the house itself was left intact. 

Where the storm struck, it left desolation and 
ruin in its wake. Pleasant homes were transform- 
ed in the twinkling of an eye into desolate heaps 
‘of rubbish, in which one object was scarcely to be 
distinguished from. another. Trees were broken 
or twisted off, fences blown down, growing crops 
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prostrated, the ground plowed into great furrows, 
live stock killed or crippled, and the aspect of the 
landscape changed from a scene of contentment 
aud prosperity to one of destruction and despair. 

When the storm struck Salix, a south bound 
freight train was standing on the side track, and 
as soon as the extent of the destruction became 
known, the engine was uncoupled from the train, 
and the way car was transformed into an ambu- 
lance car, and the injured and still living victims 
of the storm's fury were transferred to St. Joseph’s 
hospital in Sioux City, and the bodies of the dead 
were conveyed to the local undertaking establish- 
ment to await burial. 

Where the storm vented its greatest fury, the 
scene following is beyond description, and was 
heartrending in the extreme to the neighbors and 
friends who flocked to the ruined homes to render 
such assistance as was possible. The dead and 
mangled bodies of their neighbors, the crushed 
and wounded and still living victims, the maimed 
and crippled animals, the ruined homes, scattered 
to the ‘winds, everything and. anything piled up 
together in an indiscriminate mass, the whole cov- 
ered with a thick coating of mud, formed a picture 
of desolation which was stamped indelibly on the 
minds of those who beheld for the first time the 
awful effects of a cyclone’s dire work. 


The path of the storm was estimated at about 
four miles long, and during the severest of its 
course, two hundred yards wide. 

In some places the wire was stripped from 
fences on both sides of the road, carried together 
and left in a tangled mass in the center of the 
road. 

Had the storm: been one-fourth mile farther 
north, it would have struck fairly into the center 
‘of the town, and the loss of life and property 
would have been frightful. 

At the Malloy house, where not one stick of 
any building was left untouched, a rain barrel 
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standing at the corner of the house was left un- 
touched. 

Veterinary H. M. Linger was called upon to 
treat twenty-seven head of stock more or less in- 
jured by the storm. 

With the exception of the Malloys, all the los- 
ers immediately started clearing their premises of 
the scattered debris, and made preparations -to re- 
build. Work on some of the buildings was started 
at once. 

While the storm was wreaking its full fury, 
and leaving a path of desolation, the atmosphere 
in Salix was undisturbed. South of the track of 
the storm, however, considerable damage was 
done by a heavy but straight wind. which broke 
down fences and sent loose articles whirling 
through the air. 


The remains of Mr. and Mrs. Malloy and Har- 
ry and Bessie Malloy were interred Tuesday in the 
Catholic cemetery, north of Salix. The funeral 
‘services over the four members of this ill-fated 
family were held at St. Joseph’s church, Tuesday 
morning, Rev. Father Jas. A. Griffin officiating and 
performing the last sad rites of the church. Not- 
withstanding the muddy roads and the drizzling 
rain, the funeral was the largest ever held in Sa- 
lix. The peculiarly sad circumstances surround- 
ing the death of the four members of this family 
appealed strongly to the hearts of ‘the people, and 
the scenes attendant upon the funeral ceremony 
were touching in the extreme, and there was not a 
dry eye present as the four inanimate forms, felled 
by a blow of the elements, were lowered into the 
bosom of Mother Earth; father, mother, son and 
daughter, side by side in their last long resting 
place. 

Thomas Malloy, we fifth victim of the storm, 
died Wednesday at the hospital in Sioux City, and 
the funeral was held at St. Joseph’s church on 
Thursday morning. 

Both parents and children were held in high 
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esteem by the people of Salix and vicinity, and 


their deaths, so peculiarly sudden, is esteemed a .. 


personal loss by every citizen of the community. — 


XXXI—Attempt Made to Homestead Sand Hill Lake 
Bed Land---Nap Hubert Elected County Supervisor 


to homestead the old Sand Hill lake bed. 

C. W. Holdern and G. W. Careny, evidently 

strangers, erected a cabin on that part of 
the lake bed owned and cultivated by John Pope, 
and began to make themselves at home. Mr. Pope 
remonstrated with the intruders and insisted on 
their getting out of his rye field. The settlers are 
reported to have put. on their war paint and in- 
formed Mr. Pope that they had come to stay. 

Farther down the lake, on property worked 
and cultivated by Albert Bird, other parties have 
set up claims, and much ill feeling is brewing. It 
is reported that all parties coming on the land will 
be arrested for trespassing, and the matter taken 
up in the courts. 

There is a decision by Judge Ladd, now stand- 
ing, made in 1890, that seems to cover the case, 
and offers little encouragement to these would-be 
homesteaders. This case was F. T. Evans vs. F. 
W. Shannon, and was an injunction against Shan- 
non entering upon lake bed land claimed by Evans 
under raparian rights. Judge Ladd made the in- 
junction perpetual. This case is almost similar. 

In 1895, M. L. Dougherty arrived here from 
Pennsylvania and purchased a farm east of Salix, 
in Section 36, Liberty township. This farm was 
purchased through the agency of J. C. Currier & 
Sons, and Mr. Dougherty settled upon the same 
at once. et 3 

On November 29, 1895, a large barn on the 
farm of M. J. Coombs, in Section 19, Liberty town- 
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Ate ho attempt was made in October, 1895, 
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ship, caught fire, shortly after midnight, and burn- 
ed to the ground, together with its contents, con- 
sisting of nineteen head of horses, a buggy, bob 
sleizhs, one thousand bushels of oats, five hundred 
bushels of corn, and some hay. The origin of the 
fire is a mystery, but it is supposed that some 
tramp entered the barn in search of a resting 
place, and dropped some fire in the hay. There 
was no insurance on the building, and only a few 
hundred dollars on the horses. Mr. Coombs’ loss 
is about $3,500.00. . ' 

In February, 1899, the partnership existing be. 
tween Ben Glover and John Forney, in the owner- 
ship of a saw mill in Lakeport township, was dis- 
solved, Mr. Glover continuing the business. Mr. 
Glover also purchased twenty acres of timber land 
on the old Wilcox place, and at once engaged in 
working the timber into lumber. The quantity of 
lumber on the tract amounted to about 100,000 feet. 

Napoleon J. Hubert, a farmer living on Sec- 
tion 15, in Lakeport township, was elected in No- 
vember, 1906, as a member of the board of super- 
visors from the Fifth Supervisoral District of 
Woodbury county. He entered upon his duties on 
January 1, 1907. 

August Remillard arrived here in the spring 
of 1904, and became a tenant on the Currier farm, 
south of town, in Lakeport township. 

In May, 1904, the fine residence of John Nairn, 
in Lakeport township, being in danger of being 
lost by the continued erosion of the Missouri river, 
was torn down and the lumber was hauled to Sa- 
lix, where it was used in the construction of a ten- 
ement house in the west part of town, 

John Remillard, of Clifton, Ill., arrived here 
with his family in 1905, and at once engaged in 
farming in this vicinity. 

Chas. W. Armstrong, of Hastings, Neb., arriv- 
ed here in 1907, and has since been engaged in farm- 
ing. For some years past he has been a tenant on 
a farm in Section 23, Lakeport towz ship. 

Albert Devin, in 1910, disposed of his farm in 
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Section 3, Lakeport township, to Thos. O’Farrell, 
and he and his family left to make their home in 
Alberta, Canada. 

Mitchell LeVasseur, of Kankakee, IIl., arrived 
here about 1912 and purchased a Fett in Section 
23, Liberty township. 

Jack Malloy, a son of Mr. and Mrs. John Mal- 
loy, and a native of Liberty township, in 1918 pur- 
- chased and moved upon the Northwest Quarter of 
Section 12, in Lakeport township. 

Stephen Cleary, in 1914, purchased and moved 
onto a farm in Section 12, Lakeport township, for- 
merly known as the Tim Rohan place. -

EUGENE HARRINGTON 


UGENE HARRINCTON was born in Tarle, 

4 “Ireland, in 1841. He came to the United 
States in 1844, and settled first at Dubuque, 
where he received his education. He came 

west in the early ’70s, and engaged in railroad con- 
struction work. In the summer of 1877 he pur- 
chased the mercantile business of C. A. DeMun, in 
Salix, and in October of the same year he was ap- 
pointed postmaster for Salix, entering upon his 
duties on the last day of the month. In 1880, Mr. 
Harrington disposed of his mercantile stock and 
business to Bigelow & Moon, the latter also suc- 
ceeding him as postmaster. In 1882, he again en- 
gaged in the mercantile business in Salix, having 
erected a large building on the corner of Poplar 
and Tama streets. Two years later, Mr. Harring- 
ton disposed of this business to Messrs. Choquette 
& Jauron, and he retired to a farm just west of 
town, which had been a portion of the Small es- 
tate. <A little later, he sold this land and purchas- 
‘ed a parcel of land on the east side of the railroad 
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adjoining the town, where he erected a commo- 
dious residence, and where he made his home for 
a number of years. In 1904, he moved to Laurel, 
Neb., where he engaged in farming for a number 
of years, and later he moved to Vermillion, S. D. 
Mr. Harrington was married on July 3, 1879, to 
Miss Julia Small, of Salix, arfd they were the par- 
ents of six children, as follows: Mrs. W. H. 
O’Gara, of Laurel, Neb.; Miss Edna Harrington, of 
Sioux City; Joseph Harrington, James Harrington, 
Mrs. D. H. Ankeny and Jesse D. Harrington, of 
Vermillion, S. D. Mr. Harrington died on Septem- 
ber 2, 1925, and Mrs. Harrington passed away on 
February 23, 1928, both at Vermillion. During his 
residence in Salix and Liberty township, Mr. Har- 
rington held different town and township offices, 
and was also a member of the school board.

JOS. P, MIQUELON 


Jos. P. Miquelon was born in St. Camille, Can- 
ada, on September 19, 1857. He first moved to 
Franklin, N. H., in March, 1877, and returned to 
Canada two years later. On August 26, 1880, he 
arrived in Salix, and at once engaged in farming 
as an employe in this vicinity. He was employed 
_ for a time on the farm of John Scoggin, in Lake- 
port towaship, and later went to Sloan, where he 
-entered the employ of H. H. Clough, one of the 
prominent cattle dealers of that section, Later he 
purchased a farm in Sloan township, which he 
owned fora number of years. Mr. Miquelon was 
married on May 7, 1898, to Miss Ovelia Hansen, of 
Bergen, Norway, and they are the parents of four 
children, all of whoin live in the vicinity. 


PATRICK MANLEY 


Patrick Manley was born in Ireland on Octo- 
ber 12, 1833. He emigrated to Canada in 1855, and 
then came to Sioux City, where he remained for a 
time, and then lived in Onawa and Blencoe. In 
1879, he purchased land in Section 19, Sloan town- — 
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ship. He added to his real estate possessions © 
from time to time until he had accumulated near- 
ly one thousand acres of land in the vicinity. ‘Mr. 
Manley was married in 1866 to Miss Elizabeth Kir- 
win, of Michigan, and they were the parents of 
eight children: William Manley, James Manley, 
Joseph Manley, Bernard Manley and Miss Kate 
ley, of Mason City, Iowa; Anthony Manley, of 
Sloan; John M. Manley, of Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
D. G. Manley, of Sioux City. Mr. and Mrs. Man- 
ley left here about 1920 to make their home in 
Mason City. Mrs. Manley died there on July 24, 
1924, and Mr. Manley passed away April 19, 1925. 


ROBERT INGALLS 


Robert Ingalls was born in Scotland, March 7, | 
1850. He came to the United States in June, 1882, 
coming direct to Lakeport township, where he was 
employed in and around Nairn’s mill for some 
years. Mr. Ingalls was married on February 22, 
1878, to Miss Isabella Nisbet, a sister of Mrs. John 
Nairn and Robert C. Nisbet. They were the par- 
ents of seven children, all of whom are still living. 
‘Several years ago, Mr. Ingalls and family moved 
to Anthon, where they resided on a farm. Mr. In- | 
galls died at that place on March 20, 1918, after 
which Mrs. Ingalls and family moved to Sioux 
City. One daughter, Mrs. Margaret Ingalls Brouil-- 
lette, is the only member of the family now resid- 
ing in Salix. 


ANDRESS HOLLENBECK 


Andress Hollenbeck was born at Cape Vincent, 
New York, in March, 1843 He moved first to Ad- 
ams county, Wis., in 1866. On January 1, 1868, he 
was married to Miss Frances Adeline Ladd, a na-'- 
tive of the state of Wisconsin. In 1869, Mr. ard 
Mrs. Hollenbeck.came to Woodbury county, mak- 
ing the trip ina covered wagon drawn by a yoke 
of oxen. They remained in West Fork for one 
year, after which they came to Liberty township, 
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where they settled on a farm Mr. Hollenbeck had 
purchased in Section 15, in 1870. Mrs. Hollenbeck 
died at her home on the farm on May 18, 1889, 
and was survived by her husband and a daugh- 
ter, now Mrs. Minnie Bader, of Lysite, Wyo. A 
son, Herbert Hollenbeck, died on May 17, 1899, at 
the age of twenty-two years. On May 31, 1890, Mr. - 
Hollenbeck contracted a second marriage with 
Miss Hettie Andrews, of Salix, and to them was 
born one daughter, now Mrs. L. A. Michaelson, cf 
Sergeant Bluff.. In March, 1903, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hollenbeck retired from the tarm and moved to 
Sergeant Bluff, where Mr. Hollenbeck died on De- 
cember 9, 1907. Mr. Hollenbeck was a veteran of 
the Civil war, having enlisted in Company M, 
Tenth New York Heavy Artillery. 


ROBERT C. NISBET | 


Robert C. Nisbet was born in Coldringham, 
Scotland, May 11, 1848. He came to the United 
States in 1872, stopping at Chicago, where he re- 
mained for one year. In 1873, he came to Sioux 
City, and later the same year he came to Lakeport 
township and entered the employ of John Nairn, 
in a saw mill, a position he held for about twelve 
years. He purchased a farm in Section 4, Sloan 
township, where. he remained for some time, and 
in 1900, he purchased a farm in Section 33, Liberty 
township, known as the Bigelow farm, where he 
made his home until 1912, when he disposed of 
this land and moved to Cedar Falls. Mr. Nisbet 
was married on July 2, 1890, to Miss Catherine 
Eckman, a native of Pennsylvania, who had been 
engaged in teaching in the Sioux City schools. 
Mr. and Mrs. Nisbet were the parents of six child- 
ren, all of whom are living in the vicinity of Cedar 
Falls.. Mr. Nisbet died at his home, July 26, 1930. 


JAMES W. CURRIER 


James W. Currier was born at Bradford, Ver- 
mont, on August 30,1857. He first moved to North 
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Hampton Mass., in 1863, where he remained for 

twelve years, and then moved to Pittsfield, in the 

same state, where he remained until 1878, when he 

and his parents moved to Salix and settled on a’ 
farm in Lakeport township. In 1886, Mr. Currier, 

in company with his father, J. C. Currier, came to 

Salix and established The Bank of J. C. Currier & 

Sons, in which business he has continued down to 

the present time. The Curriers were heavy losers 

in the big fire which visited Salix on the night of 
October. 12, 1892. Mr. Currier was married in 1887 

to Miss Annie Edgecumbe, of Liberty township, and 

they were the parents of one daughter, now Mrs. . 
Frank Zehnpfennig. Mrs. Currier died at her 

home here on September 18, 1922. In the summer 

of 1931, the Currier residence on the farm, south 

of town, was destroyed by fire, and since that time 

Mr. Currier and his daughter and her husband 

have been making their home in Sergeant Bluff. 


HARVEY INGERSON 


Harvey Ingerson was born at Evans Mills, New 
York, November 4, 1844. At the opening of the 
Civil war, he enlisted in the Fourteenth Regiment 
of Infantry, Company I, One Hundred and Seventy- 
sixth Volunteers of New York, serving under Col. 
James McQuade. He was mustered out at Utica, 
N. Y., May 27, 1863, and came west immediately 
with Frank Kelsey, and worked on the Union Pa- 
cific, the first railroad being built out of Omaha. 
Mr. Ingerson and Mr. Kelsey walked from Omaha — 
to Sioux City, there being no railroad then. Mr. . 
Ingerson purchased a farm, northwest of Salix, 
later known as the Orton farm, and engaged in 
farming for a few years. Later he moved to Ser- 
geant Bluff, and engaged in business. In 1884, Mr. 
Ingerson and a brother-in-law, Ernest E. Huntley, - 
engaged in the mercantile business in Salix, under 
the firm name of Huntley & Ingerson. This firm 
was one of the heavy losers in the conflagration 
_ which visited the town of Salix on the night of 
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October 12, 1892. Following the fire, the firm op- | 
erated their business in a machinery warehouse 
until spring, when the stock was moved into the 
new Currier block, on Tipton street. In 1895, 
Huntley & Ingerson disposed of their stock to Geo. 
F. Hammer, of Sioux City. Later, Mr. Ingerson 
~ engaged in the live stock commission business in 
Sioux City. Mr. Ingerson was married on January 
31, 1871, to Miss Laura Adella Huntley, of West 
Exeter, N. Y. Mr. Ingerson died at his home in 
Sioux City, on January 5, 1904, and is survived by 
his widow and a daughter, Mrs. Ada Ingerson | 
Webster, and a grandson, Harvey Ingerson Web- 
ster, all residing at Los Angeles, Cal. 
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EDWIN H. LOW 


Edwin H. Low was born in Rockingham coun- 
ty, N. H., October 14, 1863. Reared on a farm, he 
received his education at the Pinkerton academy 
at Derry. He resided there with his parents until 
he was eighteen years of age, when he came to De 
Kalb county, Ill, where he lived until 1885, when 
he came to Salix. He was variously employed un- 
til October, 1887, when he, in company with F. J. 
Jauron, purchased the A. J. Huntley stock of hard- 
ware. Mr. Low continued in this business for 
some time, and then disposed of his interest to his 
partner. In 1890, he again engaged in the hard- 
ware business with E. B. Trimble as a partner, and 
located in the LaPierre building, on Poplar street. 
This firm continued in business in this location 
until the big fire of October 12, 1892, when they 
lost much of their stock. Following this, Mr. Low 
went to Sloan, where he became associated with — 
his brother, John W. Low, handling a full line of 
hardware and implements. In 1896, Mr. Low again 
returned to Salix and engaged in the same line of 
business. He had erected, some years previous, a 
large frame warehouse near the North Western 
depot. This building he moved to location on the 
west side of Tipton street, and in which his busi- 
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ness was carried on. On May 25, Mr. Low receiv- 
ed his commission as postmaster :at Salix, contin- 
uing in that office for a period of seventeen years. 
In 1914, Mr. Low entered into a contract with the 
Ford company for the handling of their product 
in Salix and vicinity. Two years later, after his - 
frame building had been partially destroyed by 
fire, Mr. Low erected a large brick building on the 
east side of Tipton street, where he continued the 
business until 1925, when he disposed of the same 
to A. J. Anderson. Soon after, Mr. Low moved to 
Sioux Falls, S. D., where he entered a corporation 
of the Low-Moline Implement Company, as retail 
and wholesale dealers. In 1929, he changed over 
to the Rock Island Company, as retail man, and a 
short time ago, in partnership with his brother, J. 
W. Low, entered the-employ of the J. I. Case Im- 
plement Company. Mr. Low was married Decem- 
ber 28, 1888, to Miss Anna Lawson, of Salix, and to 
them were born five children. Mrs. Low died at 
her home here in February, 1898. Mr. Low con- 
tracted ga second marriage, about 1902, with Miss 
Florence Folk, of Jersey City, N. J., and to them 
three children were born. 


AUGUST J. REMILLARD 


August J. Remillard was born in Illinois in 
1883. The family moved to North Dakota in 1901, 
where they remained for three years, and in 1904, ~ 
they arrived in Salix. Mr. Remillard was a tenant 
on the Currier farm in Lakeport township, contin- 
uously from 1914 to 1926, when he decided to move 
to town and engage in the grocery and meat busi- 
ness. He purchased the stock and business of. 
Fred Crosser, located on the west side of Tipton 
street. In 1928, Mr. Remillard moved into the 
brick building at the corner of Poplar and Tipton 
streets, where he continued in business until De- 
cember, 1931, when he closed out his stock. Mr. 
Remillard was married in 1913, to Miss Malvina 
Hubert, and they are the parents of three children. 
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TOUSSAINT LAMOUREUX 


Toussaint Lamoureux, a native of Canada, was 
born in Beloeil, March 1, 1830, and while yet a resi- 
dent of Canada, was united in marriage to Miss 
Sophie LaDoux. Mr. Lamoureux and his wife 
came to Salix in 1871, and at first he was employ- 
ed as a laborer on different farms in the neighbor- 
hood. Later, he purchased land in Section 11, in 
Lakeport township. Still later, he disposed of 
this land and purchased a farm in Section 4, in 
the same township. Mr. Lamoureux died at his 
home on February 8, 1900. A few years later, Mrs. 
Lamoureux was married to Pierre Lacroix. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lamoureux were the parents of seven 
children, only three of whom are living, Edward 
Lamoureux and Arthur Lamoureux, of Akron, and 
Theodore Lamoureux, of Salix 


DANA F, FREAR - 


Dana F. Frear was born in Monroe, Pennsyl- 
vania, March 16, 1836. He came to Salix in Octo- 
ber, 1883, and engaged in the furniture business 
in November, 1884.. At first the stock of goods 
was stored in rooms over the meat market, at the | 
corner of Poplar and Tipton streets. Later, in 
1885, Mr. Frear moved his stock of goods into the © 
north room of the new Bigelow building, on Tama 
‘street. The following year an addition was built 
on the east side of the drug store, which was then 
owned by Mr. Frear’s brother, Dr. E. D. Frear, and 
the furniture stock was moved into the new room. 
Later, Mr. Frear retired from business, disposed 
of his stock of goods to L. A. Mercure, of Sloan, 
and he returned to Pennsylvania. Mr. Frear was 
married on March 3, 1883, at Scranton, Pa. While 
a resident of Salix, Mr. Frear owned a residence 
property on Tipton street, on the site now occu- 
pied by the Nap. J. Hubert residence. 


WILLIAM T. MATHERS yk 
William T. Mathers was born at Ipswich, Eng- 
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land, in 1840. He came to the United States in 
1854, and settled in Wisconsin, where he engaged 
in farming. In 1862, he moved to Woodbury coun- 
ty, settling on a farm in Section 6, Sloan town- 
ship, where he remained until 1914, when he mov- 
ed to{Sioux City, and remained there up to the 
time of his death, which occurred on October 28, 
1914. Mr. Mathers was married in 1887, to Miss 
Mary Horan, and they were the parents of eleven 
children, ten of whom survive, as follows: Mrs. 
Eliza Ridgway, Sutherlin, Ore.; Mrs. Anna Galvin 
and Mrs. Mary Wright, of Salix; William Mathers, 
of Moville; John Mathers, of Kingsley; T. C. Math- 
ers, of Sioux City; Albert Mathers, of Pierson; 
Mrs. Daisy Holder, Gerald Mathers and Vivian 
Mathers, of Sioux City. 


PATRICK DUNN 


Patrick Dunn, a native of New York, was born 
in Albany in 1845, where he continued to make his 
home until 1874. He then came west, settling on 
a farm.near Sloan. - Later he was married to Miss 
Anna Cleary, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Cleary, of Salix. In 1910, Mr. and Mrs. Dunn 
retired from the farm and moved to Salix. Mr. 
Dunn died at his home here on November 8, 1927. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dunn were the parents of eight child- 
ren, seven of whom survive; as follows: John and 
David Dunn, Miss Marguerite Dunn, and Mrs. John 
Malloy, of Salix, and Edward, William and Frank 
Dunn, of Sloan. 


GEORGE PATTERSON 


George Patterson was born in 1865, in south- 
ern Illinois. He came to South Dakota in 1886, 
and later came to Sergeant Bluff, where he was 
employed for a time. He came to Salix in 1887, 
_and was employed on the Haviland farm, west of 
town. In 1890, he entered the employ of E. E. 
‘Huntley, as elevator man, a position he cortinued 
to hold after the elevator was purchased by Pepin

-XXXIII— Smith blevator Sold, Telephone Franchise 


to Quick and Countermine, Currier’s Addition 


HE E. H. Smith & Co, elevator, which had 
J been owned and operated by this firm for a 
number of years, was sold in 1900 to E. E. 
Huntley. However, Mr. Huntley remained | 
in possession of this elevator but a short time. 
After making a number of necessary repairs, and 
doing a certain amount of remodelling, the plant 
was «lis »osed of a few weeks later to the Trans- 
Mississ ppi Grain Company, and Chas. F. Corr, a 
local min, was placed in charge. | 
_ The electric franchise which had been granted 
to Messrs. Lacroix and Fortin, and which had been 
declared invalid by reason of some technical ir- 
regularity in the matter of calling the special elec- 
tion, in April, 1900, gave place to a new system of 
street lighting for the town. \ During that month, 
a move was started toward the purchase ofa sup- 
ply of gascline lamps, to be placed on the princi- 
pal corners of the streets of the town. 

In February, 1903, the town authorities feeling 
that the village of Salix could be greatly beautified . 
by the removal of. the railroad company stock 
yards from their original location on the west side 
of the road, and just south of the depot, the town 
clerk was authorized by the council to correspond 
with the officials of the Chicago & North Western 
‘railway in regard to the possibility of removing 
tie yards to some other location, preferably to the 
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east side of the railroad. The matter was taken un- 
| der advisement by the proper officials, and in due 
course of time the yards were moved to a point 
; across the railroad, and just east of the Trans- 
‘Mississippi elevator. 

On December 2, 1902, a Pacinect was started 
toward the establishment of local telephone ser- 
vice in Salix. On that date a franchise was grant- 
ed by the town authorities to Messrs. J. H. Quick, 
of Sioux City, and R. H. Countermine, of Salix. 
The matter laid dormant for a time, however. At 
a subsequent meeting of the council, held Janu- 
; ary 20, 1903, another ordinance granting this fran- 
chise was given its first reading. At a later meet- 
ing of the council, the ordinance was read the sec- 
ond time, and in February it was given its © 
third and final reading, and was unanimously 
adopted by the council. The provisions of the or- 
dinance gave Messrs. Quick and Countermine the 
right and privilege to erect poles in the streets 
and alleys of the town of Salix for the purpose of 
installing the system. This was the first definite 
step taken with the view of giving the residents of 
the town a local telephone system, and it was sup- 
posed that the matter would be carried to a suc- 
cessful finish.. However, at. the special election, 
held May 4, the proposition was‘defeated by a vote 
of 35 to 33. The matter was of necessity indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

On June-1, 1908, a resolution was adopted by 
the council, to extend the limits of the town on the 
west to include Currier’s Addition. This addition 
consisted of two blocks of ground, and was bound- 
ed on the north by Poplar street, on the west by 
Oak street, on the south by Maple. street, and on 
the east by Lakeport street. This addition. to the 
town proved very desirable, and it was not long 
before many of the lots were sold and some desir- 
able and beautiful residences were erected thereon. 

On May 4, 1903, another attempt was made to 
grant a franchise to a telephone company to erect. 
aod maintain a telephone line within the town of 
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Salix. A special election had been called for that 
date to vote on the question of granting a fran- 
chise to the Onawa Telephone Company, at which 
time there were cast a total of 65 votes, and the 
proposition was carried by a vote of 35 to 30. The 
franchise as above was unanimously adopted ata 
meeting of the council held on the evening of July 
7. However, for some reason or other, the fran- 
chise was not accepted by the telephone company 
asking for it, and in the course of time the matter 
died a natural death. 

The Salix Bakery, in operation here for some 
time, was purchased in December, 1903, by Sheets 
& Pritz. 

In January, 1904, Peter Lamoureux succeeded 
James Littleton as proprietor of the City Meat 
Market. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pierre Lamoureux, who had been 
living on a farm in Lakepert township, in March, 
1904, purchased the N. J. Devin residence in Salix, 
and moved into the same. Albert Babue, of Sioux 
City, a son-in-law of Mr. Lamoureux, has moved 
onto the farm. | 

In March, 1904, F. J. Jauron, merchant, con- 
cluded a deal for the purchase of the Vetal La 
croix stock of machinery and farm implements, 
which he will handle in connection with his mer- 
cantile business. 

John B. Chadwick, a former resident of Salix, 
who has been operating a drug store at Deloit, 
has returned to Salix and purchased the local 
drug store and business, taking possession of the 
same on April 1, 1904. 

In April, 1904, petitions from the town of Sa- 
lix,and from the neighboring townships of Lake- 
port and Grange, were presented to the council of 
Salix, asking that the saloons then operating, : 
be not granted licenses, in conformity with the 
provisions of theClark law. 

In pursuance with these requests, the council 
did, on April 19, 1904, adopt a resolution rescind- 
ing all permits granted ‘to sell spirituous liquors 
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within the town of Salix after May 1, 1904, and 
also regulating the sale of liquors for medicinal 
purposes, 

On Saturday evening, April 30, 1904, the sa- 
loons of Salix were closed, and are to remain clos- 
ed for at least two years. Public sentiment in Sa- 
lix and vicinity was pretty strongly opposed to the 
traffic in liquors, as was evidenced by the petition 
which had been presented to the council, contain- 
ing the names of about one hundred persons. The 
council voted solidly against the license proposi- 
tion. 

In May, 1904, John M. Eveleth, a son of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. E. Eveleth, opened an office in the rear 
of the Currier block for the practice of dentistry. 

In June, 1904, William Primmer purchased the 
dray line of J. W. Porter, and will personally op- 
erate the same. 

In 1905, L. F. Lawson, who had been success- 
fully engaged in the harness business for a num- 
ber of years, decided to change his line and en- 
gage in the grocery business. Accordingly, he dis- 
posed of his stock of harness, remodelled his build- 
ing, and installed a full line of groceries, and also 
a soda fountain and ice cream counter and several 
tables and chairs. 

On July 5, 1905, a permit was issued to Carl 
R. Larson to operate a bowling alley in Salix. This’ 
form of amusement was new to the citizens of the 
town, and for a time the new place carried ona 
lucrative business. 

W. P. Southworth, a son of P. W. Southworth, 
the hardware man, decided, in 1908, to engage in 
the business of buying, refining and selling honey. 
At that time there were a number of farmers in 
the vicinity who were more or less interested in 
the raising of bees, and marketing honey, and the 
Southworth venture promised to be a successful 
one. | 
Mr. Southworth proceeded to fit up a back 
room in the hardware store, tanks, refiners and 
other apparatus was installed, and the business 
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_was launched. At first, Mr. Southworth was able 
to personally handle all the business that came to 
him, but it soon became necessary for him to em- 
ploy additional assistants. 

Later in the. same year, 1908, the honey busi- 
ness was incorporated under the name of Western 
Honey Producers, with Thos. Chantry as president, 
Edward G. Brown as secretary, and W.:P. South- 
worth as treasurer and manager. 

The Standard Oil Company established a dis- 
tributing plant in Salix in 1908. The company se- 
cured a triangular tract of ground, just. west of 
the Farmers Elevator Company buildings, bounded 
by Willow, Talbot and Tama streets, and convien- 
ient to the railroad, where was installed the large 
storage tanks and the machinery and pump house. 
William Seylor was the first resident salesman em- 
ployed by the company for this place. 

In 1909 was organized the Farmers Elevator 
Company, a corporation composed principally of 
farmers and grain growers of the community, and 
a deal was at once concluded for the purchase of 
the Trans-M-ssissippi Grain Company elevator. 
C. F. Corr, who had been employed as manager of 
this elevator for some time, was retained as man- 
ager for the new corporation. H. E. Brown was 
chosen as the first president of the new company. 

In 1909, Messrs. Nelson & Cook, who had been 
operating a hardware store in a building on the 
north side of Poplar street since the winter of 1892, 
disposed of their stock and business to Caulfield & 
Chrischilles, who a little lates moved the stock 
‘into a building on Tipton street. This firm con- 
tinued in business for some time, after which it 
passed into the hands of a corporation, known as_ 
the Salix Hardware Company, of which H. J. Caul- 
field continued as manager. | 

The general merchandise business of Hansen & 
Corr was sold in 1909 to W. R. Larson and A. B. 
Paulson, who operated under the firm name of 
Larson & Paulson. This store was located in the 
south room of the Currier block. 
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On October 8, 1908, the Catholics of the com’ 
munity, dedicated a new cemetery, lying just west 
of town. The services were conducted by Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Garrigan, of Sioux City, assisted by the 
pastor, Rev. J. A. Griffin. 

In June, 1910, Louis N. Duchaine, then eimpiloy- 
ed in the office of The Star, at Sloan, secured the 
plant formerly used in the publication of Salix 
Siftings, and launched a new weekly newspaper, 
called The Salix Free Press. Fhe first issue of the 
paper appeared on June 16. 

Previous to this time there. had been made a 
number of attempts to establish telephone service. 
in Salix and also with the outside world, but for 
some cause the projected improvement never seem- 
ed to have materialized beyond the point of asking 
for and the granting of a franchise. 

It was then with a sense of keen anticipation 
that the voters of the town were asked to decide 
whether a telephone franchise should be granted 
to the Woodbury County Telephone Company, al- 
lowing them the privilege of constructing and op- 
erating a telephone system within the town of 
Salix. The result of the vote was 34 to 3 in favor 
of the proposition. 

The Woodbury County Telephone Company, 
which was at this time operating the local ex- 
change in Sergeant Bluff, was owned principally 
by the Westfall family. As soon as the election 
was over, and the results were made known, the 
Westfalls started the work of building the line 
from Sergeant Bluff to Salix, and also building up. 
the system in town. By the provisions of the 
franchise, Salix subscribers were to be given free 
service with the Sergeant Bluff exchange. 

Martin Every, who had been employed as a 
market reporter for the Live Stock Record, in. 
Sioux City, came to Salix in June, 1911, and in 
company with Eugene Senecal, engaged in the 
contracting, building, lumber and hardware busi- 
ness. At first this firm was housed in a frame | 
‘building on the north side of Poplar street. 
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| M. M. Murray, who had been living on a farm 
in the north end of Sloan township, in the fall of 
1911 sold his farm to B. M. Stoddard, of Sloan, 
and moved with his family to Salix. Mr. Murray 
purchased the M. W. Small residence property on 
Poplar street and also bought from Mrs. Marie 
Pepin, thirty-three acres of land adjoining the 
town on the north. 

F. J. Jauron, who had been engaged in the 
mercantile business in Salix almost continuously 
since 1884, concluded to retire from active busi- 
ness, so, in August, 1911, he made a deal with F. J. 
Volmar, of Holstein for the disposal of his entire 
stock of general merchandise. In the deal Mr. 
Jauron received some cash and a tract of one hun- 
dred and fifty acres of land about ten miles east 
of Salix. 

One month later, or in September, Mr. Volmar 
_ disposed of the Jauron stock of merchandise to 
Norton I. Lake, also of Holstein. On February 29, 
1912, Mr. Lake disposed of this stock to J. L. Phil- 
lips, of South Sioux City, Neb. Later, Mr. Phillips 
procured the assistance of a firm of merchandise 
liquidators and proceeded to close out the entire 
stock, after which he returned to his home in 
Nebraska. This definitely closed the Jauron store 
as a place of business for the sale of merchan- 
dise, although the building was later used for 
other purposes. 

During the summer of 1912, the town authori- 
ties considered the question of more adequate and 
up-to-date lighting service for the streets of the 
town. Accordingly, a meeting of the town council 

was held on the evening of August 6, at which it 
was decided to install a certain type of gasoline 
lamps on the principal street corners of the town, 
and eight complete lamps, together with a gaso- 
line wagon, and other. supplies, were ordered from 
the American Gas Machine Company, of Albert 
Lea, Minn., at a definite cost of $410.00. Later, 
two more of these lamps were purchased and in- 
stalled. The work of taking care of these lamps, 
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and lighting the same was delegated to the mar- 
shal. This method of lighting the streets proved 
a great improvement over the obsolete kerosene 
lamps which had been in use a number of years. 

The Western Honey Producers, operating in a 
room in the Southworth hardware store, had by 
this time grown to such proportions as to require 
additional room and better shipping facilities. The 
plant was therefore moved to Sioux City, where a 
suitable building was secured, additional equip- 
ment was installed, and everything necessary was 
done to take care of any increased business. 

In July, 1913, Salix had its first garage and re- 
pair shop, when Harvey Brouillette and Leo Mur- 
ray secured possession of the Salix Mercantile 
Company building, on Tipton street, and opened a 
well equipped shop. The establishment did a 
thriving business at a time when garages and re- 
pair shops for automobiles were few and far be- 
tween. ; 

Senecal & Every, hardware dealers, who had 
been doing business for the past two years or 
more in asmall frame building on the north sice 
of Poplar street, in August,: 1913, decided they 
should have larger and more convenient quarters 
in which to house their business, and undertook 
the building of a new brick structure on. the cor- 
ner of Poplar and Tipton streets, which would ad- 
equately take care of .their present and future 
_need as far as store facilities were concerned. 

The new building was to be a full two-story, 
thirty by one hundred feet in size, without base- 
ment, and constructed of a hard building brick. 
The lower story was to be tised for store and ware- 
room, with one entrance at the northwest corner, 
and another about the center of the west side,-be- 
sides the usual back door to the ware house. 
| The upper floor was to be fitted up as an op- 
era house, with a large and convenient stage at 
the north end, and with removeable chairs, and a 
convenient kitchen, ticket office and coat room at 
the south end. The room is intended for use as a 
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show house, dance hall, banquet room, and any 
other kind of. amusement that might take place. 

.This building, when completed, promises to be 
one -of, the best and most substantial business 
structures in the town. The people of the village 
feel a certain amount of pride in the prospective 
improved appearance of this particular corner 
when the.new structure shall have been com- 
pleted and occupied. 

R. S. Malloy, in January, 1914, opened a new 
grocery store in the Galland building, which had 
formerly been occupied by R. E. Morris as a barber 
snop, and later by Mrs. Lottie Osborne as a res- 
taurant.. Mr. Malloy .is a lifelong resident of Sa- 
lix; a son of Mr. and Mrs, John Malloy, former res- 
idents of this vicinity. Mr. Malloy conducted an 
up-to-date. establishment, carrying a full line of 
such: goods as are usually found in a firstclass 
grocery store. . 

In the spring of 1914, Feo Murray and Clovis 
Jayron established a poultry farm and hatchery 
on the. Murray land, just north of the town limits. 
The. place was known as the Ever-Laying Egg 
Farm, and the business of the institution was the 
breeding and hatching of poultry on a commercial 
scale. Large incubators were installed, and for a 
time the boys did a thriving business. . . 

_In:the fall of 1912, when Woodrow Wilson was 
elected as president of the United States, the dem: 
ocrats of the country again came in for a share of 
the appointive offices throughout the country. 
Again there was some strife in seeking the ap- 
pointment, as postmaster for Salix. Walter R, 
Low,:a son of E. H. Low, the then officiating post- 
master, who, unlike his father, had trained under 
the democratic banner, received the appointment 
on September 30,1914. Mr. Low, jr.. was engaged 
in the implement business with his father, and 
consequently. there was no change in the location 
of the office, and likewise no radical change in the 
administration of the affairs of Uncle Sam. 

a ,Harly in 1915, the hardware store of J. Z. Dev- 
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in, on Poplar street, was destroyed by fire. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Devin was one of the 
heavy losers in a fire that swept over a portion of 
the business section of Salix in 1898. Immediately 
following that disaster, Mr. Devin had purchased 
the hardware store and business of P. W. South- 
worth & Son, which business he had successfuily 
conducted down to the present time.

BERTEL M. STODDARD 


Oe ERTEL M. STODDARD, now a resident of 
ph Sloan, was born at Minonk, Il., on January 

21, 1871. He graduated from the Illinois 

College at Jacksonville, Il]., in 1891. Later, 
he engaged in the grain business at Toluca, in that 
state, for seven years, moving to Sloan in 1901. Mr, 
Stoddard was married in 1897, to Miss Wilhelmina 
Simater. .They have one son, Bela M. Stoddard, 
of Monticello, Ill., and a daughter, Miss Jane M. ° 
Stoddard. Mr. Stoddard has been a member of 
the school board of the Independent School Dis- 
trict and of the Sloan Consolidated School District 
for a period of twenty-seven years, a member of 
the county board of drainage supervisors, drain- 
age trustee, chairman of the local board for Wood- 
bury county, county chairman for the local Y. M. 
C. A., and Red Cross drives, the United War Ser- 
vice fund, and the third and fourth Liberty Loan 
campaigns. Upon his arrival in Woodbury coun- 
ty in 1901, Mr. Stoddard invested heavily in land 
in Sloan, Grange, Liberty and Lakeport townships,, 
at one time owning several thousands of acres of 
land, and while he has disposed of some of his 
holdings, he is still a heavy holder of Woodbury 
county land. Several years ago, Mr. Stoddard had 
erected a beautiful brick residence on his farm ad-. 
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joining Sloan on the north, where he makes his 
home, and he, with his son as a partner, operates 
two of the three grain elevators in Sloan: He was 
elected in 1918 to fill the unexpired term of C. F. 
Lytle, State Senator from Woodbury county, who 
had resigned. Mr. Stoddard was re-elected in 1920 
for the full term, and again in 1924 and 1928. He 
has always been a republican. 


JOHN O’CONNOR 


John O’Connor, a native of Ireland, was born. 
in the year 1830, and arrived in Salix in 1869, set- 
tling on a farm in Grange township. Mr. O’Con- 
nor was married in 1869, Mrs. O’Connor having 
been born in County Kerry, Ireland, in November, 
1836, and coming ‘to America in 1857. Mr. O’Con- 
nor died at his home near Salix on September 8, 
1891, and Mrs. O’Connor died in a hospital in 
Council Bluffs on November 19, 1912. Two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. M. Harrington and Mrs. John Hilde- 
brand, and one son, Thos. O’Connor, live in 
Salix and vicinity, and another son, Michael O’Con- 
nor, lives in California. 


HENRY CAMPBELL 


Henry Campbell was born in Colchester, N. Y., 
on December 2, 1842. He came to Salix in 1879, 
and located on a farm in Section 14, in Liberty 
township, where he remained until. the spring of 
1905, when he moved into Luton and opened a gen- 
eral merchandise store. He was a little later ap- 
pointed as postmaster at Luton... During his resi- 
dence in Liberty township, he served for many 
years as township clerk. Mr. Campbell was mar- 
ried in 1866 to Miss Laura Louise Radeker, and 
they were the parents of four children, as follows: 
Samuel Campbell, of Dever, Wyo.; Walter D. Camp- 
bell, of Portland, Ore.; John I. Campbell, of Oro- 
phino, Idaho, and Mrs. Theo. Lamoureux, of Salix. 
Mr. Campbell died at his home in Luton on Octo- 
ber 11, 1911, and Mrs. Campbell also passed away 
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at her home in Luton on June 10, 1920. Mr. Camp- 
bell was for many years a member of Attica Ludge 
No. 502, A. F. & A. M., at Sloan. 


RORERT H. COUNTERMINE 


Robert H. Countermine was born. in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, on May 27, 1870. He came to Salix 
in 1898, arriving here: about March 1, and was em- 
ployed in a local drug store for some time. Later 
he established himself in the same line of busi- 
ness, where he continued for a number of years. 
He then went to Sioux City, where he became » 
identified with a manufacturing concern, under the 
name of The Robb-Ross Company. He retired 
from that company, and for some years he has 
been representing a life insurance company, while 
still maintaining his headquarters in Sioux City. 
Mr. Countermine was married on June 6, 1900, to 
Miss Elizabeth Nairn, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Nairn, and to them three children were born, 
Madeline Countermine, now Mrs. Don Wilkins, of 
Moville, and Douglas Countermine and Isabel 
Countermine, of Sioux City. Mrs. Countermine 
died at her home in Sioux City on March 8, 1919. 


J. E. EVELETH 


J. E. Eveleth, perhaps better known an “Ed” 
Eveleth, was born near Princeton, Mass., on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1850. He came to this vicinity in the 
early ’70s, making his home temporarily with his 
older brother, George Eveleth, and family. This 
was a sparsely settled section at that time, and 
for a young man to get a start in life, with no oth- 
er resources than his bare hands, was a real task, 
and a person was fortunate if he could make a liv- 
ing. Mr. Eveleth engaged in various kinds of la- 
bor as could be found, from steamboating to car- 
pentering, and. at one time was engaged with oth- 
ers in building houses on the Winnebago reserva- 
tion for the United States government, in its at- 
tempt to modernize or civilize the Indian, who, | 
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after trying out this new home, would discard the 
couk stoves and other utensils furnished them, 
use the houses as barns for their ponies, and go 
back to their original habitat, the tent or teepee. 
About 1875, Mr. Eveleth settled on a farm he pur- 
chased in Section 11, Lakeport township, which 
later became his permanent home.. In 1877, he 
was married to Miss Lena A. McDonald, also a 
resident with her parents in Lakeport township. 
Five sons and two daughters grew to maturity in 
this home. In the early ’80s, he acquired land, in 
partnership with a brother, William, in Sections 5 
and 6, Sloan township, Later he purchased his 
brother’s interest. This land gave almost unlimit- 
ed hay and grazing facilities, and farming opera- 
tions soon included cattle raising and feeding, and 
the place became known as the Eveleth ranch. Mr. 
Eveleth died at San Diego, Cal., in 1919, and Mrs. 
Eveleth passed away June 20,1920, at Lincoln, Neb. 


LEON ROBIN 


Leon Robin was born at Valcourt, Canada, on > 
March 11, 1853. He came to Salix in 1884, and has 
since that time been a resident of this vicinity, 
Upon his arrival here, Mr. Robin purchased a farm 
in Section 15, Lakeport township, where he made 
his home for some time. Later he sold this land- 
to Clement Allard, in 1890,and two years later pur- 
chased another farm in Section 31, Grange town- 
ship, which he still owns. Mr. Robin was married 
on September 22, 1875, to Miss Blanche David, . 
also of Canada,:‘and five children were born to 
them, only three of whom are living, as follows: 
Mrs. Herman Fortin, of Sioux City, and Mrs. Ovilla 
Gardepie and Mrs. N. F. Hubert, of Salix. Mr. 
Robin retired from farming several years ago, and 
he and his wife are residents of Salix. 


DR. CHARLES E, FREAR 


Dr. Charles E. Frear, a son of Dr. and Mrs. E. 
D. Frear, was born in Sloan, on January 16, 1889. 
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After completing his studies in the Sloan schools, 
he graduated from that institution in the spring 
of 1907, after which he completed his medical edu- 
cation at the University of South Dakota, and then. 
took a postgraduate course at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C. During the world war, 
Dr. Frear was one of the first to enlist from this 
section. He was first stationed at the M. O. T.C., 
at Fort Riley. He served as Junior officer for nine 
‘months with the Iowa Ambulance Company, and 
later was assistant to the sanitary inspector of the 
Twenty-fourth Division at Camp Cody. He spent 
seven and one-half months in France, in charge of 
the Seventy-sixth Sanitary Squad at Beau Desert © 
hospital center, near Bordeaux. Dr. Frear was 
married in France on June 11, 1919, to Miss Ger- 
maine Martin. Following the war, Dr. and Mrs. 
Frear returned to Sioux City, where they made 
their home for a time. In the fall of 1919, Dr. 
Frear and his wife came to Salix, where the doctor 
engaged in the practice of his profession. Later, 
they moved to Holly Springs, and after a short 
residence there they moved to Mt. Pleasant, where 
the doctor was in charge of the medical depart- 
- ment ot a state institution: In 1926, Dr. and Mrs. 
Frear moved to Orangeburg, N.Y., where they have 
resided up to the time of the death of Dr. Frear, 
which occurred at that place on ennery 4, 1932, 
following an attack of pneumonia. 


MARTIN EVERY 


Martin Every was born in London, England, 
January 19, 1867. He came to America in 1&86, 
coming first to Omaha, and four years later, in 1890, 
came to Sioux City, where he engaged in newspa- 
per work as reporter for the Live Stock Record. : 
Later, he was employed as bookkeeper for Pierce 
& Babcock, a live stock commission firm in the 
Sioux City Live Stock Exchange Building. In 
June, 1911, he came to Salix and engaged in the 
hardware and lumber business in partnership with 
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Eugene Senecal, under the firm name of Senecal & 
Every. In the summer of 1913, the firm of Senecal 
& Every erected a new brick building on the cor- 
ner of Poplar and Tipton streets for use as their 
place of business. Mr. Every also erected a fine 


_residence in Currier’s addition, in the west part of 


town. While in Sioux City, Mr. Every was united 
in marriage to Miss Mary Griffin, and they are the 
parents of four children. In 1928, Mr. Every dis- 
posed of his interests in Salix, and he and his fam- 
ily moved to California, where they are at present 
making their home, 


JOHN MALLOY 


John Malloy was born in County Wicklow, Ire- 
land, on March 10, 1837. He came to this country 
when a young man, coming direct to Sioux City. 
He came to Salix and was employed as section 
foreman on the Sioux City and Pacific railroad, 
when the section house was located about two and 
one-half miles north of the present townsite. Lat- 
er, Mr. Malloy purchased a farm in Section 35, Lib- 
erty township, just across the railroad and adjoin- 


‘ing the town of Salix on the southeast. Mr. Mal- 


loy was married in Sioux City in 1867, to Miss 
Kate Gibbons, also of County Wicklow, Ireland, 
and to them were born eight children, only three 
of whom survive. Both Mr. and Mrs. Malloy, and 
a daughter, Bessie, aged nineteen years, and two 
sons, Thomas and Harry, aged eighteen and six- 
teen years respectively, lost their lives in a cy- 
clone which swept over this territory on the after- 
noon of Sunday, June 11, 1899, and which totally 
demolished the family residence. Another son, 
Fred Malloy, died at his home in Salix, a.few years 
ago.

ALANSON SOUTHWORTH 
Alanson Southworth, a son of Mr. and Mrs. P. 
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W. Southworth, was born in Massachusetts in 
1853. He came to Sergeant Bluff with his parents 
in 1871, and some time later moved onto a farm in 
Liberty township. He moved to Salix in the early 
80s, and operated a store for some time. On May 
15, 1883, he received his commission as postmaster 
for Salix, an office he held only a few months, and 
he was succeeded on December 13, 1883, by his 
father. In 1889 he moved with his family to Tor- 
rington, Wyo., where he resided up to the time of 
his death, which occurred on November 30, 1926. 


BRITTON GALLAND. 


Britton Galland was born near Ottumwa, Iowa, 
on July 25, 1865. He is a direct descendant of Dr. 
Galland, who contributed land, built a school and 
taught the first school in Galland, Lee county, in 
the southeast corner of the state of Iowa. Asa 
~ young man, he moved with his parents to Salix in 
1885. In 1886, Mr. Galland was married to Miss

Burdick, pioneer residents of the neighborhood. 
Mr. and Mrs. Galland are the parents of eleven 
children, two of whom, Hugh and Ernest, lost their 
lives in the world war.

Later he moved to Iowa and located 
neer Des Moines, and about 1872 he moved to 
O’Brien county, where he engaged in farming. In

ship, later known as Houver’s .sland.. About two 
years later he purchased and 1' oved onto a farm 
in Section 15, in the same. township, now known 
as the Wheeler land. Mr. Flanders was married 
about the year 1840, while still a resident of Ohio, 
to Miss Rachel Gustine, and to them were born 
nine children, only three of whom survive, W. S. 
Flanders, of Sioux City; Mrs. Jennie Gray, of Red- 
lands, Calif., and Mrs. Martha Wheeler, of Salix.

XXXV—-Waterworks Election, July 8,1915,$10,000 


Bonds Voted, Extend Town Limits, Electric Service 


8, 1915, to decide the question of issuing 
bonds in the sum of $10,000.00, for the pur- 
pose of installing a system of waterworks 
in the town. The election resulted favorable to 
the proposition, and the bonds were ordered is- 
sued and offered for sale. Geo. M. Bechtel & Co.,, 
of Davenport, Iowa, bond dealers, were the suc- 
cessful bidders, and the bonds were sold to them. 
The bonds as issued were’ dated September 1, 
1915, and were payable at the rate of $500.00 per 
annum for a period of eleven years, and then 
$1,000.00 per annum for a period of four years, and 
the remaining $500.00 payable on the first day of 
May, 1933. The bonds were to bear interest at the 
rate of five and one-half per cent. The company 
purchasing furnished the blank bonds, paid all at- 
torneys’ fees incurred, and paid par for the entire 
issue. | | | 
Following the sale of the bonds, a notice to 
bidders was inserted in the newspapers, and on 
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September 1, at a special meeting of the council. 
convened for that purpose, the various bids sub- 
mitted were carefully considered, with the result 
that a contract was awarded to the Des Moines 
Bridge and Iron Company, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
for the furnishing of the material and the installa- 
tion of the system of waterworks, for a net price 
of $8,600.00. Additional material furnished by the 
company amounted to $688.39. 

On October 5, 1915, a resolution was offered 
by the council of Salix, as follows: “The council, 
having under consideration the question of the ex: _ 
tension of the town limits of Salix, as prayed for 
in the petition of Abigail McDonnell, F. J. Jauron, 
A. J. Granger, M. M. Murray and A. R. Fortin, and 
outlined and designated as outlots Nos. 12, 13, 14, 
15 and 16, on the plat of the town showing said 
proposed extension, it is hereby resolved that the 
petition of the said Abigail McDonnell, F. J. Jau- 
ron, A. J. Granger, M. M. Murray and A. R. Fortin 
is hereby granted, and that the limits of the town 
of Salix be and they are hereby extended so as to 
include the said lots and tracts of land as prayed 
for in said petition, and outlined and designated 
on the plat hereto attached as outlots Nos. 12, 13 
14, 15 and 16, respectively.” 

On October 19, 1915, a petition from the Sloan 
Service Company, of Sloan, was read at a meeting 
of the council, and the following resolution was 
adopted: Be it resolved, by the Town Council of 
the Town of Salix, Iowa, that a special election be 
held at the town hall in Salix, on November 16, 
1915, at which will be submitted the question, 
‘Shall a franchise be granted to the Slean Service 
Company to use the streets and alleys and high- 
ways in the town of Salix, for a period of twenty- 
five years, for the erection and operation of an 
electric lighting and power system.’” This resolu- 
tion was duly and favorably acted upon, and a 
franchise was granted to the company as prayed 
for. The electric service was started during the 
-winter, and the town permanently discarded the 
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antiquated gasoline lamps in favor of the more 
convenient and modern method of street illumina- 
tion. A number of residences and business houses 
were immediately wired, and electric lighting fa- 
cilities were installed, and the service became 
quite general. . 

On January 11, 1916, the town authorities ac- 
cepted the newly completed waterworks system, 
and the town treasurer was authorized to make 
payment for the same to the Des Moines Bridge & | 
Iron Co., reserving a certain sum until another 
and final inspection of the plant could be made. 

J. J. Hansen, who had arrived in Salix in Jan- 
uary, 1916, purchased of Mr. Allberg the general 
merchandise stock which was located in the south 
room of the Currier block. Mr. Hansen is an ex- 
perienced business man, and his coming to Salix 
is regarded as an important acquisition to the bus- 
iness ranks of the town. 

The Ever-Laying Egg Farm, established about 
two years ago by Leo Murray and Clovis Jauron, 
was acquired on May 1, 1916, by Louis M. Murray. 
This establishment, which had been started on a 
small scale, was at once enlarged to a considerable 
extent, a large incubator was added to the equip- 
ment, and the business of hatching and selling 
baby chicks was engaged in on an extensive scale. 

After an incumbency of.a little over two years, 
Walter R. Low decided to offer his resignation as 
postmaster at Salix, Mr. Low had received his 
appointment on September 30, 1914, and after sub- 
mitting his resignation, the postal authorities, on 
December 4, 1916, appointed Stephen Cleary to 
succeed Mr. Low. Mr. Cleary had but a short 
time before moved to Salix from his farm in Lake- 
port township, and had engaged in the implement 
business. The office was still retained in the Low 
building. 

In 1917, Napoleon J. Hubert, who had been 
living on a farm in Lakeport township, decided to 
retire from active farm work, and he and his fami- 
ly moved to Salix. Shortly after his’ arrival here, 
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Mr. Hubert made arrangements for the purchase 
of the implement business established a year or 
two previously by Stephen Cleary. 

In the summer of 1917, the Farmers Elevator 
Company building, together with its contents, was 
totally destroyed by fire. Immediately following 
the fire, and the adjustment by the insurance com- 
panies, arrangements were made for the building 
of a new and much better struture, which was 
completed in time to take care of the fall grain 
business. | 

J. B. Landry, aged sixty-five years, and Elzear 
J. Landry, his son, aged thirty-eight years, were 
instantly killed on Tuesday afternoon, October 9, 
1917, when the automobile in which they were rid- 
ing collided with a North Western passenger train 
about one and one-half miles north of Salix. The 
men had been looking after some matters on one of 
their farms and were returning home when the 
accident happened. Although a clear view of the 
railroad could be had for a mile or more in either 
direction, yet the men in the car failed to see the | 
oncoming train until too late to avoid the collision. 

R. E. Wilson, of Parker, S. D., on June 11, 1918, 
purchased the drug store and business of Dr. Jas. 
F. Taylor. Mr. Wilson took possession of the bus- 
iness at once, and moved his family here. 

In the summer of 1918, Rev. Jas. A. Griffin, 
who had been pastor of St. Joseph’s Catholic 
church since July, 1887, was selected by Bishop 
Garrigan, of Sioux City, as Vicar General of. the 
Sioux City Diocese, and appointed to the impor- 
tant parish of Fort Dodge. Rev. J. J. Ryan, who 
had been pastor of one.of the churches in Sioux 
_ City, was appointed to succeed Father Griffin in 
Salix, and arrived here on July 1, 1918. 

In 1918, another change was made in the Salix 
postmastership. Stephen Cleary, who had been 
acting as postmaster for a period of a little less 
than two years, decided that he would rather 
serve Uncle Sam as a rural mail carrier, and ac- 
cordingly sent in his resignation. On August 2, 
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1918, Miss Wilda Brouillette, a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jos. Brouillette, received the appoint- 
ment, and she at once took over the duties of the 
office. 

Dr. Chas. E. Frear, a son of Dr. E. D. Frear, a 
former physician of Salix, who had completed a 
course in medicine, decided, in 1919, to locate in 
Salix. Accordingly, in October of that year, the 
doctor arrived here and opened an office for the 
practice of his profession. Dr. Frear was a veter- 
an of the world war, who had spent some time in 
France, where he was happily married to a young 
- French woman, and they came to this place with 
the intention of mxking Salix their permanent 
home. 

Joseph Duhaime, who had at one time been a 
resident of Salix, but who had been living at Elk 
- Point, S. D., came back to Salix in December, 1919, 
and concluded a deal for the purchase of the city 
meat market. Mr. Duhaime is an experienced 
meat cutter, and his return assures firstclass ser- 
vice for the patrons of this market. 

In 1920, Miss Wilda Brouillette, then postmis- 
tress here, tendered her resignation to the post- 
office department, which was accepted, and Miss 
Ruth E. Corr was appointed as her successor, tak- 
ing over the office on March 16, 1920. 

At a meeting of the school board of the Con- 
solidated District of Salix, held December 20, 1919, 
were taken the first steps looking to the securing 
of a sufficient acreage for a new school site. The 
location favored was on land owned by M. Har- 
rington, just south of Salix. On March 15,°1920, it 
was reported to the board that Mr. Harrington 
was not willing to dispose of the parcel of land in 
question. In consequence, the board adopted a 
resolution to the effect that application be made 
to the county superintendent of schools to have a 
board of appraisers appointed to procure title to 
said real estate for school purposes, as provided 
by law. 

At a subsequent meeting of the board, held on 
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April 7, 1920, the president and secretary were au- 
thorized to enter into a contract with M. Harring- 
ton for the purchase of eight acres of land, just 
south of town, for.use’as a school site. The con. 
tract provided for a purchase price of $5,600.00, 
with an immediate payment of $500.00, and the 
balance of $5,100.00. payable on May 1, 1920, upon 
receipt of deed and abstract. 


XXXVI—-Protestant Church Organized In Salix In 
1879, Try New Plan In 1919, to Unite In a Way 


» HE Methodist church society, of Salix, organ- 
I) ized and built their first house of worship 
about the year 1879. This building was lo- 
cated on the corner of Poplar and Tipton 
streets, and while not of a pretentious size, and a 
_ plain model of architecture, yet it adequately serv- 
ed the needs of the congregation for a’ number of 
years. For some time the pulpit of this church 
was filled by a minister from Sergeant Bluff. This ~ 
condition existed for a year or two, when the con- 
gregation became sufficiently large to support a 
resident pastor, and, as near as can be recalled, 
the first man to be regularly appointed to this: 
charge was a Rev. Mr. Glasgow. | 

After the big fire of October, 12, 1892, in which 
the church building was destroyed, the Protestant 
people of the cornmunity secured lots one block 
west of the former site, on the corner of Poplar 
‘and Travis streets, and a new and more suitable 
building was at once erected. A commedious par- 
sonage was also built upon this site, and these 
' buildings have served the congregation and pastor 
down to the present time. 

While the first Protestant church of the com- 
munity was organized as of the Methodist Episco- 
pal denomination, alter a time the idea of estab- 
lishing a closer unity between the different de- 
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nominations of the Protestant people became a 
matter of concern to the members. With this 
problem in mind, the Protestant Community 
Church was planned, in January, 1919, and a con- 
stitution evolved, after months of study by liberal 
minded and thoughtful persons. One of the pro- 
visions was that Protestant persons of the com- 
munity, eighteen years of age or over, are eligible 
to membership. The preamble of the constitution 
reads as follows: — 

“We, the Protestant members of the commun- 
ity of Salix, representing various denominations 
and creeds of belief, believing that it is possible 
and altogether desirable for any community in 
which the existirng-church or churches has or have 
ceased to function in an effective manner, to cast 
aside all minor differences, and unite in a definite 
Christian program for the entire community, with- 
out the local church or churches losing denomina- 
tional identity, or seeking in any way to build up 
sentiment in favor of any local. church, being con- 
fident that such a unification of the Christian 
forces of this community is feasible and practical 
in order to minister to the social, educational and 
religious life of all in an effective way, do ordain 
and establish this constitution for the Protestant 
Community of Salix,. endeavoring to co-operate 
fully with the local Methodist Episcopal church, 
and asking God’s blessing to rest upon us in this 
effort to do His work in an efficient and business 
like way.” 

Officers in the new church are to be elective. 
They include a chairman, recording secretary ard 
financial secretary, and treasurer. An executive 
committee will be composed of eleven members, 
a majority of whom must be members or affiliated 
members of the local church, elected by the coun-: 
cil at the time or organization. The pastor will be 
an advisory member. Many auxilliaries and com- 
mittees are provided for in the constitution. A 
Sunday School and Ladies’ Aid Society will be im- 
portant features. 
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The constitution states, “The policy of the 
council or executive committee is not to promote 
_ the interests in any particular denomination, but 
rather to promote the religious life of every indi- 
vidual in the community, regardless of creed or 
denomination; therefore, an affiliated membership 
shall be provided for those not desiring member- 
ship in the local church, the only requirement be- 
ing a belief in God and a conscientious endeavor 
to live the Christian life.” _ 

Promoters of the new church plan maintain 
that the old denominational plan has failed, and 
ask why such a co-operation between a denomina- 
tional church and Protestants of other faiths may 
not succeed “without the local church or churches 
losing denominational identity.” 

“A church within achurch,” is the wayin which 
a worker for the new church describes the Salix 
plan. The Methodist church at Salix continues its 
organization and roll of membership. It holds 
title to its property. As long as such arrange- 
ments prove satisfactory the Methodist conference 
will furnish the minister who will serve the com- 
munity church. Determination of church policies 
and the financing of the movement belongs to the 
new organization, the community church. 

Jesus has been called “the world’s greatest 
democrat.” He said, “I call you no longer ser- 
vants. I call you friends.” These quotations are 
pointed out by those who believe in the Salix plan 
and who assert the democratic management of 
Salix affairs is assured by the fact that every 
adult member of the one Lundred and twenty-five 
families included in the membership of the coun- 
cil of the community church may vote on equal 
terms in deciding church policies, and elect, direct- 
ly, the officers of the organization and members of. 
the executive committee. 

- .The constitution provides that the executive 
committee of the community church shall execute 
the desires of the council, allow all bills, make an 
annual survey of the community, fix the financial 
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budget, appoint chairmen of all standing commit- 
tees, and appoint any special committees it may 
deem necessary. It is pointed out that if all sec- 
tarianism is to be eliminated, it seems necessary 
to do it without discouraging adherance to definite 
religious belief. The provision for an affiliated 
membership provides for definite relationship be- 
tween those who differ widely in creed, yet who 
wish to worship the same God in the same church 
and serve Him in the same organization in a man- 
ner agreeable to all. 

Men who have avoided the church for years 
are showing extraordinary interest in the Salix 
movement, it is said. It is claimed that indepen- 
dent churches have failed because they have not 
been linked with the world in an organized way. 


XXXVII —Liberty and Lakeport Townships in the. 
World Conflict, Lives Sacrificed, Loan Drives, Etc. 


of a chapter of this book to tell much of the 

history of the great World War, which be- 

gan on April 6, 1917, when President Wood- 
row Wilson declared the severance of the peace- 
ful relations between the United States and Ger- 
many, and ordered the mobilization of an army to 
carry on the work “over there” of saving the world 
from the clutches of the enemy. 

Following the declaration of war, the entire 
resources of the country were offered to the nation 
to make possible the successful carrying on of the 
conflict. Not only was the material wealth of the 
nation offered up, but thousands cf men volunteer- 
ed for service, on the battlefield, and in the great. 
industrial activities, the ship yards, the manufac- 
turing plants, and ammunition plants; and various 
other industries were turned over to the govern- 
ment, for use in the work carrying on the great 
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nc an tema kamen eth in tintin entero etintnssen ab tmedtaemg ier 
‘undertaking. In every branch of industry, in ev- 
-ery field of labor, there was that united co-opera- 
tion so characteristic of a liberty-loving people. 

The men enlisting for actual service in the 
war, or who contributed of their wealth and other 
resources, were not the only ones who did their 
mite. There were the great organizations, the Y. 
M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the Knights of Colum- 
bus, the Salvation Army, and the Red Cross socie- 
ty, all doing what they could for the the caring 
and entertaining of the thousands of enlisted men 
in the different camps, as well as those overseas; 
and also the thousands of nurses who enlisted for 
duty, in the many hospitals, at home and abroad. 
Also, the physicians and surgeons, and the num- 
ber of chaplains, who went in as enlisted men, and 
looked after tthe bodily and spiritual needs of 
their comrades. Altogether, a great body of work- 
ers, giving of their time and energy, with their up- 
permost thought the safety and welfare of all the 
various units of the great organization, and the 
preservation of our ideals of democracy. 

Liberty and Lakeport townships were not to 
be found lacking in patriotism, when the need for 
action and sacrifice became known. A number of 
the best young of the community, not waiting for 
the conscriptive draft, voluntarily offered their. 
services to their country, and were accepted and 
sent to the various camps for training, and 
later assigned to duty, either overseas or in some 
of the many training camps in this country. The 
work at home, such as loan drives, etc., was car- 
ried on by men who freely gave of their time and 
effort, without hope of reward other than a knowl- 
edge of having done their duty. | 

The conscription or drafting of men for milita- 
ry service was commenced in June, 1917. All men 
of draft age were listed, and held ready to answer 
the call for examination before the local county 
board, where they were either recommended for 
duty, or, for sufficient reasons; excused. 

The drawing of numbers under the selective 
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draft for the conscription of men for the regular 
army was commenced at 10 o’clock, Friday morn- 
ing, June 19, 1917,.at Washington. To accomplish 
the result, 10,500 numbers were drawn, one at a 
time, from a glass bowl, by a blind-folded person. 
The first number drawn would become number 
one on every draft board in the country, provided 
the number drawn was below the tre registra- 
tion of any particular board. 

Asa result of the drawing, every eatohaton 
man was given a definite place in the “liability for 
service” list. 

Registrants received no official word of their 
order of liability until the local board summoned 
them for examination, after official records of the 
drawing had been transmitted to them by mail. 
The sessions of the Woodbury county board were 
held at Sergeant Bluff, where all registrants from 
the county, outside of Sioux City, were required to 
appear. The county board was composed of B. 
M. Stoddard, of Sloan; Dr. R. M. Conmey, of Ser- 
geant Bluff, and C. H. Babcock, of Moville.

| GEORGE N. GIBBS 
EFORGE N. GIBBS was born in Wayland, N. 
( Y., March 28, 1859. He came to Independ- 
ence, Iowa, on May 9, 1869, where he re- 
mained until June, 1873, when he came to 
Sioux City. He remained in Sioux City for some 
time, and in 1875 engaged in teaching in different 
places through the county, including Oto, Salix- 
Nairn’s Mill, and other points. In 1880, he engag- 
ed in the mercantile business in Salix, having 
formed a partnership with A. T. Bigelow, and the 
firm of Bigelow & Gibbs purchasing the store and 
building of Eugene Harrington. The firm also en- 
gaged to some extent in the buying and feeding of 
cattle. A little later, Mr. Bigelow sold his interest 
in the store to W. G. Moon, and the firm continued 
as Gibbs & Moon. Mr. Gibbs purchased a home 
in Salix, where he resided, and also acquired a 
farm in Section 26, Liberty township, a mile north 
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of Salix. In December, 1883, Messrs. Gibbs & Moon 
suffered the loss of their store and contents by 
fire. A new building was erected on the site of 
the one destroyed, but in the meantime the firm 
decided not to re-engage in the mercantile busi- 
ness, and Mr, Gibbs moved to his farm, north of 
town. In 1895, Mr. Gibbs and family moved to 
Springfield, Mo., where he engaged in the con- 
tracting and building line. A few years ago, Mr. 
Gibbs returned to Sioux City, and he now makes 
that place his home. Mr. Gibbs was married on 
March 28, 1882, to Miss Rose L. Bigelow, and to 
them were born four children, as follows: George 
B. Gibbs, Edwin C. Gibbs, Lucien C. Gibbs, and 
Fannie Gibbs, now Mrs. McDowell, all born in Sa- 
lix, and all at present living in Sioux City. Mrs. 
Gibbs died in Sioux City on November 9, 1918. 
Mr. Gibbs received his education at Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, and while a resident of Salix he was interest- 
ed in the editing and publishing of The Salix In- 
dex for a few years. At the time of his residence 
here he was joined by his mother, Mrs. Minnie 
Gibbs, and his sister, Mrs. C. W. Petty, the latter 
dying here on January 26, 1882. Since leaving Sa- 
lix, Mr. Gibbs made his home in Missouri, and re- 
turned to Sioux City in July, 1928. 


EDWARD C. DUHAIME 


Edward C. Duhaime was born June 8, 1872, at 
Woonsocket Falls, R. I. Later he moved with his 
parents to Canada. The family came west in 1876, 
and settled on a farm near Elk Point, S.D. Mr. 
Duhaime came to Salix in 1887, and engaged in 
the meat business with his father. Later he en- 
tered the employ of Huntley & Ingerson as clerk 
in a general merchandise store. In 1896, he enter- 
ed into a partnership with his brother, N. I. Du- 
haime, in the mercantile business. In 1908, he 
sold his interest in the store back to his partner, 
and moved onto afarm he owned near Elk Point. In 
1917, having disposed of his South Dakota land, 
he purchased and moved onto a farm near O’Neill, 
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Neb., where he remained for two years, then re- 
turned to Iowa and settled on a farm north of 
Sioux City, near Stone Park, and remained there 
one year. He then moved to Sioux City, and pur- 
chased a residence at 1515 Villa Ave., where he 
now resides. Mr. Duhaime was married April 24, 
1900, to Miss Mina Choquette, of Salix, and they 
were the parents of five children, three of whom 
are still living, Albert, Raymond and Leo Duhaime, 
of Sioux City. ee 


LOUIS BEAUBIEN 


Louis Beaubien was born in Dubuque, Iowa, 
December 8, 1859. He came west in 1869; with his 
parents, settling first at Jefferson, S. D. In 1881, 
he came to Sioux City, and two. years later he 
came to Salix, where he engaged in farming. Lat- 
er he purchased a farm near Bronson, where he 
resided for a time, but returned to Salix several 
years. ago, and has since made his home here. Mr. 
Beaubien was married‘on April. 27, 1889, to Miss 
Bridget Kelly, and they were the parents of four 
children, only two of whom are living. Mrs. Mau- 
rice Mulvihill, a daughter, lives in this vicinity. 


MOISE HAINDFIELD 


Moise Haindfield was born in Contre Coeur, 
Canada, in March, 1847. He came to South Dako- 
ta when a young man and entered the employ of 
the government, with Theophile Brughier as his 
“boss.” In 1877 he came to Salix and settled on a 
farm, south of Salix, belonging to Michael Har- 
rington. Later he purchased two hundred acres 
of land in Section 26, Liberty township, which he 
still owns, aad where he lived for a number of 
years. Mr. Haindfield was married in 1879 to Miss 
Malvina Hubert, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Clem- 
ent Hubert, of Vercheres, Canada. Mr. and Mrs. 
Haiadfield are the parents of six children, three 
_ of whom are living, as follows: Euclid and Joseph 
Haindfield and Mrs. Philip Trudeau, all of Salix. 
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Two children died in their infancy, and the third 
one, Wilfred Haindfield, a married man, died a few 
months ago, Mr. and Mrs. Haindfield retired from _ 
the farm in 1915, and moved to Salix, where they 
are now living. 


FRANK P. MOREHOUSE 


Frank P. Morehouse was born in Trumbull 
county, Ohio, on November 27, 1863. He came to 
Sloan in 1871, where he engaged in farming and 
stock raising. In 1882, in company with G. D. Mon- 
tross, also of Sloan, he came to Salix and estab- 
lished a drug and hardware business, opening a 
store in a building that belonged to P. W. South- 
worth. This firm remained in business but a short 
time, however, and in a little;‘less than a year the 
store was disposed of. Mr. Morehouse returned 
to Sloan and again engaged in farming. In 1890, 
Mr. Morehouse was united in marriage to Miss 
Dora Nelson, of Smithland, and they were the par- 
ents of three children, Lawrence Morehouse, of 
Pittsburg, Pa.; Mrs. Floye Goodwall, of Los Ar- 
geles, Calif., and Lester Morehouse, of Sloan. Al- 
though engaged in farming in‘|the vicinity, Mr. 
Morehouse has always maintained his residence 
in Sloan. 


WALTER R. LOW 


Walter R. Low was born in Salix on June 29, 
1862. After completing his studies in the Salix 
schools, he became an assistant to his father in 
his implement business. He moved to Bronson in 
October, 1913, and engaged in the implement busi. 
ness, He returned to Salix in 1914, and engaged 
in business in partnership with his father, E. H. 
Low. On September 30, 1914, he received the ap- 
pointment of postmaster for Salix, and held that 
office until Dezember 4, 1916. He continued in 
business in Salix until 1925, when he went to Sloan. 
where he entered into a partnership with W. E. 
Dunn, a:.d purchased tie Pru.t ,aiage.. In the 
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spring of 1930, Mr. Low severed his connection 
with the Dunn & Low garage, and engaged in the 
farm implement business as representative for the 
International Harvester Company, in which busi- 
ness he is still interested. Mr. Low was married 
on October 14, 1914, to Miss Eva Hildebrand, of 
Salix, and they are the parents of five children, 
Edwin, Mary, John, Raymond and Donald Low. 


R. E. WILSON 


R. E. Wilson was born in Evanston, Ill, in~ 
1887. He moved to Racine, Wis., and later moved 
to Parker, S. D., on August 16, 1906. Mr. Wilson 
was educated in the high school at Racine, where 
he graduated in 1906. Hethen entered Northwest- 
ern University, and graduated from there in 1909. 
He came to Salix on June 11, 19)8, and purchased 
the drug store and business of Dr. Jas. F. Taylor, 
which he still owns. Mr. Wilson was married in 
1915, to Miss Eunice McBride, of Logan, Iowa, and 
they are the parents of two children. 


GEORGE D. HANSEN’ 


George D. Hansen was born in Sioux City on 
March 30, 1898. He moved to Salix in January, 
1916. Later he went to West Virginia, Pennsylva- 
nia and Florida, where he was engaged in construc- 
tion work. In the tall of 1928, he opened a service 
station in Salix, in which business he is still en- 
gaged. Mr. Hansen was educated in Sioux 'City, 
graduating trom the high school in 1916. Later he 
attended Iowa State College at Ames, from which 
he graduated in 1922, receiving a B. S. degree in 
Mechanical Engineering. Mr. Hansen was mar- 
ried in June, 1923, to Miss Julia Menard, of Salix, 
and they have one child, a daughter. 


CHARLES POPE 


Charles Pope was born in Mattoon, II1., in 1867. 
He moved to the state of Missouri in 1871, then to 
Fremont county, Iowa, where he engaged in farm- 
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ing for a time, and came to Lakeport township in 
1883, where he remained for some years. Later he 
went to Sloan, where he was engaged for some 
time in the meat business. In 1923, he moved to 
Tulsa, Okla., where he is at present making his 
home. Mr. Pope was married in 1888 to Mrs. Mat- 
tie Boyles-Boyd, of Lakeport township. Mrs. Pope 
died a number of years ago. 


EDMUND LONGVAL 


Edmund Longval was born in St. Camille, 
Province of Quebec, Canada, on February 22, 1861. 
He came to Woodbury county in 1895, and was em- 
ployed on the farms of M. V. Lee, O. L. Linscott 
and Jos. Miquelon, in Sloan township. Later, he 
and his son rented a farm, south of Sloan, where 
he resided for some years. Still later, he, with 
his son, moved to the S. K. Gallaher farm, in Lake- 
port township, where they are now residing. Mr. 
Longval was married on January 29, 1883, to Miss 
Linnina Dion, of Ham, P. Q., Canada. Mrs. Long- 
val died at St. Camille, in Canada, on August 1, 
1888. Mr. and Mrs. Longval were the parents of 
three children, two of whom survive, Ulric Long 
val, of Sloan, and Mrs. Albertine Chasland, of Dan- 
ville, Canada. 


LARS PEDER NYSTROM 


Lars Peder Nystrom was born in Sweden, on 
February 24, 1844. He came direct to Salix when 
he emigrated to this country, arriving here in July, 
1883. Mr. Nystrom was employed on farms in the 
neighborhood only a short time when he fell ill 
and died. He was married akout 1870 to Miss 
Christina Holm, also a native of Sweden, and they 
were the parents of seven children, as. follows: 
Mrs. Emma Halbath, of Mapleton, Iowa; Mrs. An- | 
nie Andrews, of Wells, Neb.; Oscar Nystrom, of © 
Sioux City; Adolph Nystrom, of Kearney, Neb.; 
Mrs. Josie Peterson, of Sioux City; Eric Nystrom, 
of Salix; Mrs. Freda Peterson, of Beloit, Wis. The 
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last named daughter was born in mid-ocean, on the 
voyage here, and she was named “Freda Atlantic,” 
in remembrance of the occasion. 


NATHAN E, EDWARDS 


Nathan E. Edwards was born in Battle Creek, 
Iowa, on April 7, 1872. He came to Salix in 1905, 
and engaged in farming, which vocation he follow- 
ed for several years. Later he moved to Sioux 
City, where he was employed for about five years 
as caretaker at a detention hospital. He then. 
moved to South Cecelia street, in the outskirts of 
Sioux City, where‘he is doing farming on a small] - 
scale. Mr. Edwards was married on September 
23, 1907, to Mrs. Mary Byerly. 


WILLIAM L. BELFRAGE 


William L. Belfrage was born in Iowa City, on 
September 27, 1870, a son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
B. Belfrage. He came to Woodbury county with 
his parents in 1876, and during all the intervening 
years he has made his home on the farm in Sec- 
tions 17 and 18, in Liberty. township, owned first 
by his father, and now by himself. Mr. Belfrage 
was married on March 6, 1901, to Miss Minnie 
Woodford, of Sergeant Bluff, and they are the par- 
ents of six children, three boys and three girls. 


FRED C. COLBY 


Fred C. Colby was born in Liberty township, 
on November 10, 1878, and has lived in this vicin- 
ity practically all his life. During his boyhood he 
attended the Sergeant Bluff schools, graduating 
from there in 1894. He-also attended college for 
a time at Valparaiso, Ind.. Later he purchased a 
farm in Section 7, in Liberty township, where he 
now resides. In 1929, Mr. Colby was appointed as 
county supervisor from the Fifth District, to fill 
out the unexpired term of L. P. Klopping, deceas- — 
ed, which position he filled with honor.to himself — 
and credit to the district, until January 1, 1931. 
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Mr. Colby was married April ae 1903, to Miss Ma- 
bel Martin, of Onawa, are they are the parents of 
five children. 


LOUIS TREMBLAY 


Louis Tremblay was born in Beloeil, Canada, 
in 1839. He came west in 1876, locating at Salix, 
and for several years he was engaged in farming. 
Mr. Tremblay was married in 1869, to Miss Appol- 
ine Lamoureux, at Contre Coeur, Canada. Mr. 
Tremblay died at his home here in 1889, and Mrs. 
Tremblay died in 1904. They were the parents of 
five children, three of whom are living, Philip 
Tremblay, of Woonsocket, S. D.; Mrs. Marie Water- 
man, of Freeport Ill., and Clement Tremblay, of 
Sioux City. The deceased children are, Mina, who 


died in infancy, and Louis, jr., who died at Salix at 


the age of eighteen years. 


JAMES MULVIHILL 


James Mulvihill was born in May, 1850, at 
Ozark, Iowa. He moved to Clay county, Dakota, 
in 1871, where a took a homestead. The next year 
he came to Liberty township and purchased a farm 
in Section 15, where he made his home. He was 
married first to Miss Elizabeth Irwin, of Sioux 
City, who died in 1888. In 1895, he was married to 
Miss Ella Judge. Mr. Mulvihill died at his home 
near Salix, on December 24, 1902. Mrs. Mulvihill 
now makes her home in Omaha. One daughter, 
Mrs. Thos. Harrington, lives near Elk Point, S. D.’ 


DOUGLAS W. WRIGHT 


Douglas W. Wright was born in Melbourne, 
Australia, in 1860. He came to lowa in 1884, com- 
ing direct to Salix, and engaged in farming. The 
next year he purchased a farm in Section 6, Sloan 
township, where he has since made his home. Mr. 
‘Wright was educated at St. Andrews, Scotland. 
He. was married on April 16, 1891, to Miss Mary 
Mathers, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William T. 
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Mathers, and they are the parents of four child- 
ren, Robert Wright, Mrs. Clarence L. Brown, Miss 
Janet Wright and Alwyne Wright. Mr. Wright 
also has one brother who lives in Vancouver 
Island, and a sister who resides in California. 


EDWARD D. CORR 


Edward D. Corr, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Fran- 
cis. M. Corr, was born in Clark county, Iowa, in 
1876. He first came to Sloan with his parents, and 
a little later the family moved to Salix, arriving 
here in 1882. During his youth he attended the 
common school of the village, and later took a 
course of study in pharmacy in the pharmacueti- 
cal department of Northwestern University of 
Evanston. For some years he was employed as 
clerk in the Montross drug store at Sloan, and 
later purchased a drug store at Onawa, where he 
resided for a number of years. Mr. Corr was mar- 
ried on August 18, 1908, to Miss Carrie Hunting, a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. F. O. Hunting, of Sloan.

CLARENCE L. RROWN- 3 
Clarence L. Brown, a son of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
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E. Brown, was born at Pine Ridge, S. D., on Octo- 
ber 10, 1893, He moved to Sergeant Bluff with his 
parents in 1895, and two years later the family 
moved to a farm in Section 29, Liberty township, 
where he has continued to make his home. He 
attended the Salix schools, and was a graduate of 
the high srhool, class of 1914, and he also attended 
Iowa State College at Ames until 1918. Mr. Brown 
was married on August 9, 1922, to Miss Mamie_ 
Wright, of Sloan township, and they are the par- 
ents of two daughters, Margaret and Margery 
Brown. 
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XXXIX—-“G. ‘N. 5.” " Post American Legion, Death 


~y OON after the close of the World War, ‘Salix: 
S like many of the neighboring towns, pro- 
ceeded in the organization of a local Post of 
the American Legion of World War Veter- 
ans. The “G.-N.-S.” Post; so named after three Sa- 
lix boys, Ernest Galland, George Nelson and John . 
Stecklenberg, who gave up their lives in defense 
of their country, was organized with a very‘repre- 
sentative list of members. The organization was 
perfected on Saturday evening, April 24, 1920, with 
the following officers in command: Dr. Chas. E. 
Frear, Post Commander; Clarence Brown, Post’ Ad- 
jutant; Robert Wright, Finance Officer. Meetings 
of the Post were held at regular intervals. 

In May, 1920, Zephyr Longtin, a young man 
who had come here from Illinois a few years be- 
fore, mysteriously disappeared from. his home. 
About three weeks after his disappearance, the 
body of Longtin was found lodged in a sandbar in 
the Missouri river, at a point five and’ one-half 
miles east of Homer, Neb. ‘ 

‘The finding of the body threw no light upon 
the death of the unfortunate man. It was not 
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thought he had met foul play. A post mortem ex- 
amination conducted by W. E. Allen, of Homer, 
Neb., showed that with the exception of a con- . 
gested condition of the left side of the skull, the 
body bore no marks of violence. This condition, 
it was said, might have resulted from the skull 
coming in contact with a hard obstacle as the 
bedy struck the water. 

The robbery theory was discounted, because 
of the fact that $7.75 and a watch were still in his 
pockets when the body was found. Friends of 
Longtin, who requested that a post mortem exam- 
ination be made, do not believe that he committed 
suicide. The fact that he was wealthy, had a com- 
plete farm equipment paid for, and that he had no 
troubles known to his friends, tended to compli- 
cate the facts surrounding his death. 

Longtin was last seen alive on a Sunday, 
three weeks before the finding of his body in the 
Missouri river. There he met a friend with whom 
he held a short conversation. He told the friend 
that he had already reserved a room at the How- © 
ard hotel for the night. An examination of the 
hotel register disclosed the fact that his name did 
not appear on the book for that day. Parcel check 
No. 220, Howard Hotel, was found in his pocket 
when the body was removed from the river. 

Longtin had gone to Sioux City on the day 
he was last seen with the intention of employing 
a man to work upon his farm. He purchased a 
round trip ticket, and had intended returning to 
Salix the following day. The name of the man 
whom he was to employ is not known. | 

Authorities believe that. the body entered 
the river at Sioux City. When found it was badly 
decomposed and indicated that it had been in the 
water about three weeks. Considerable difficulty 
was experienced in removing the body from the 
river. It had lodged on a bar in midstream, and 
it was necessary to procure a boat. and row to the 
sandbar, where the body ‘was then placed in the 

‘ skiff and brought to shore. 
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N. I. Duhaime, who has been engaged in the 
mercantile business in Salix for upwards of thirty 
years, disposed of his business in July, 1920, to M. 
Baron, of the Baron Department Store, of Sioux 
City. Mr. Duhaime expects to devote his time to 
looking after his other property interests, both 
here and near Elk Point, S. D. ‘es 

The first steps in the direction of a paved high- 
way between Salix and Sioux City, were taken in 
August, 1920, when the board of supervisors au- 
thorized the county auditor to make application 
to the Iowa State Highway Commission to add an- 
other fourteen miles of Woodbury county roads to 
the hard-surfacing program for 1921, or as soon as 
paving activities could be started. In September, 
a crew of workmen passed through Salix, marking 
the primary roads of the county with an orange 
band painted on telegraph and telephone poles for 
a background, and a stenciled outline map of the 
state of Iowa, encircling the words, “Primary 
Road,” This is generally regarded as one of the 
preliminary moves in the coming paving program, 
and is hailed with satisfaclion. 

At the fall election, in November, 1920, this 
vicinity again was represented with a member on 
the board of county supervisors, when H. E. 
Brown, a prominent farmer residing north of town, 
in Liberty township, was elected to that office. 
Mr. Brown, however, will not enter upon his du- 
ties until January, 1922, for the reason that mem- 
bers of the board are elected bi-ennially for terms 
of three years, and the term of John F. Lord, the 
present incumbent, does not expire until that time. 
Mr. Brown has been a resident of Liberty town- 
ship for abcut twenty-two years, having moved 
~ onto his farm from South Dakota in 1898. He has 
proven himself to be a man of considerable ability 
in matters pertaining to the welfare of the public 
at large, and his election ag a member of the 
board will undoubtedly prove to have been a wise 
move on the part of the voters of the district. 

. On December 21, 1920, the board of supervisors 
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of Woodbury county awarded a contract to C. F. 
Lytle, of Sioux City, for the building of a strip of 
pavement from Morningside toward Salix, for a 
distance of three and one-half miles, work to be 
started on the same on April 1, 1921. This is the 
first step toward the actual paving of the Sioux 
City-Omaha road, and the project is considered a 
long step in the direction of permanent oe 
in this part of the state. 

A. T. Bigelow, who had been Mying on the 
south side of Brown’s lake, in Liberty township, in 
the summer of 1921 made arrangements for the 
clearing of a. tract of land near his home and the 
erection of suitable buildings for a.summer resort. 
A number of, boats were put.on the lake, and the 
public generally was invited to patronize the place. 

Britton Galland, who had his home on the east 
bank of this lake, had some time before made some 
improvements along the lake shore, and was grad- 
ually developing a resort:of hisown. The lake had 
some years previous been made a state preserve, 
and large quantities of game fish had been planted 
in its waters, and Mr. Bigelow and Mr. Galland 
were anticipating the visits of lovers of fishing 
from the neighborhood, as well as from nearby 
cities and towns. 

Noel A. LeVasseur, who Hed remenie disposed 
of his billiard hall, decided to engage in the res- 
taurant and cafeteria business. In November, 
1921, he secured the Jauron building, on Tipton 
street, and opened “The French Inn.” The place 
was remodelled and fitted up in nice style, and 
grew to be quite popular with the hungry public. 

A large congregation attended the ordination 
services at the Cathedral of the Epiphany, in Sioux 
City, on Saturday morning, June 11, 1922, in which 
two candidates were elevated to the priesthood, 
and four candidates to the sub-deaconate. Those 
ordained as sub-deacons were George O’Brien, of 
Cherokee; Otto Detlinger, of Arcadia; John Mc- 
Guire, of Danbury, and Cleo Ives, of Boone. This 
ceremony was followed by the ordination of Rev. 
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Dennis Clark, of Salix, and Rev. Hugh O’Brien, of 
Riceville, as priests. The ceremonies, which be- 
gan at eight o’clock, and lasted an hour and a half, 
were conducted by Bishop Edmund Heelan, assist- 
ed by the priests of the cathedral. The relatives 
of the candidates attended the ordination. 

On Monday morning, June 138, Rev. Dennis L. 
Clark celebrated his first Solemn High Mass in St. 
Joseph’s church, in Salix, the services being at- 
tended by a congregation which taxed the capaci- 
ty of the large church. Those officiating were as 
follows: Celebrant, Rev. Dennis Clark; Arch-Priest, 
Rev. J. J. Ryan; Deacon of Mass, Rev. Hugh O’Bri- 
en; Sub-Deacon, Rev. Cleo Ives; First Master of 
Ceremonies, Rev. Geo. O’Brien; Second Master of 
Ceremonies, Rev. John McGuire; Third Master of 
Ceremonies, Rev. Alphonsus LaPorte; Censer Bear- 
er, Rev. Otto Dethlinger; Acolytes, John Mines 
and Charles Ernst; Torchbearerc, Paul Every and 
Lawrence Duchaine. Rt. Rev. Jas. A. Griffin, of 
Fort Dodge, a former pastor of St. Joseph’s 
church, delivered the sermon. Following the 
Mass, a bountiful dinner was served in the Sen- 
every Hall by the ladies of the parish. A program 
was rendered by the children of St. Joseph’s par- 
ochial school, in the hall, which was much appre- 
ciated. At the conclusion of the program, Rev. J. 
J. Ryan gave a short talk, to which Rev. Clark 
responded very eloquently. Rev. Father Clark 
was then presented with a substantial check. A 
large number of visiting priests were in attend- 
ance, including Rev. Thos. J. McCarty, Rev. Ed- 
ward Casey, Rt. Rev. Jas. A. Griffin, Rev. O’Leary, 
Rev. O’Maley, Rev. Louis Savage, Rev. Timothy 
Meagher, Rev. Schleier, Rev. Edward Smith, Rev. 
Costello, Rev. Jas. Murphy, Rev. A. E. Zimmer- 
man, Rev. Slattery. 

In June, 1992, Jos. McElphree, of Sergeant 
Bluff, who had for some time been employed by 
the Woodbury County Telephone Company as a 
lineman, severed his connection with that compa- 
ny, and came to Salix and purchased the billiard 
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parlor, which had for some time been operated by 
a man named MclIntyre. 

In August, 1922, Senecal & Byery: who had 
been conducting a hardware store in Salix, decid- 
ed to discontinue active merchandising, and sold 
‘their building and stock of hardware to a Mr. 
Betz, who placed Geo. D. Hansen in charge of the 
store, and continued the business for some time. 
.Senecal & Every retained the lumber business, 
which had been conducted in connection with the 
store. 

Frits Ovesen, who had been in possession of 
the Salix meat market for a number of years, dis- 
_ posed of his stock and business in September, 1922, 
to the Sanitary Grocery and Meat’ Company, of 
Sioux City.: The store was continued here with 
Fred Crosser in charge. 

In the summer of 1922, a private contract was 
awarded to C. F. Lytle for the construction of 
thirteen miles of paving, from Morningside to a 
- point about one-half mile north of Salix. The let- 
ting of this contract is a matter of much gratifica- 
tion to the people of Salix and. vicinity, who real- 
ize that this is the beginning of a good roads pro- 
gram that will be of great benefit to all, and is in 
reality the first stage of a permanent hard surfac- 
ed road between Sioux City and Omaha. 

On Sunday, June 5, 1922, Chas. L. Haller, fore- 
man at the Armour packing plant, and Jas. Cava- 
naugh, carpenter at the stock yards, in Sioux City, 
were drowned in Brown’s lake, west of Salix, when 
the boat from which they were fishing was upset. 
The body of Haller was recovered almost imme- 
diately, but the remains of Cavanaugh were not 
found until the following Wednesday morning, af: 
ter a continuous search. Haller was a married 
man, but Cavanaugh was a single man who lived 
at a hotel. 

The board of county supervisors, in December, 
1922, took steps toward the shortening of the road 
betwéen Salix and Sloan. The original: distance 
between the two towns was eleven and one-half 
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miles. Several curves and square corners are 
eliminated by running the road parallel with the 
railroad, through the Currier, Malloy, Fortin and 
Lord farms. This work is done im anticipation of 
the paving program which it is hoped will be 
started some time in the near future. 

 Jaines Clark, for many years one of the pros- 
perous farmers in the Sloan neighborhood, decid- 
ed to retire from active farm work, and in 1922, he 
came to Salix and purchased a fine residence in 
the west part of town, into which he at once mov- 
ed with his family. 

Miss Ruth E. Corr, who had been serving Sa- 
lix as postmistress for about two years, was mar- 
ried in 1923, to Lewis Larson. It happened that 
Mr. Larson was also employed by Uncle Sam in 
the capacity of rural mail carrier, and the rules of 
the postoffice department provide that husband 
and wife may not each hold a position in the post- 
office at the same time. Accordingly, Miss Corr, 
or Mrs. Larson, sent in her resignation, to become 
effective at once. Miss Lucile Brouillette, who. 
had been acting as deputy under Miss Corr, was, 
on October 1, 1923, appointed as acting postmis- 
tress, and on December 19, 1923, she was awarded 
the appointment as regular postmistress. — ' 

On October 29, 1923, word was received in Sa- 
lix of the death of Rev. Father M. C. Daly, which 
occurred at St. Anthony’s Home, in Sicux City. 
Father Daly was the first regularly appointed res- 
ident priest to serve St. Joseph’s parish in Salix, 
having been sent here by Bishop Hennessy, of Du- 
buque, in 1883, and he remained here for four 
years, or until the arrival of Rev. Jas. A. Griffin. 

On June 5, 1924, N. Passman, of Sioux City, 
succeeded J. S. Schiff as proprietor of the store 
formerly known as the Duhaime establishment. 
Mr. Schiff returned to Sioux City, where he again 
engaged in business. Mr. Passman, in assuming 
the ownership of this store, at once changed the 
poliey of the establishment, and it became known 
as the Salix Chain Store. | 
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The electric transmission line, built here in 
1915, by the Sloan Service Company, of Sloan, 
Iowa, was sold in 1925 to the Iowa Light & Power 
Company, now known as the Iowa Public Service 
Company. 

Fred Crosser, who had been acting as mana- 
ger of the Sanitary Grocery Store for some three 
years or more, in 1925 concluded a deal for the 
purchase of the stock and business fromthe com- 
pany, which he continued to operate. This store 
was located in a building owned by the Salix Mer- 
cantile Company, and located on the weat side of 
Tipton street. 

In November, 1925, Jacob Morsch succeeded 
R. Hurni in the ownership of the brick hardware 
store, which had formerly been owned by Senecal 
& Every. 

A special election was held in November, 1925, 
by the electors pf the Consolidated School District 
of Salix, for the purpose of asking the voters to 
authorize the issuing of bonds, to the amount of 
$75,000.00, for the building and equipping of a new 
‘school building in Salix. The election was held on 
the 25th, and the proposition was defeated by a. 
vote of 109 to 93, with fourteen spoiled ballots. 


XL-—Catholics Complete New $75,000.00 Church, 
Dedicated April 21, 1926, History of Salix Parish 


nd 


HE dedication of a magnificent new church, 
built by the Catholic people of the commun- 
ity, occurred on April 21, 1926. The need of 
anew and more commodious house of wor- 

ship had for some time been urgent, but the per- 
iod of depression immediately following the World 
war prevented any definite steps tne taken in 
the matter. 

eIn the summer of 1924, the project became 
feasible, and Rev. J. J. Ryan, then pastor of the 
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parish, started the work of preparation. In De- 
cember, of that year, the contract for the construc- 
tion of the building was let. During the following © 
year, beginning in March, the actual work of build- 
ing was started. In October, the basement of the 
building was sufficiently advanced toward comple- 
tion to warrant its use for some parish activities. 
The entire building was completed and services 
were held therein on Sunday, November 22, 1925. 

The dedication of the new church on April 21, 
1926, will long be remembered by the cittzens of 
Salix. The ceremonies were elaborate and digni- 
fied, conducted by Rt. Rev. Edmund Heelan, Bish- 
op of Sioux City, and assisted by some seventy-five 
or more priests from different parts of the diocese. 

The cost of the new building is approximate- 
ly $75,000.00. 


The following “History of St. Joseph’s Parish 
of Salix,” was written by Rev. J. J. Ryan, pastor, 
and was originally printed in a “Souvenir Book,” 
published upon the occasion of the dedication of 
the new structure: 

The Genesis of St. Joseph’s parish, of Salix, 
and its gradual growth and development, will form 
the subject of this brief chapter. Out of the past 
the chronicler finds but a few isolated facts and 
incidents that have been handed down to him. 

The pioneers were a hardy and rugged race. 

They brought with them from the older and more 
settled parts of the country, and from other lands, 
a staunch Catholic faith that ennobled their lives 
and inspired them in their labors and privations. 
Thair religion was their most. prized. possession, 
ar 1 they handed it down undiminished to their 
children. 

Religious privations were many. Without 
priest, or church, or school, the Catholic home be- 
came by necessity, the sole sanctuary available 
‘for the worship of the living God. That there 
might be no defections from the Faith, the parents 
sedulously instructed and trained their childred in 
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the way of Catholic belief and life. With means 
of conveyance and transportation most primitive, 
the staunch pioneers traversed great distances 
that they might assist at the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass. 

St. Mary’s church, in Sioux City, was the first 
religious structure erected in these parts. Thither, 
at frequent intervals, the early settlers of the Sa- 
lix district made their way to receive the blessings 
of priest, church and sacraments. 

The entire history of St. Joseph’s parish, as a 
distinct entity, is comprised in the brief period of 
half a century. Though northwestern Iowa had 
been purchased from the Indians in 1847, and soon 
thereafter thrown open for settlement by the 
white man, the influx of settlers was very slow. 
In 1869 there were but fourteen Catholic families 
in the present confines of the Salix parish. In the 
summer of that year, Rev. John Hayes, pastor of 
St. Mary’s church, Sioux City, visited the scatter- 
ed flock. Gathering them together at the home of 
John Harrington, northwest of the present town 
of Salix, he offered up for them the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass in this private dwelling. 

More than a year elapsed before Mass was 
again said here, at the home of Edward McDon- 
nell, by Rev. James McNulty, September 18, 1870. 

Rev. B. C. Lenihan succeeded Father McNulty 
at St. Mary’s church, and assumed the spiritual 
care of the Catholics of this section. He visited 
them as frequently as his many duties would per- 
mit, and often said Mass for them at ad home of 
Joseph Small. 

It was in 1872 that Rt. Rev. John ficuneasee: 
Bishop of Dubuque, administered the sacrament 
of Confirmation in St. Mary’s church, Sioux City, 
to the first class from the Salix territory. 

As the parish grew in numbers, the need of a 
church kuilding became apparent. Out of their 
small means, the people, in 1875, erected a simple 
and primitive structure on a lot donated by the 
railroad company, and located at the corner of 
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Willow and Tipton streets. Scarcely was the 
building completed when it was totally wrecked 
by a violent windstorm. 

In no way disheartened by this ones the 

- congregation rebuilt the church in 1880, larger and 
more substantial than before. So well was it con- 
structed that it was in service as a church for a 
period of forty-five years. 

Owing to the rapid growth of St. Mary’s par- 
ish, in Sioux City, which now required all his ef- 
forts, Father Lenihan was relieved of his many 
missions by Bishop Hennessey, who appointed 
Rev. J. P. Barron first pastor of Salix, to assume 
the care of these scattered congregations. Owing 
to the number of his missions, Father Barron was 
obliged to stay with Father Lenihan, at Sioux City. 

Under the zealous care of Father Barron, St. 
Joseph’s parish grew rapidly, and soon required 
the personal supervision of a resident pastor. Ac- 
cordingly, Rev. M. C. Daly was appointed pastor 
in 1883, and took up his residence here in the fall 
of that year. In 1884 a rectory was purchased, lo- 
cated directly west of the church. For a period of 
approximately four years Father Daly ministered 
to the faithful of this parish. He was then ap- 
pointed to organize a new parish in Sioux City. 

In July, 1887, Rev. J. A. Griffin came, begin- 
ning a pastorate unprecedented inits duration and 
exceedingly fruitful in spiritual and material re- 
sults. Exercising rare foresight, Father Griffin, in 
1889, acquired two blocks of ground in the south 
part of town, as a site for future parish buildings. 
“ae then proceeded to move the church to these 
grounds, enlarging and furnishing it for the needs 
of the parish. Realizing the urgent need of a par- . 
ochial school, Father Griffin took steps to erect a 
suitable building. 

In December, 1890, the first move was made to 
found a parochial school. At the first meeting 
held for the purpose, the sum of $3,000.00 was sub- 
scribed. The following year, as soon as a religious 

- community was found to conduct the school, the 
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erection of the building was begun, to be complet- 
ed the following spring. The school opened on 
Monday, May 9, 1892, for a two months’ short 
course, with an enrollment of 127 pupils. 

Since its beginning, the school has received 
the whole-hearted support and co-operation of the 
parish. It has been a most potent factor in assist- 
ing the parents to develop religious and civic vir- 
tues in the children. To the school is due, in great 
part, the permanency of the parish and its healthy 
spiritual condition. 

At the time of the establishment of the school, 
the Sisters of St. Joseph of Cluny assumed charge, 
under the capable leadership of Mother Emilien. 
In the year 1899, they were called by their super- 
iors back to France. | 

Another order of Sisters of St. Joseph was then 
secured from New Orleans. They remained for a 
period of eight years. In 1907, their many duties 
elsewhere necessitated the withdrawing of the Sis- 
ters from Salix. | 

In September of the same year, the Servants 
of Mary assumed charge of the school. For twen. 
ty years they have worked with the pastor and 
parents, training the children in the way of right 
living ard of religious practice. Their efficiency 
and devotedness as teachers have. won for them 
the unqualified esteem of all. 

Having provided church and school buildings, 

Father Griffin then erected a substantial and com- 
modious rectory. 

With a view to securing a more suitable ceme- 
tery, a rectangular plot of ground, consisting of 
three acres, just west of the corporate limits of 
the town. was purchased in March, 1908. Rt. Rev. 
P. J. Garrigan, Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by 
the pastor and several visiting priests, solemnly 
blessed the cemetery on October &, 1908. 

For well nigh a third of a century, St. Joseph’s 
parish was favored with the prudent and zealous 
direction of Father Griffin. In 1918, Bishop Garri- 
gan selected him as Vicar General of the Diocese, 
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and appointed him to the important parish of Cor- 
pus Christi at Fort Dodge. 

Rev. J. J. Ryan, who had been rastor of St. 
Michael’s church, Sioux City, was appointed to 
succeed Father Griffin at Salix, on July 1, 1918. 

The urgent need of a new and permanent 
church building to replace the humble structure of 


, Ploneer days, was soon evident. Father Ryan, 


therefore, set about the collection of a fund to de- 
fray the expense of the building. At first his ef- 
forts met with varied success. Post-war deflation 
and financial stringency, joined to local crop fail- 
ures, retarded the project. For some years the 
high cost of building was prohibitive. It was not 
until 1924 that the project finally became feasible. 
In December, of that year, the contract for the 
pbuilding was made. with Riesche ane Sanborn, of 
Sioux City. 

With the coming of the spring of 1925, the ex- 
cavation for the foundation and basement was 
done by volunteer labor of the parishioners. Build- 


. ing operations were begun on WV arch 20, and pro- 


gressed rapidly. Rt. Rev. Bishop Heelan. blessed 
and laid the cornerstone on Palm Sunday, April 5, 
assisted by Rev. Martin O’Cornell, Rev, J. J. Mur- 
phy and Rev. J. J. Ryan. 

Throughout the summer and fall the rane con- 


tinued without interruption: In Cctober the base- 


ment was occupied for the first time as a parish 


hall, the Tabernacle Society holding in it a bazaar 


of two days duration. Firally, the entire building 
was completed, and on Sunday, November 22, 1925, 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass was celebrated in it 
for the first time. . 

A day that will ever a Spemeete in the 
minds of the parishioners is the Feast of the Pat- 


‘ronage of St. Joseph, April 21, 1926, the day of the 


dedication of the church to the service of God. 


. Pontifical High Ma'ss was celebrated by Bishop 


Heelan, assisted by the following ministers: Rt. 
Rev. J. A. Griffin, V. G., Arch Priest; Rev. D. L. 
Clark, Deacon; Rev. J. J. Murphy, Sub-Deacon; 
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Rev. A. E. Zimmerman and Rev. E. F. Casey, Dea- 
cons of Honor; Rev. N. Flannagan and Rev. J. P. 
McGuire, Masters of Ceremonies. The dedication 
sermon was preached by Rev. Martin T. O’Connell, 
Chancellor of the Diocese. | 

About one hundred priests from different parts 
cf the Sioux City diocese, besides large numbers 
of persons from Salix and the neighboring towns, 
were present at the. ceremonies. - 

_ The day’s activities were brought to a close 
with a parish banquet, served in the new parish 
hall. The pastor, Rev. J. [J. Ryan, presided as 
toastmaster. Addreses were made by Rt. Rev. J. 
A. Griffin, Vicar General of the Sioux City Diocese, 
and pastor of the parish at Salix from 1887 to 1918; 
also by Very Rev. T. J. McCarty, pastor of Epipha- 
ny Cathedral, Sioux City; Rev. J. J. Murphy, pas- 
tor of the _ Immaculate Conception Church, Sioux 
City; Rev. D. L. Clark, chaplain of Mercy Hospital, 
Fort Dodge; Rev. D. Lehane, of Batavia, IIl.; A. J. 
Granger and N. I. Duhaime, of the Salix parish. 

The new church building is a splendid adapta- 
tion of local conditions of a modification of the Ro- 
inan basilica type of architecture. It is built of 
vitrified red brick, trimmed with grey Bedford 
stone, and roofed with red tile. The front of the 
edifice is especially interesting, having an over- ' 
hanging roman arch of stone surmounted by a 
corbelled gable, which is also stone, crowned and 
topped by a golden cross. Beneath the arch is a 
deeply recessed rose window, characteristic of ro- 
man architecture. The roman cross is the funda- 
mental or ament of the window. Beneath is a 
frieze of carved stone as a lintel of the ample por- 
tals of the entrance. 

On the north side of the church is a unique 
belfry suggestive of the mission style, combining 
beauty and utility. The entrances to the building 
are carefully planned to afford easy and conven- 

sient access to all parts of the structure. 

The vestibule extends the full width of the in- 
terior to prevent any undue congestion as the 
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congregation enters and leaves the building. It 
also serves as a “mothers’ room,” provision being 
made by means of glass partitions to enable hear- 
ing Mass without mingling with the congregation. 

The interior of the church expresses the or- 
ganic unity and symmetry of the edifice. The 
sanctuary is amply large and well proportioned. 
Set upon a platform of Georgian marble is a high 
altar of roman style, specially designed for the 
church. On each side of the altar kneel adoring 
angels, holding aloft candelabra to light the mensa. - 
The two side altars are the gifts of Bishop Heelan 
and Father Ryan, respectively. 

The art glass scheme of the church has been 
completed and installed. The vestibule windows 
are of cathedral stained glass with appropriate 
emblems. In the ten large windows in the nave 
are portrayed some of the most important mys- 
teries in the life of our Lord, Jesus Christ, as fol- 
lows: The Annunciation, the Nativity, the Epi- 
phany, the Finding In the Temple, the First Mira- 
cle of Jesus at Cana, Jesus and the Rich Young 
Man, Jesus Blessing the Children, Gethsemane, 
the Resurrection, the Divine Commission.to St. 
Peter. 

The basement of the structure is a parish hall, 
specially planned for social and business activities. — 
It has complete stage and kitchen appointments. 

It has been the privilege of St. Joseph’s par- 
ish to number among its members several persons 
who were called to the service of God. 

Rev. Dennis L. Clark, a member of the parish, 
received priestly ordination at the hands of Bish- 
op Heelan, in the Cathedral of the Epiphany, in 
Sioux City, on June 10, 1922. 

Several young ladies have forsaken the world 
at the call of the Master and have consecrated 
their lives to the service of God in religious com- 
munities. The first of these was Margaret O’Far- 
rell, who, in 1883, became a Sister of Charity of 

*the Blessed Virgin Mary, in Dubuque. Ella St. 
Onge joined the Sisters of Mercy at Omaha; Ida 
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Jauron became a Sister among the Servants of 
Mary at Cherokee; Ella Rohan and Mary McGiv- 
ern became Sisters of Mercy, and Helen Harring- 
ton recently made her profession among the Sig- 
ters of St. Dominic. The latest to hear the call of 
a religious, vocation is Minnie Weedin, who, on 
December 8, 1925, received the veil among the Sis- 
ters of Mercy at Dubuque 
There are one hundred and threats! five fami- 
lies in the parish, numbering about five hundred 
souls. The parochial school has an enrollment of 
one hundred and fifty pupils. Jt offers a full course 
of twelve grades, the high. schaol pang preparato- 
ry to college. | 


REV. M. C. DALY ie eon 
Rev. M. C. Daly, the first regularly appointed 
resident pastor of St. Joseph’s church, in Salix, 
came here in 1883, and remained in charge of the 
parish until 1887. At .the time of the appoint- 
ment of Father Daly, the parish was in the Dubuque 
diocese, and under the jurisdiction ‘of Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Hennessey. The church was located at 
the corner of Willow ‘and Tipton streets. After 
leaving Salix, Father Daly was sent to one of the 
parishes in Sioux City, where he served for sever- 
al years. After serving’ at different parishes, he 
was sent to Wall Lake in 1906, where-he remained 
for a period of ten years. Later he retired to St. 
Anthony’s Home, in Sioux City, where he remain. 
ed up to the time of his death, which occurred 
in 1930. 


RT, REV. MONSIGNOR JAMES A. GRIFFIN nen! 

' James A, Griffin was born, in Howard county, 
Iowa, near the place where the: village of Lourdes 
is now located, on August 6, 1859... He lived and 
worked on his father’s farm there, and for a short 
time was a teacher in a rural school. In January, 
1878, he began his ecclesiastical studies at St. Jos- 
eph’s College, in. Dubuque..-In: October, 1880, he 
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went to Europe, and continued his studies at Rock- 
well College, in Ireland, for one year. He then 
went to the College of St. Sulplice, at Paris, France, 
and remained there for five years, and completed 
his studies in moral philosophy and theology. He 
was ordained as a priest at Paris, France, June 19, 
1886. He was then assigned, by Bishop Hennes- 
sey, of the Diocese of Dubuque, to take charge of 
the parish at Castle Grove, in Jones county, Iowa, 
at which place he remained for about ten months. 
He was then transferred to Salix, and took charge 
of the parish here on July 13, 1887, and continued 
in charge of this parish until July 13, 1918, when 
he was appointed Vicar General of the Diocese of 
Sioux City, and given charge of Corpus Christi 
church at Fort Dodge. He was elevated to the 
rank of Monsignor at Fort. Dodge, in Februrary 
1919. Monsignor Griffin died at Fort Dodge on 
Easter Sunday, April 5, 1931. 


REV. JOHN J. RYAN 


Rev. John J. Ryan was born in Lewiston, 
Maine, June 1, 1885. As a child he attended the 
parochial schools of that city. After graduating 
from college in New York, he completed his cleri- 
cal studies at Laval University, at Quebec, and at 
the Catholic University at Washington, D.C. He 


was ordained to the priesthood on Passion Sun- 


day, April 5, 1908. After having served as assist- 
ant at the Cathedral of the Epiphany, in Sioux 
City, he was appointed to the pastorate of St. 


- John’s church at Onawa, having charge, also, of 


the churches at Blencoe and Hornick. In 1913 he 
brought about the erection of the present church 
building at Onawa. From September, 1915, until 
July, 1917, he ministered to the parish of the Sa- 
cred Heart at Early. His next appointment by 
Bishop Garrigan was to St. Michael’s church at 
Sioux City. In June, 1918, when Father Griffin 
was made Vicar General of the Diocese of Sioux 
City, and appointed to Corpus Christi church at 
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Fort Dodge, Father Ryan succeeded him as pastor 
of St. Joseph’s church at Salix. In 1919, the prob- 
lem of erecting a new and permanent church in 
Salix was considered. ‘Fhe work was delayed and 
seriously impeded by the financial stringency and 
deflation resulting from the world war. The 
whole-hearted co-operation of the members of the 
parish insured the success of the undertaking, and 
the church was erected in the year 1925. The fa- 
cilities and equipment of the. parochial school 
were then expanded to provide for the growing 
number of the pupilsin attendance. In June, 1931, 
Bishop Heelan appointed Father Ryan as. pastor 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart, at meone where 
he is now located. 


REV. EDWARD A. DUNN 


Rev. Edward A: Dunn, present pastor of St. 
Joseph's Catholic church, in Salix, was born at 
Gilmore City, Iowa, November 27, 1893. He at- 
tended St. Joseph’s Academy, at Dubuque, gradu- 
ating from there in 1910. He then entered Colum- 
via College, in the same city, where he completed 
his college and philosophical course in 1914. From 
college he entered St: Paul Seminary, at St. Paul, 
Minn., and was ordained to the priesthood on June 
11, 1918. His first assignment in the Diocese of 
Sioux City, was to the assistantship at Boone, 
where he remained for three years. He then be- 
came assistant to Monsignor Griffin, at Fort 
Dodge. In 1925, Father Dunn was appointed pas- 
tor at Manilla, Iowa, where he remained for three 
years, when he became pastor of the Sacred Heart 
church at Ayrshire. After five years at Ayrshire, 
he was appointed to succeed Rev. J. J. Ryan, as 
pastor of St. Joseph’s church at Salix, and enter- 
ed upon his duties here about July 1,1931. Father 
Dunn’s mother is still a resident of Gilmore City.

ZACHARIAH TAYLOR KINTZLEY 


swf ACHARIAH TAYLOR KINTZLEY was born in 
Clay county, Indiana, October 16, 1846. He 
moved with his parents when two years old 
to Iowa, where the family settled on a dona- 
tion land claim, which is now the site of Ames col- 
lege. When Mr. Kintzley was seven years old his 
father died, and when he was sixteen, he enlisted, 
September 22, 1863, with the Union army in the 
Civil war, to serve with Company B, Ninth Iowa 
Cavalry. His war experiences continued for a per- 
iod of three years, until he was discharged at Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., on March 23, 1866. On returning to 
Iowa, after the war, he came to Lakeport town- 
ship, and was employed for a number of years in 
and around Nairn’s saw mill. Later, Mr. Kintzley 
‘ moved to Sloan to reside, and in 1884, in partner- 
_ ship with D. C. Kitselman, he engaged in the res- 
_ taurant business. In 1890, he moved to Spring- 
field, Oregon, and with the exception of eighteen 
months when he lived in Portland, he contin- 
uously made his home in Springfield, where he was 
engaged in the real estate business, from which he 
retired in 1927. Mr. Kintzley was married while a 
resident of Lakeport township, to Miss Mary Cain, 
the ceremony taking place on March 17, 1870. Mr. 
and Mrs. Kintzley were the parents of two child- 
ren, a son, Milton Kintzley, of Los Angeles, Calif, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Bert Doane, of Springfield, 
Oregon. Mrs. Kintzley died at her home in Spring- 
field, in 1900, and Mr. Kintzley passed away on 
January 28, 1932, at the home of his daughter, af- 
ter an illness of five months. Mr Kintzley was an 
active member of the Springfield i. O. O. F. lodge, 
- also a member of Gary Post, G: A.R., in Eugene, an 
honorary member of the Spanish War Veterans, 
and of the Veteran Daughters of Union Soldiers. 
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EDWARD M’DONNELL 


Edward McDonnell was born at Drogheda, Ire- 
land, where he spent his boyhood days. He receiv- 
eda private education from tutors in his home, 
also attended college for a time, from which he re- 
ceived his degree. He also’ broadened his education 
to a considerable extent by travel. He emigrated 
to this country when a young man, and came to 
New York, where he resided for some time, and 
also spent some time in Massachusetts. Mr. Mc- 
Donnell was married at Hoosick Falls, N. Y., on 
November 18, 1867, to Miss Abigail O’Farrell, of 
North Adams, Mass. Mr. and Mrs. McDonnell came 
to Woodbury county in 1869, purchasing Jand.in 
Sections 11, 12 and 14, in Liberty township. Mr. 
McDonnell died at his home on April 12, 1887. Af- 
ter a time Mrs. McDonnell and family moved to 
Salix to reside, and there she passed away on 
June 24,.1925. Mr. and Mrs. McDonnell are sur- 
vived by the following descendants: Peter Edward 
_ McDonnell, a son; Bridget McDonnell, Abigail Mc- 
Donnell, and Anna McDonnell, daughters; also. by 
Edward, Evelyn, Dorothy and Isabel Duhaime and 
Margaret Duhaime Griffin, children of Mary Mc- 
Donnell Duhaime, grandchildren; and James Ed- 
ward and Margaret Mary Griffin, great-grandchild- 
ren. All of the descendants of this family live in 
this vicinity, with the exception of Peter Edward 
McDonnell, whose home is in Texas. 


JAMES F. TAYLOR 


James F, Taylor, ason of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
Taylor, was born in. Wisconsin, October 16, 1866. 
In 1867, the family moved to Woodbury county, 
and settled first on a farm just west of Salix, now 
known as the Small farm, This land was sold a 
year or so later, and the family lccated on a farm 
just east of the Salix townsite, which remained a 
family possession until a few years ago. After 
completing his common school education, Mr. Tay- 
lor purchased a half interest in the drug store, as- 
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sociating himself with A. B. Corr. He remained 
in this business until the fall of 1889, when he dis- 
posed of his interest in the store and entered a 
medical school in New York City. where he re- 
mained until the spring of 1892, receiving his di- 
ploma as a physician, and returned to Salix, and 
at cence entered upon the practice of his profes- 
sion. Later he again acquired an interest in the 
local drug store, which had had various owners, in- 
cluding E. O. B. Chadwick, John B. Chadwick, Cho- 
quette & Duhaime, and J. H. Schemmer, taking 
possession in 1912. He retained possession of this 
business until 1915, when he disposed of the same 
to R. E. Wilson, the present owner. Dr. Taylor 
practiced his profession in Salix for a total of 
twenty- three and one-half years, when he decided 
to move to Sioux City, where he opened an office 
on January 1, 1916, and where he has since resid- 
ed. He has been eminently successful in the prac- 
tice of his profession, both here and in Sioux City, 
and is often called in consultation in the city and 
in neighboring towns. Dr. Taylor was married on 
June 22, 1898, to Miss Frances B. Thatcher, at Crab 
Orchard, Neb., and they are the parents of two 
daughters, Mrs. Roland F. Philbrook, of Daven- 
port, and Mrs. Niel Tuttle, of Iowa City. 


JAMES A. KEELER 


James A. Keeler was born at Syracuse, N. Y., 
June 18, 1841. In 1866 he was united in marriage 
to Miss Violet Waterman, at Syracuse. In 1877, 

-Mr. and Mrs. Keeler came to. Woodbury county, 
- goit.g first to Sioux City, where they operated one 
of the early day hotels, known as the Pacific 
House, one of the leading hostelries in the city at 
that time. They came to Salix in 1885, and leased 
a building on Poplar street, owned by P. W. South- 
_ worth, where they opened a firstclass hotel and 
boarding house, and with the exception of one 
year following the disastrous fire of October, 1892, 
which destroyed the entire business section of 
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one 
the town, and in which they were heavy losers, 
they continued in the hotel business continuously 
until about 1914, when Mr. Keeler was obliged, on 
account of failing health, to abandon the business. 
In 1910, he was obliged to undergo a severe surgi- 
cal operation, from the effect of which he never 
seeined to completely rally, and later another op- 
eration left him in such a weakened condition that 
on February 10, 1914, he passed away at his home 
in Salix. Since that time Mrs. Keeler has made 
‘her home in the house they purchased on Talbot 
street, and formerly known as the Duchaine board- 
ing house, and one of the first houses erected in 
the village of Salix. 


JAMES O’MEARA 


James O’Meara was born in County Tipperary, 
Ireland, in 1848. He came to Dubuque, Iowa, when 
he was eighteen years of age, and soon after mov- 
ed to Emerson, Neb., where he remained until 
1883, when he came to Woodbury county and set- 
tled on a farm he purchased in Section 25, Liberty 
township. Mr. O’Meara was married in Salix, in 
1877, to Miss Catherine Cleary, a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs, Edward Cleary. Mr. and Mrs. O’Meara 
were the parents of five children, as follows: Ed- 
ward and James O’Meara, of Salix; Miss Nora 
O’Meara and Mrs. Palmer Smith, of San Diego, 
Calif., and Mrs. Mary McDermott, of Ida Grove. 
Mr. O’Meara died at his home near Salix in April, 
1896. .Mrs. O’Meara is now making her home in 
San Diego, Calif. | 


PATRICK O’NEILL 


Patrick O’Neill was born in Canada and came 
first to Emerson, Neb., where he remained until 
1880, when he came to Woodbury county, settling 
on a farm in Liberty township. He retired from 
farm work in 1918, and moved to Salix, where he 
continued to reside for some years. He was mar- 
ried in 1880, to Miss Margaret Cleary. Later, Mr. 
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and Mrs. O’Neill moved to Sioux City, where Mrs. 
O’Neill died on July 31, 1926. Mr. O’Neil] died in 
Sioux City on February 20, 1928. 


SPENCER VAN AUKEN 


Spencer VanAuken was born July 10, 1838, in 
Dutchers county, New York, and came to Clayton 
county, Iowa, in 1875. The next year, in 1876, Mr. 
VanAuken came to Woodbury county and settled 
on a farm he purchased in Section 14, Liberty 
township. Mr. VanAuken was married in 1874, to 
Miss Cynthia Scott, also of Dutchers county, N. Y., 
and to them were born five children, James Van- 
Auken, of Salix; Eugene VanAuken, of Portland, 
Ore.; Mrs. Ora Foster, of Sergeant Bluff; Mrs. Ma- 
ry Hunt, of Bronson. A son, Milo VanAuken, died 
a few years ago. Mr. VanAuken died at his home 
near Salix in 1907. Mrs. VanAuken died in Ser- 
geant Bluff in July, 1927. 


’ DANIEL RYAN

XLII-—A. Remillard Buys Crosser Store, Telephone 
System Sold to C.W.P.S. Co., Bigelow Home Burns 


on one of the Currier farms, south of town, 

Aug. Remillard, in September, 1926, conclud- 

ed a deal for the purchase of the meat and 
grocery stock owned by Fred Crosser, who had 
been operating a store in the Salix Mercantile Co. 
building, on Tipton street,.for several months. Mr. 
Crosser at once moved with his family to Sioux 
Falls, S. D., where he accepted a position as trav- 
elling salesman for a wholesale grocery firm. 

Mr. Remillard, the new merchant, took posses- 
sion of his purchase on September 25, immediately 
after the closing of the deal. He had for some 
time been employed as a tiller of the soil, but he 
wus not without having had some experience in 
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the mercantile business, as he had at one time 
been employed in the general store of N. I. Du- 
haime in this town, and had acquired some exper- 
ience as a salesman. Shortly after his purchase 
of this stock, Mr. Remillard decided to enlarge his 
quarters, and he proceeded to negotiate for the 
purchase of the Senecal & Every brick building, at 
the corner of Poplar and Tipton streets, which 
had during the past few years changed hands sev- 
eral times, and which was at this time unoccupied. 
Mr. Remillard moved his stock of goods into his 
new store as soon as the purchase was made, and 
he continued to take care of the public in his usual 
accommodating manner. 

The Woodbury County Telephone system, in- 
cluding the exchanges at Salix and Sergeant Bluff. 
which was owned and controlled by the Westfalls, 
father and son; of Sergeant Bluff, was sold in 1927, 
to the Central West Public Service Company, a 
corporation with headquarters in Omaha. 

The farm home of A. T. Bigelow, on the south 
shore of Brown’s lake, west of town, was totally 
destroyed by fire on December 26, 1927. “The 
Plantation,” as the home was: named, was at the 
time occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Thayer Vincent, 
son-in-law and daughter of Mr. Bigelow. The 
house was a large one, contained ten rooms, and 
had been occupied by different members of the 
Bigelow family for a number of years. It had an 
estimated value of $4,000.00. 

The Salix Grain and Coal Company, successors 
to and present owners of the elevator and coal 
business formerly owned and conducted by the 
Upkike Grain Company, was incorporated in No- 
vember, ]927, with Peter J. Brechtel as president 
of the company, and Walter J. Baak as secretary | 
und treasurer. The company is capitalized at 
$10,000.00, and conducts a gouspat Bree and coal 
business. 

In the early spring of 1928, Louis M. Murray, 
proprietor of the Ever-Laying Egg Farm, of Salix, 
decided to enlarge his field of operations, and pro- 
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ceeded to establish a store in Sioux City, which 
operated under the name of Murray’s Chick Store. 
In a short time Mr. Murray established another 
store in the city, and also started hatcheries in 
five different towns in the neighboroood. All of 
these different places are kept busy during the 
chick season, supplying chicks and. poultry. sup- 
plies to the public. 

An application was made on June 25, 1928, to 
have included the seven-acre tract of land south 
of Walnut street, and between Talbot street on the 
west and the highway running parallel to the Chi- 
cago and North Western railway on the east, and 
belonging to the Consolidated District of Salix, 
within the corporate limits of the. town. The 
resolution was adopted on July 31, 1928. 

In November, 1928, the Jauron building, on 
the east side of Tipton street, and occupied by M. 
Blanchard as a restaurant, was destroyed by fire, 
the origin of which was unknown. 


XLII-—History of the Public School in Salix, Con- 
solidation, School Site Purchased, New Building 


youth of Salix and vicinity received the first 

rudiments of their education in some one of 

the three or four country school houses 
built in the country tributary to the prospective 
village of Salix. The most popular of the country 
schools at that time was one located on the Bru- 
ghier land, one and one-half miles straight south 
of Salix, and known as the Brughier school. An- 
other school sometimes patronized by the rising 
generation of Salix and vicinity was one located 
ou land belonging to John Mathers, about one and 
one-half miles northwest of Salix. This school al- 
sd bore the name of the farmer upon whose land 
it was situated. Then there were other schools, 
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more distant, which provided for pupils in the out- 
er edge of the Salix territory, notably, the Camp- 
bell sckool, about three and one-half miles north; 
the Manley school, four miles southeast; the Nairn 
school, at Nairn’s Mill, and the Weedland school, 
in the northwestern part of Liberty township. 

In the fall of 1877, a small building, on the east 
side of the railroad and owned by C. A. DeMun, 
which had served for some.time as a general store 
and the village postoflice, was vacated when the 
stock of merchandise was moved to a new location 
on the west side of the railroad. This little build- 
ing was leased by the township school authorities, 
and after having been furnished with a desk and 
bench built around three sides of the small room, 
the 1877 fall term of school was opened, with Mrs. 
Squire W. Haviland as the first teacher. The en- 
rollment was not large, perhaps twenty or twenty: 
five, but it was made up of the children of the few 
settlers of the budding town, as well as from the 
farms in the immediate vicinity. 

During the year 1878, the Methodist people of 
Salix and vicinity erected a church building on 
the corner of Poplar and Tipton streets, for their 
use as a house of worship. Soon after this, the 
school authorities made arrangements with the © 
Methodist people for the use of their building as a 
school room. This room was amply large for the 
accommodation of the ,school population of that 
day, and ordinary chairs were used instead of the 
regulation school desks. The fall term, 1878, open- 
ed in this building with an enrollment of perhaps 
thirty-five or forty pupils, with George N. Gibbs as 
the teacher. This building was used for school 
purposes for two years. 

In 1880, the school authorities of Liberty town- | 
ship purchased a quarter block of land at the 
southwest corner of the intersection of Willow 
aud Tipton streets, and erected the first school 
building in Salix. This structure was about twen- 
ty by thirty-four feet in size, with two front en- 
trances, a cupola with bell, and was considered 
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a very modern school house. The interior was 
supplied with blackboards, a teacher’s desk, and 
an adequate number of students’ seats and desks. 
George N. Gibbs also taught the first term of 
school in the new building. 

This school house, in its eetciiey size, and lat- 
er with additions built on, served the old township 
district, and then the independent district, until 
1914, when the present consolidated district was 
formed, and the school building was rebuilt and 
consiberably enlarged to care for the school pop- 
ulation from the additional territory added to the 
district. The new consolidated school: district 
comprised thirty-four sections of land. Ten teach- 
ers were employed to instruct the pupils, and sev- 
en conveyances and drivers were used to trans- 
port them to the school and back every day. 

On December 20, 1919, were taken the first 
steps toward securing a sufficient acreage for a 
new school site. The site favored was on land 
owned by M. Harrington, and adjoining the town 
of Salix on the south. On April 7, 1920, the presi- 
dent and secretary of the school board were au- 
thorized to enter into a contract with Mr. Harring- 
ton for the purchase of eight acres of land, fora 
consideration of $5,600.00, with an immediate pay- 
ment of $500.00, and the balance, or $5,100.00, paya. 
ble on May 1, upon receipt of deed and abstract. 

- The first election held in the district, asking 
the voters to authorize the issuing of bonds in the 
sum of $75,000.00 for the building and equipping of 
a new school building, was held on November 25, 
1925, and resulted in a defeat by a vote of 109 to 
93, with fourteen spoiled ballots. 

On April 9, 1928, another petition was present- 
ed to the board of directors, asking that a special 
election be called for the purpose of voting for the 
second time upon the question of bonding the dis- 

trict in the sum of $75,000.00, for the purpose of 
building and equipping a new school house.. The 

e election was called to be held on May 9, 1928. 
The board chosen to have charge of the 
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election was composed of A. L. Brown, H. F. Evel- 
eth and W. H. Eveleth, judges, and W. H Eveleth 
‘and H. A. Pepin, clerks. A total of 322 ballots 
were cast in this election, of which 212 were voted 
in the affirmative, and 104 in the negative, with 
six spoiled ballots. 

At a subsequent meeting of ci board, A. L. 
Calderhead and J. P. Voorhees, attorneys of Sloan, 
were retained as counsel for the board, to have 
charge of the legal questions to be considered in 
the course of the building operations, the sale of 
bonds, ete. 

J. F. Reynolds, an architect from Sioux City, 
was employed to have charge of the drawing of 
the plans and specifications for the new building, 
and on June 28, a set of plans and specifications 
were presented to the board, which, after due con- 
sideration, and making a few minor Sane were 
adopted. 

The entire bond issue of $75,000.00 was sold to 
Geo. M. Bechtel & Co., of Davenport, at par, and 
bearing interest at the rate of 4} per cent per an- 
num. The bonds were issued in denominations of 
$1,000.00 each, numbered from 1 to 75, consecutive- 
ly, and all dated June 1, 1928, with the last install- 
ment due and payable on June 1, 1948. 

On August 6, 1928, a contract was let to Albert 
Lobb for the construction of the building, the con- 
sideration being about $49,800.00. The contract 
for the heating plant was let to A. McKenzie, at a ~ 
cost of $11,390.00. The contract for the electrical 
wiring and fixtures was let to Harper-Abbott Elec- 
tric Co., of Sioux City, for a price of $2,100.00. 

The completed new school building was finish- 
ed and received from the contractors on April 22, 
1929. The building is of ample dimensions, being 
118 feet by 120 feet in size. The structure is full 
two stories in height, is built of brick, with stone 
trimmings. The main entrance is situated at the 
north front of the building, opening into a large 

evestibule, and leading into the main hall on the 
first floor.’ In this hall, also, is located the main 
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stairway leading to the second floor. On the main 
or first floor, there are six class rooms, occupied 
by the first, second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades. The manual training room is also located 
on the first floor. 

On the second floor are located five class 
rooms, the high school assembly, and the superin- 
tendent’s office. Ample locker accommodations 

are provided on both floors. 

: Going around to the south side of the build- 
ing, entrance is made into the main auditorium. 
This large room is used for. all school activities, 
such as plays, entertainments, etc., and is furnish- 
ed with moveable chairs for seating. At the north 
end of the room is built a large and commodious 
stage, with shifting scenes and drop curtains. 
With the removal of the seats, the room becomes 
a commodious gymnasium, and is used for all bas- . 
ket ball games, etc. The entire room is well light- 
ed, electric light bulbs being placed in the various 
locations where most effective. 

The finish of the interior of the building is en- 
tirely in keeping with the magnificent general ap- 
pearance of the structure. The floorsin the school 
rooms and the gymnasium are of hard maple, and 
the floors in the halls, vestibules-and assembly are 
of terraza, and all are smoothed down to a glassy 
finish. The wood work over the entire building is 
of natural oak, smoothed and varnished. 

The building is heated by steam, the heating 
plant, located in the basement at the rear, is one 
of the most modern, known as the Unit Heater 
Type, operating with low pressure steam. Ample 
radiation is furnished in all parts of the building. 

The grounds around the building are nicely 
laid out. Two cement walks, built in a half circle,. — 
lead from the street to’ the front entrance. Ina 
circle, opposite the front door, is erectod a high 
flag pole, around the base of which is a pretty 
flower bed. The remainder of the grounds have 
been seeded down with lawn grass seed, and 
the grass is kept mowed down. A few trees and 
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shrubs have been planted in different parts of the 
grounds, which also add to the pleasing appear- 
ance of the landscrpe. 

The new school building was occupied about 
April 1, 1929, for the remainder of the school year.

XLV—-Fire Destroys Salix Grain and Coal Company 


Elevator; Lacroix Building Burns; Organize Fire Co. 


FIRE of undetermined origin destroyed the 
A elevator owned by the Salix Grain and Coal 
Company, just.-north of the North Western 

depot, in July, 1928. A large quantity of 

grain stored in the elevator at the time also was 
destroyed. This building had but a short time be- 
fote been purchased by the Salix Grain and Coal 
Company from the Nye & Jenks Grain Company. 
As soon as the loss could be adjusted by the insur. © 
, ance companies, the proprietors proceeded to ar-. 
range for the replacing of the building, and a new 
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and much better structure was completed in time 
to care for the fall grain business. 

On April 5, 1930, a fire which started in a va- 
cant building, on the west. side of Tipton street, 
and south of the Farmers Bank, destroyed the La- 
croix and Low buildings, both of which had been 
used for storage purposes only for some time. The 
Sorenson building, just south, was considerably 
damaged, but by a strong effort was saved from 
complete destruction. ‘A company of firemen from 
Sioux City, who had been called early, arrived up- 
on the scene too late to save the two buildings, 
but their efforts, in addition to the strenuous work | 
of the local men, prevented the fire from YE 
any further damage. 

On July 15, 1930 a volunteer fire company was 
organized in Salix with the following officers and 
members: Chief of department, J. J. Hansen; as- 
sistant chiefs, H. A. Pepin, Fred Bertrand; hose 
men, V. E. Hubert, E. D. Sundberg, Geo. D. Han- 
sen; pipe men, Paul Patterson, A. J. Anderson, A. 
A. Remillard, Geo. Brouillette, Earl C. Coburn, Jos. 
Chicoine, Arthur Chicoine, William Harrity; de- 
partment supervision under EK. D. Sundberg. Reg- 
ular meetings are held on the first Monday in 
March, June, September and December. 

In 1930, the business of the Farmers Elevator 
Company was changed from a stock company to 
the co-operative plan, a re-organization which is 
much to the advantage and benefit of the stock- 
holder. Chas. F. Corr, who has been affiliated 
with the company for the past twenty years or 
more, is still retained as manager. 

On May 20; 1931, the beautiful farm home of J. 
W. Currier, one-half mile south of Salix, was burn- 
ed to the ground. The blaze started in an attic, 
supposedly caused by some defective wiring, and 
ignited the upper stories of the large sixteen-room 
mansion before any help arrived. Fire apparatus 
was useless because there were no water connec- 
tions, and a high wind fanned the blaze. A valua- 
“ble library of seven hundred volumes, as well as 
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most of the furniture in the upper rooms, and 
many other articles were lost. The house was oc- 
cupied by Mr. Currier and his daughter and her 
husband, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Zehnpfenning. 

In September, 1981, the Farmers Bank, of Sa- 
lix, a private institution owned by Herman Fortin, 
A. R. Fortin, Mrs. Marie Paule Granger and A. J. 
_ Granger, passed into the hands of a receiver. N. 
I. Duhaime, a former Salix merchant, and nowa 
resident of Sioux City, was appointed as receiver, 
and Mr. Granger was named as his assistant.

ing Gossip About Present and Former Residents 


Salix about the year 1868 or 1869. He was a 
railroader by profession, and he was one of 
the contractors in charge of the building of 
the Sioux City and Pacific railroad, now the North 
‘Western line. Mr. Small came to Salix and pur- 
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chased the farm just west of town, which was then 
owned by Samuel Taylor. The story is told, with 
some degree of authority, that at the time of Mr. 
Small’s last illness, he was visited by a prominent 
official of the Sioux City and Pacific railroad, and 
during the conversation he was asked if there was 
anything or any favor that the company could grant 
to make his enforced confinement more pleasant, 
or that would add to his comfort. Mr. Small re- 
plied that he was being cared for as well as could 
be expected, but that it would be a matter of ac- 
commodation if he could be given permission to 
signal the train when it was necessary to make a 
journey to Sioux City when in need of medicine or 
a physician; and also to permit the train to stop 
on its return trip. The official assured Mr. Small 
that the permission would be granted, and that 
any and all trains could be signalled to stop at 
any and all times. From this beginning, the sta- 
tion became known as the stopping place, and the 
railroad company gradually accepted the condition, 
and as a result, the town was located at its pres- 
sen site, instead of at a point about two and one- 
half miles north, where the company had previous- 
ly built a section house. Mr. Small died at his 
home here in 1873, and his wife, who was Sarah 
Francis, and also a native af Ireland, died on Au- 
gust 27, 1892. Of the two daughters and three 
sons, only one daughter is still living. 

John F. Scoggin was at one time a prominent 
farmer residing in Lakeport township. He and his 
wife were blessed with a large family, most of 
whom were girls, and they were employed as 
teachers in the schools tributary. to their home. 
Both the father and mother have passed away, but 
one of the daughters is the wife of F. L. Mease, 
a newpaper publisher at Madison, S. D. 

Albert Allard, born in Canada on November 4, 
1861, came here with his parents and located on a 
farm in Lakeport township. After remaining in 
this vicinity for some years, he moved to Jeffer- 
son, S. D., where he invested quite heawily in land. 
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Mr. Allard was married, on February 9, 1885, to 
Miss Laura Lamoureux, who died on June 9, 1895. 
Mr. Allard was again married on January 1, 1296, 
to Miss Marie Allard, and she passed away Feb- 
ruary 11, 1924. Mr. Allard contracted a third mar- 
riage on March 4, 1925, with Mrs. Ida Lamoureux, 
and they are now residents of Jefferson, S. D. 

A. W. Billings, a former resident of Liberty 
township, one time owned a farm in Section 22. 
Had one son, George. The family left some years 
ago. to make their home at Pomona, Cal. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Billings died a number of years ago. 

_ John Follansbee was one of the early settlers 
of this vicinity. For a time he was employed as a 
farm hand, much of the time on the farm of S. W. 
Haviland. In 1882, he came to Salix, and, in part- 
nership with Dr. E. D. Frear, purchased the drug 
store which had been established the year before 
by Montross & Morehouse. He continued in this 
line for a year or so, then sold his interest to P. | 
W. Southworth. On May 9, 1883, Mr. Follansbee’ 
received the appointment as postmaster for Salix, 
a position he held for just seven days, when he 
turned the office over to P. W. Southworth. The 
last known of him he was a resident of Arkansas. 

George Gadbois, one of the contingent of Can- 
adians who came here in an early day, a brother- 
in-law of the late L. G.. Derome, owned a small 
tract of land in Section 9, Lakeport township. He 
and his family left a number of years ago to make 
their home in Saskatchewan, in western Canada. 

T. W. Bundy, a former resident on Section 12, 
in ‘Lakeport township. Retired years ago from 
the farm and moved to Sloan. Both he and his 
wife died a number of years ago. One son, Eddie 
Bundy, last heard from was a resident of Ohio. 

LeRoy Sweet came to Salix about the year 

1879, and engaged in the harness business in a 
building on Poplar street. He was an expert in 
making new harness, and at the time of his stay 
here, much, if not all, of the harness used by the

made locally. Later, Mr. Sweet was appointed as 
postmaster of German City, a small inland town, 
in the hills southeast of Salix, to which place he 
moved with his family. Mr.'Sweet was married to 
Miss Rose Markey, of River Riox. A daughter, 
Mrs. Rena Hong, now resides at Millersville, S. D. 

John Myers, at one time a resident of Salix, 
was engaged in the restaurant business. Later he 
-moved to Lakeport township and engaged in the 
mercantile business, which was later sold to Jos. 
G. Hamilton. Left this section many years ago. 

H. C. Wheeler, was an early day resident in 
the vicinity of Nairn’s mill. 

Peter Baker, an early day resident; indie his 
home mostly at the Keeler House, and was em- 
ployed in different capacities about the place. 

George Storey, a former resident of Sioux City, 
came to Salix about the year 1885, and engaged in 
the meat business, purchasing the market and bus- 
iness of his uncle, William Storey. He was mar- 
ried in January, 1886, to Miss Emma Murrill, of 
Salix. Later they moved to Burns, Wyo., where 
they are at present located. 

Gideon Senecal, a native of Canada, sived:! in 
Salix about the year 1876. He was for some time 
employed on the railroad, and later worked asa 
mason and bricklayer. He was married to Miss 
Euphemia Babue, and they were the parents of 
two children. 

John Harward, a native of Ireland, came here 
in the early ’70s, and acquired a farm in Section 3, 
Lakeport township. He was married before com- 
ing to this place, and he and his wife were the 
yarents of a large family. Several of the sons 
were engaged at different times in railroad con- 
struction work, Both Mr. and Mrs. Harward died 
_ Many years ago. One son, Jas. Harward, now re- 
sides in Sioux City. 

J. U. Duncan was at one .time a resident on a 
‘farm in Section 10, Liberty township. 

Jos. Duhaime was at one time engaged in the 
¢meat business in Salix. Later, hp moved to Jeffer- 
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son, S. D., and from there he went to Providence, 
R. 1, where he remained for a number of years. 
About the year 1915, Mr. Duhaime and his family 
returned to Jefferson. Mr. Duhaime was married 
to Miss Albina LaMontagne, and they were the 
parents of six children, On son, Emile Duhaime, 
resides near Elk Point, S. D., and another son, Al- 


-bert J. Duhaime, lives in Rhode Island.. Both Mr. 


and Mrs. Duhaime died several years ago.. 

Augustus B. Corr, son of Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
M. Corr, was born in Adair county, Iowa, in Feb- 
ruary, 1861. He came to Salix in the early ’80s, 
preceding his parents by about a year. He accept- 
ed a position at once in the Frear drug store. Lat- 
er he purchased an interest in this store, and in 
1886, Jas. F. Taylor acquired the Frear interest. 
Mr. Corr remained in business here for several. 
years. Later he moved to Omaha, where he en- 
gaged in carpenter work, and later as a contractor 
and builder. He was married on January 2, 1888, 
to Miss Emma Lawson, of Salix, and they were 
the parents of five children, Glenn and Lyman 
Corr, of Omaha; Mrs. Helen Smith, of Omaha; 
Mrs. Marion Anthony, of San Diego, Calif., and 
Miss Judith Corr, of San Francisco, Calif. Mr. 
Corr died at his home in Omaha, Neb., on Jan- 
uary 19, 1930. 

William Reynolds, a native of Ireland, came to 
this section in an early day, and might rightfully 
have been called a pioneer. Upon his arrival here 
he settled on a farm in Section 28, Liberty town- 
ship. Mr. Reynolds was married to Miss Bridget 
Francis, and they were the parents of five child- 
‘en, four of whom are still living. Mr. Reynolds 
died at his home on August 3, 1892, and his wife 
died some years later. 

W. Fordham Morgan was a newspaper man 
who came here from Sioux City akout 18&5, and ac- 
quired an interest in The Salix Index, in partner- 
ship with Geo. N. Gibbs. Mr. Morgan was an En- 
glishman, a bright young man, a good writer, ard 
tad considerable knowledge of the mechanical 
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end of the business. He remained here but a 
short time, however, and returned to Sioux City 
Later, he returned to the east, and the last heard 
of him he was residing in Boston, Mass. 

Maxime Desjarlais, a Canadian, who had been 
residing at Jefferson, S. D., came here in the early 
80s and opened a shoe making shop. He was an. 
expert workman in his line, and during his stay 
in Salix he supplied the citizenry with uptodate 
and homemade footwear. Later, he returned to 
Jefferson. 

Chas. Hayward, a meat cutter, who was at one 
time employed in the William Storey market. He 
remained here but a short time, and returned to 
Sioux City. 

Donald C. Driggs was born in Nauvoo, IIl., on 
June 30, 1849, and arrived in Salix on September 1, 
1885. He was accompanied by. his wife, who was 
Miss Mary Markey, and a native of Scotland, and 
their two sons. The family lived here for a couple 
of years, after which they moved to Sloan, where 
Mrs. Driggs died on February 14,1926. Mr. Driggs 
is at present making his home with a son in Cal- 
ifornia. | 

Jack Chorn, a native of Iowa, was probably 
born in the vicinity of Marshalltown, and came to 
Salix about 1870. He married Miss Ella Bartlett, 
of Salix. While here, Mr. Chorn was engaged first 
as a farm hand, and later as a tenant farmer. He 
moved to Madelia, Minn., in 1889. 

Sanders Boyles was born in Leavenworth 
Kas., the son of Mr. and Mrs. Allen Boyles, on 
March 31, 1862. In 1868, the family moved to 
Plattsmouth, Neb., and two years later they moved 
to Glenwood, Iowa. He came to Woodbury coun- 
ty in 1876, and, with his brother and father, engag. 
_ed in the sawmill business in the territory west of 
Whiting. Later this mill was sold to Blair & Dail- 
ey and moved to Dakota. Some years later, Mr. 
Boyles moved to Sloan, where he engaged in-the 
hotel business, and also operated a small sawmill. 
as a “side issue.” He retired from the hotel busi- 
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ness in 1930. Mr. Boyles was married February 
20, 1883, to Miss Mary Ann Boyd, of Lakeport 
tewnship, and they are the parents of three child- 
ren, all of whom are living. 

Mrs. Mary Kelly, a native of Ireland, was born 
in 1843, and came to the United States in the earlv. 
80s. She had been preceded here by two daugh- 
ters, Bridget and Julia Kelly, who arrived here in 
1881, and by a son, John, who came here a year 
later. Mrs. Kelly, who was Miss Mary Fran- 
cis, was married in Ireland in 1863, to John Kelly, 
who died in that country in 1878. Mr. and Mrs. 
Kelly were the parents of five children, only two 
of whom are still living, Mrs. Louis Beaubien, of 
Salix, and Thomas Kelly, of Chicago. Mrs. Kelly 
died at her home in Salix about fifteen years ago. 

Patrick Reidy, came to this section from Ire- 
land about the year 1875, and purchased a farm in 
Section 13, Lakeport township. He was married 
some time before coming to this section. In 1890, 
Mr. and Mrs. Reidy moved to Salix, where they 
resided for some years, and later both moved to . 
Dubuque, where they died some years ago. They 
are survived by a foster paren who resides in 
Colorado. 

James Shannon was born in Bureau county, 
Illinois, in 1847. He eame to Lakeport township 
in 1882, and settled on a farm. He was married 
in the fall of 1868, to Miss Nan Thompson, in Ed- 
gar county, Illinois. Mr. Shannon died on June 
17, 1899. At the time of his death, he was surviv- 
ed by his wife, two daughters and one son. One 
of the daughters, Mrs. James Renne, now resides 
at Little Falls, Minn, 

Franklin Schell, a native of Michigan, came to 
Woodbury county in 1875, and settled on a farm 
in Section 14, Liberty township. He moved from 
here a number of years ago to Portland, Ore., 
where he died some years later. His survivors in- 
clude Chas. Schell, of Ponca, Neb., and Frank 
Schell and Mrs. Cora Eberle, of Portland. 

John Campbell was born in Downsville, N. Y., 
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May 27, 1851. He came to Guthrie county, Iowa, 
in 1872, and two years later came to Liberty town- 
ship, where he continued to reside up to the time 
of his death, which occurred July 16, 1905. Mr. 
Campbell was unmarried. 

Lester J. Gravelle was born in Lakeport town- 
ship, a son of Joseph Gravelle, one of the pioneer 
settlers of that township, When a young man, he 
moved to Sioux City, where he engaged in the live 
stock commission business, and for a period of 
eighteen years he was employed as a salesman for 
the Clay, Robinson Company. Mr. Gravelle died 
at his home in Sioux City, October 14, 1922. 

George Trevenan, a naeive of England, was 
born in Cornwall, in 1856. He came to Woodbury 
county in 1878, coming direct from England, and 
purchased a farm in Section 11, Liberty township, 
north of Salix. Mr. Trevenan moved to Morning- 
side in 1896, and lived there until 1904, when he 
moved to Waukegan, Ill, where he resided up to 
the time of his death, which occurred there on 
March 10, 1931. 

Pierre Chabot was born in St. Hyacinitie: Can- 
ada, and came to Sioux City in 1870, and was em- 
ployed for a time by Theophile Brughier. He then 
returned to Canada, where he was married, and 
returned to Salix in 1875, settling on a farm in 
Section 11, Lakeport township. Later, Mr. and 
Mrs. Chabot returned to Canada. 

William Edgecumbe, born in England, arrived 
in Woodbury county in 1881, and purchased a farm 
in Section 10, Liberty township. After residing in 
this community for several years, he and his wife 
. returned to England. Mr. Edgecumbe died at Sal- 
tash, Cornwall, England, in December, 1919, and 
Mrs. Edgecumbe died there in January, 1920. 

Tra G. Hill was born in Alleghany county, N. 
Y., in 1830, and in 1873, he came to Salix, and made 
his home up to the time of his death with his sis- - 
ter, Mrs. N. Burdick. Mr. Hill died at the Burdick 
home on January 29, 1899. 

John M. Cain came to Lakerort township in 
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an early day, and was employed most of the time 
in and around Nairn’s mill. He was married in 
1881 to Miss Susie Wilcox, a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jos. Wilcox, also of Lakeport township. Mr. 
and Mrs. Cain later moved to Sioux City, where 
they resided. Mr. Cain died there on Novem- 
ber 1, 1919. 

Antoine Allard, a native of Canada, was born 
in Contre Coeur, about 1837. He came to Salix in 
1878, and resided here for a number of years, em- 
ployed most of the time as a day laborer. He was - 
married when quite a young man to Miss Celeste 


-Menard, and they were the parents of three daugh- 


ters. After the death of his wife, Mr. Allard went 
to Wisconsin, where he made his home with a 
daughter up to the time of his death, in 1890. All 
of the daughters also have since passed away. 
Stanislaus Gendron was born in Canada in 
1855, and came to Salix about. the year 1889. He 
was employed as a farm hand at different places. 
He was married in 1892, to Miss Cordelie Hubert, 


_ a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Francis Hubert. After 


the death of his wife, which occurred the follow- 
ing year, Mr. Gendron left here for Montana, 
where he has since made his home. 

Paul Lamoureux was born in Beloeil, Canada, 
in 1848, and came west m an early day, settling in 
Sioux City. He was a painter by trade, and his 
services were frequently in demand here. Mr. La- 
moureux was united in marriage to Miss Cordelia 
Delier, and they were the parents of two daugh- 
ters, both of whom are living in Sioux City. Mr. 
Lamoureux died in 1892, and his wife passed away 
a few years later. 

J. H. Fenstermacher came to Salix in the ear- 
ly ’80s. He was a carpenter and contractor, and 
probably helped in the construction of many of 
the earlier residences and business buildings. Was 
married to Miss Emma Cooley. Moved later to 
Oklahoma, where he died some years ago. 

Jos. G. Hamilton, one of the early residents of - 
the town and community. Was a carpenter by 
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trade. At one time he operated a small store in 
Lakeport township. Is still a resident of Salix. 

Robert S. Hammon was an early resident of 
Salix and vicinity. Went to Lakeport township, 
where he engaged in the mercantile business. In 
April, 1889, he was appointed as-postmaster at the 
new office established there. Mr. Hammon was 
united in marriage on May 18, 1884, to Miss Alice 
Thacker, of Lakeport township. 

B. Fortier was an early day carpenter in Balix 
and vicinity. Came here from Canada and lived 
alone, his wife and daughter having died some 
years before. Accumulated some real estate in 
_the town of Salix, and built several small buildings 
which he rented out for business and residential 
purposes. Died in Salix many years ago. 

William Storey came here from Sioux City 
about the year 1884, and purchased the meat mark- 
et and business of Cone & Linkswiler. Continued 
this business for some time, and later disposed of 
the same to his nephew, George Storey. Mr. 
Storey then returned to Sioux City, later moved 
to Jefferson, S. D., and then to Beresford, S. D., 
where he died several years ago. He was a mar- 
ried man and had a family of several girls. 

Claus Erickson, a native of Denmark, came to 
Salix about the year 1880, and entered the employ 
of Frank VanDusen, in a blacksmith shop.. Some 
time later he purchased the shop from his employ- 
er, and continued the business for several years. 
In the big fire that swept over Salix in October, 
1892, he lost practically everything he had accu- 
mulated, but managed to erect a new and much 
better shop than he had before. After continuing 
the business for some time, he disposed of the 
same to William Gregoire. Mr. Erickson was a 
public spirited citizen, and had served the town as 
mayor and also as a member of the town council. 
He died a few years after disposing of his shop. 

James J. Clark, an early day resident of Salix, 
was employed on farms ii the vicinity. In 1887, 
he engaged in the newspaper business in Salix as 
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one of the proprietors of the Salix Index. Later 
he disposed of this business, and for a time he 
was employed in newspaper offices in towns in the 
neighborhood. | | 

J. B. LeFevre came here from Canada, accom- 
panied by his wife’ and family, and acquired a 


_ tract of land in Lakeport township, which he ac- 


tively tilled. A few years later, after most of his 

land had been taken by the Missouri river, he pur- 

chased a residence in Salix, into. which he moved. 

His wife died several years before, and during his 

stay in Salix, his daughter, Miss Regina LeFevre, 
was his housekeeper. 

Antoine Gaudette and family came here from 
Canada about the year 1876. He was a farmer, 
and lived for several years on rented farms in the 
vicinity. Later, he and his family moved to Sioux . 
City to make their home. 

Louis and Laurent Marcil, Canadians, came 
here from the vicinity of Montreal, arriving about 
the year 1869. After remaining here a few years, 
they left, the former going to North Dakota, and 
the latter to Western Canada. 

Henry Emmick came here in the early ’80s, 
and purchased a farm in Section 1, Lakeport town- 
ship. Marshall, Reuben and George Emmick were 
his sons, and they assisted him with his farm 
work. A daughter, Miss Martha Emmick, was 
married to E. B. Currier. 

O. Deslauriers, of Canada, came to this com- 
munity about the year 1880, and engaged in farm- 
ing. After a residence here of several years, he 
moved with his family to Vermillion, S. D., near 
which place he purchased a fine farm, where he 
made his home up to the time of his death, which 
occurred a few years ago. 

Matthias Loiselle, a Canadian, came here from 
Jefferson, S. D., in the early ’80s, became a resi- 
dent of this community, and engaged in farming 
and teaming. Mr. Loiselle was a married man, 
and he and his wife were the parents of a daugh- 
ter, who is now Mrs. Alphonse LaBreche, of Jeffer- 
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son, S. D. Mr. Loiselle died a number of years 
ago. Mrs. Loiselle was married a second time and 
is now a resident of Volin, S. D. 

N. D. Leavitt became a resident of Salix in the 
early ’80s, and continued to live here for some 
years, and was employed much of the time as pos- 
tal clerk under different postmasters.. Later he 
was employed in the railway mail service. Still 
later, he and his family moved to Ontario, Calif., 
where they have since made their home. Mr. 
Leavitt was married to Miss Lida Corr, of Salix. 

Ed Chandler became a resident of Salix about 
1885. Was employed as a farm hand for a time, 
and later became a tenant farmer. He was mar- | 
ried to a Miss Andrews. 

Frank DeMers and family came here from the 
east about 1877. Was employed as a farm hand. 
Died a short time after coming here. Mrs. DeMers 
made her home in Salix for several years follow- 
ing the death of hor husband. 

Liboire Desjarlais came here from Jefferson, 
S. D., and was for some years employed as a farm 
hand: He remained in the vicinity for several 
years, then returned to Jefferson, from which place. 
he went to the Black Hills country. 

\ Joseph Leriger was born at Kankakee, IIl., on 
Augutt 24, 1868, where he continued to live for 
some time. Coming to Liberty township in March, 
1893, he engaged in farming as a tenant, and lived - 
for some years on the Dunlavy place, northeast of 
Salix. Later, the family moved back to Illinois, 
where they remained for several years, when they 
again returned to Salix. Later, they moved to. 
Sloan, and remained there until about 1926, when | 
they again returned to Salix, and Mr. Leriger be- 
came an employe at the Ever-Laying Egg Farm. 
Some three years ago, Mr. Leriger and family 
moved to Nebraska, where they have been living 
ona farm near Bancroft. Mr. Leriger was mar- 
ried on July 24, 1894, to Miss Evelyn Pilotte, and 
they are the parents of thirteen children, all of 
whom are living. Mrs. Louis M. Murray, a daugh- 
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ter, is the only member of the family now living 
in this vicinity. 

Leuis Lamoureux, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Con- 
zague Lamoureux; lived for a time on a farm in 
Fairview township, Monona county.’ He was mar- 
ried to Miss Rosanna Brughier, a daughter of 


-Theophile Brughier, and they had one son. Mr. 


Lamoureux lost his life by being struck by light- 
ning while out looking after his farm work. Mrs. 


_Lamoureux later married Victor Dubois, of Mono- 


sa county, and soon after they moved to Sloan. 
After the death of her husband, Mrs. Dubois went 


_ to Kernan, Calif., where she made her home with 


her daughter, Mrs. Anna Dubois Brunskill. Mrs. 
Dubois died several years ago. 

Napoleon Lacroix was born at Vercheres, July 
15, 1868. He came here from Canada in 1898. He 
was a son of Richard Lacroix, dne of the earliest 
settlers of this community. After his arrival here 
Mr. Lacroix engaged in farming, as a tenant, and 
was located for some years on the Brughier farm, 
south of town. In 1921; he moved with his family 
to Jefferson, S. D., where he again engaged in ag- 
ricultural work. A few years ago, he retired from 
the farm and moved into the village of Jefferson, 


where he is at present operating a harness and © 


shoe repairing shop. Mr. Lacroix was married on 
September 28, 1891, to Miss Cordelia Briere, and | 
they are the parents: of several children, some of 
whom are married and have homes of their own. 

U. D. LaPierre and wife came here from Cana- 
da in the early ’80s, and they made their home on 
a farm in Lakeport township. They continued as 
residents of that neighborhood for several years, 


‘when they moved to Salix. Mr. LaPierre erected 


a large building on the corner of Poplar and Tama 
streets, which was for some time used as a hotel. 
Later, the building was remodelled and the lower, 
portion was fitted as store rooms, which were oc- 
cupied by some of our merchants. This building 
was destroyed by the fire which swept over the 
town on the night of October 12, 1€92. Following 
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this catastrophe, Mr. and Mrs. LaPierre left for 
_ Montana, where they resided for several years. A 
few years ago they returned to Salix, and made 
their home with Mrs. J. B. Landry. Mrs. LaPierre 
died a few years ago. 

Edward LaDoux, a blacksmith, came to this 
vicinity in an early day from Canada,:and was em- 
ployed in one of the shops here. He was a widow- 
er when he came to Salix, and was accompanied 
by his three children, two sons and a daughter. 

Treffle Jauron, a brother of F. J. Jauron, came 
here in the early ’80s, and engaged in general farm 
work in the neighborhood. Later, he went to Sloan 
and for a time he was employed in a blacksmith 
shop. He later returned to Canada, where he was 
married, and after the death of his wife, he again 
returned to. Salix, but after a brief stay he left for 
the west, and is now located at Portland, Ore. 

Thos. J. Iden, a native of the state of Illinois, . 
first went to Kansas, where he took up a home- 
stead, and-later moved to Nebraska, came to this 
county in 1893, and settled upon a farm he pur- 
chased in Section 25, Lakeport township, where he 
contin ‘ed to make his home for some time. Lat. 
er he retired from the farm and moved to Sloan, 
where he and his wife resided up to the time of 
his death, which occurred a short time ago. 

John W. Hibbs, came here as a young man, 
and was employed as a farm hand at different 
' places in the neighborhood. He remained here 
for a number of years, then left to locate in south- 
ern Iowa. His last known address was at Cincin. 
nati, in Appanoose county. 

J. G. Gilchrist, a resident of Salix in 1878, at 
which time he held a position as agent for the | 
Sioux City and Pacific railway. : 

H. B. Hawley and family came here when the 
community was new, and for a time they lived on 
rented farms in the neighborhood, and later they 
moved to Salix and became residents of the‘'town. 
About the year 1890, after the vacating of the Har- 
rington building, Mr. Hawley rented the place, 
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fitted it up and opened a boarding house, which 
he conducted up to the time of the big fire, in Oc- 
tober, 1892. Following this, the family moved to. 
some other location. 

Dosite Jiamoureux, a Canadian, born in 1831, ar- 
rived in this section about 1870. He first went ta 
Nebraska, where he remained for some years, and 
later came to Sloan township and located on a 
farm in Section 7, where he remained for a short 
time, and then moved onto a farm in Section 11, 
Lakeport township. Mr. Lamoureux died many 
years ago, and after his death, his widow and the 
children moved to Jefferson, S. D., where she died 
a few years ago. One son, George, still resides in 
the vicinity of Jefferson.. 

A. B. Cady came here from Akron, ag for a 
few years was employed as manager of the Updyke 
elevator at this place. Later, he and his family 
returned to Akron. 3 

John Shimer, at one time a resident in the vi- 


-cinity of Nairn’s mill. Later, he came to Salix and 


opened a wagon shop. 

C. C. Woodward, at one time proprietor of 
Hotel Bigelow, and also operated a livery barn. 

Delphus Allard was born in Canada, on De- 
cember 26, 1859. Came west with his parents in‘ 
1879, and settled on a farm in Lakeport township. 
Moved some years ago to Jefferson, S. D., where 
he now resides. Mr. Allard was married on Sep- 
tember 10, 1895, to Miss Victoria, Haindfield, of 


Canada. 


M. D. Landon, an early settler, was for years a 
tenant on one of the M. Harrington farms, south- 
west of town. 

Herman Murray, in the early ’80s, was employ- 
ed asa farm hand. Later came to town and pur- 
chased a tinshop from W. E. Paul. 

Jos. Wilcox, a former resident of Lakeport 
township, was a large land owner, and was at one 
time interested in a sawmill which pea ae on 
his land. 

Will Valentine was a resident of this commur- 
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ity, employed as a tenant farmer. Later he was 
employed as clerk in the Huntley. & Ingerson gen- 
era! store. 

Xavier Vellieux, a Canadian, an early settler, 
was at first employed as a farm hand, but later he 
purchased a farm in Lakeport township, where he 
resided for some years. He then disposed of his 
holdings here and moved to Woonsocket, S. D., 
where he and his family are living. Mr. Vellieux 
was married to Miss Matilda:Chartier, of near Elk 
Point, S. D., and they are the parents of several 
children, some of them married and with homes of 
of their own. 

J. W. Strong, at one time a station agent for’ 
t heChicago and North Western railroad here, and 
now holding a like position at Castana. 

John Small, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Small, was. born June 12, 1859: After leaving the 
parental home, he purchased a farm in Section 34, 
Liberty township, where he resided up to the time 
of his death, in 1906. Mr. Small was married in 
1885, to Miss Bridget Healy, of Dunlap. Mrs. Small 
died several years ago. Several children are left, 
Milton Small being the only member of the family 
at present residing in this vicinity. 

Joseph H. Ayres came here from the south in 
1878, and located in Sioux City. He became a 
country school teacher, and was employed in that 
capacity in different districts throughout the coun- 
ty. In 1895, he engaged in the insurance business, 
and about that time he became a resident of Salix. 
He later moved back to Sioux City, still continu- 
ing the insurance business. Recently he retired 
from active labor, and. is now making his home 
in Portland, Ore., where three of his daughters, — 
Mrs. Ernest Russell, Miss Fern Ayres and Miss 
Gayle Ayres, are already residing. Another daugh- - 
ter, Mrs. Florence Carmody, is a resident of Camp 
Lewis, Wash. 

Joseph Pion, a Canadian, was one of the early 
settlers of the community, He was a stock man, 
and devoted his entire time to the care of cattle, 
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running a herd during the summer months, when 
the bottoms east of town was one vast expanse of 
waving prairie grass. Later, he returned to again 
make his home in Canada. 

Clarence Oakley, a former resident in the vi- 
cinity of Nairn’s mill. Later moved to Salix and — 
served the town in the capacity of marshal and 
street commissioner for several years. 

Martin Sedig was born in Sweden, April 28, 
1862.. He came with his parents to the United 
States, in 1878, and settled at Albaton, in Monona 
county. Later, Mr.Sedig purchased a farm in Lake- 
port township, upon which he made his home until 
1911, when he retired from farm work and moved 
to Sioux City. Mr. Sedig died at his home early 
in 1931, and was survived by his widow and eleven 
children. 

C. H. Bartlett was first a resident in the vicin- ° 
ity of Nairn’s mill. Later he moved to Salix, and 
for a time operated a wagon shop. ° 

M. C. Brown came here from Sergeant Bluff 
and was employed as agent and operator for the 
Sioux City and Pacific railroad. 

Hubert P. Morin, carpenter and builder, came 
from Canada and located first in Sioux City. Lat- 
er he came to Salix and for a time was employed 
in the building line. He then accepted a position 
as elevator man for E. E. Huntley. Mr. Morin was 
married to Miss Eleanore Babue, .of Salix, and 
they are the parents of one daughter, now Mrs. A. 
G. LaPierre, of Elk Point, S. D. Mr. and Mrs. 
Morin are now making their home in Sioux City. 

Clement LeMoine was born in Putnam, Conn., 
on May 5, 1864. He came west when quite young 
and settled first in the vicinity of Jefferson, S. D. 
Later, he came to Salix and was employed as: a 
farm hand. Finally, he secured a position in a 
barber shop, mastered the trade, and then opened 
a shop of his own in Luton, where he continued 
in the business for a number of years. Mr. Le 
Moine was merried while in Salix to Miss Alice 
Lamoureux, who died several years ago. Mr. Le-

He finally disposed of his business and moved to 
some other location. 

Thomas Murrill came here in an early day 
and was employed much of the time during his 
stay as a section hand for the railroad company. 

R. S. Malloy, a son of Mr. and Mrs. John Mal- 
loy, was born here, and after having completed his 
studies in the common schools of that day, was 
employed on his father’s farm up to that memora- 
ble day in June, 1899, when his father, mother, a 
sister and two brothers, lost their: lives in a terri- 
ble cyclone, which swept over the place.. Follow- 
ing that time, Mr. Malloy, with three brothers, 
lived in Salix. A little later he engaged in the 
mercantile business, which he followed for some 
time. A few years ago he moved to Anthon, where 
he is operating a meat market. Mr. Malloy was 
married to Miss Mae Stahl, of ee and they 
are the parents of one son, 

Antoine Menard was at one time a resident of 
Salix, and employed at common labor. He later 
moved to Jefferson, S. D., where he was married 
to a Miss Chicoine. He died at that place a few 
years ago. 

W. H. Orcutt, at one time a resident of Lake- 
port township, was the owner of a farm in Section 
13. Mr. Orcutt and family later moved to some 
' point in Nebraska, 

Edmund Ogg came here and acquired a farm 
in Section 10, Liberty township. Later he built a 
house and became a resident of Salix. He and his 
family moved away from here a number of years 
ago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carl Leesch became residents of 
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Salix some years since, and acquired a home on 
ths corner of Aspen and Travis streets. Mr. 
Leesch subsequently died' there. 

Arthur Leavitt was a resident of Salix fora 
number of years, following the vocation of painter 
and paper hanger. He was married to Miss Eliza- 
beth Eveleth, and later they moved to Ontario, 
Calif., to make their home. Mrs. Leavitt died 
there some years ago. 

G. H. Cormany was at one ‘time sneawend in the 
barber business in Salix. He was married to a 
Miss LeMoine. 

John Harrington came here and located on a 
farm in Section 21, Liberty township: Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Harrington subsequently died at the old 
home place. 

Ernest Galland, son of Mr. and Mrs. Britton 


Galland, was born on the farm, west of Salix, on 


April 30, 1892. At the beginning of the American 
participation in the World War, he enlisted in the 
Sixth Regiment, .Eighty-fourth Company, United 
States Marines. He was first assigned to Paris 
Island, S. C., and Quantico, Va., became a corporal, 


and entrained for France in October, 1917. He 


was killed in action in the Meuse-Argonne offens- 
ive on November 2, 1918. 

Frank Primmer was born in Monona ma ay 
Iowa, on July 4, 1878. His pxrents came to Wood- 
bury county about 1884, and located on a farm in 
Section 12, Lakeport township, where he remained 
until he grew to manhood. About 1895, he was 
employed in the George Storey meat market in 
Salix, and later, in partnership with his brother, 
William Primmer, purchased the business. Mr. 
Primmer was married on July 2, 1905, to Miss Do- © 
ra Benner, and they were the parents of four girls, 
Mrs. Ernest McDonald, of Sioux City; Miss Edith 
Primmer, at home; Mrs. Chris Dahl, of Whiting, 
and Mrs. Gaylord Davis, of Monona county. Mr. 
and Mrs. Primmer have been living on a farm in 
Monona county since 1912. 

Nels Erickson, a native of Denmark, was born 
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March 4, 1860. He came to America in 1886, and 
lived in and around Salix practically all the time 
until his death, which occurred February 3, 1927. 
Mr. Erickson was a married man, and the father 
of three children, who, with their mother, are still 
residents of this neighborhood. 

John Redfern was born in Whitehead, Eng- 
land, in 1835. He came to this neighborhood in 
1878, and settled on a farm in Section 6, in Sloan 
township, where he made his home until 1903, 
when he and his wife moved to Sioux City. Mrs. 
Redfern died in Sioux City, and later Mr. Redfern 
went to Brownswille, Texas, where he died in Oc- 
tober, 1918. 

LeRoy Hibbs was born in Kankakee, Ill, May 
21,1897. He came to Lakeport township on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1921, and engaged in farming. For some 
time he was a tenant on the R. C. Lacroix farm, 
and in 1926 he moved to the Martin Newgard farm 
in Section 36, in the same township, where he has 
since been located. Mr. Hibbs was married on 
January 10, 1917, to Miss Dorothy Lockwood, and 
they are the parents of four children. 

Oliver McDonald was born in Clark county, 
Indiana, in 1864. He came to Woodbury county 
with his parents in 1870, and located on a farm in 
Section 24, Lakeport township. He was married 
during his residence here. About. 1921, he moved 
with his family to Sloan, where he remained until 
1923, when he moved to Havelock, Neb. Mr. Mc- 
Donald died at that place on March 13, 1925. 

Jos. H. Klingensmith was born in Leechburg, 
Pa., on January 24, 1872. He came to Tiberty 
township in 1894, and has ever since been a resi- 
dent of this vicinity, and has been engaged in 
farming and stock raising. Mr. Klingensmitd was 
married March 17, 1908, to Miss Caroline Snyder, 
of Salix, and they are the parents of one son. 

Lawrence Harrington, an early arrival in 
Woodbury county, purchased a farm in Section 21, 
in Liberty township, where he resided for a num- 
ber of years. Later, Mr. and Mrs. Harrington 
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moved to Sioux City, where they spent the r remain- 
ing years of their lives. 

Sanford Boyles was born in Dallas county, 
Towa, July 3, 1858. He came to Lakeport town- 
ship in 1876, and with his father and a brother, 
operated a sawmill in that vicinity for a number 
of years. Later, the mill was sold to Blair & Dai- 
ley and moved to South Dakota. Mr. Boyles was 
married in 1878, to Miss Stella Gregg, of Lakeport 
township, and they were the parents of six child- 
ren. Mr. and Mrs. Boyles are at present residents 
of Fort Pierre, S. D. 

E. C. Ollerman, the first station agent and op- 
erator to be stationed in Salix, came here in 1877, 
and remained several months. 

John McCullough, land owner and stock deal- 
er, has been a resident of this neighborhood for a 
number of years. Some time ago he purchased 
the John Small farm, adjoining Salix on the south- » 
west, where he now resides. 

D. G. Manley, son of Mr. and Mrs. Patrick 
Manley, left the parental home several years ago, 
and located in Sioux City, where he is engaged in 
the loan and real estate business. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Ophelia Lacroix, of Salix. 

George Andrews, a son of Mrs. Henry Emmick, 


was at times employed in the local drug store. He 


left here some years ago to make his home in Los 
Angeles, Calif. 

John McKenna was born at Galena, IIl., in 
May, 1846. He first moved to Faribault, Minn., in 
1873, and three years later he came to lowa, locat- 
ing near Oto. He came to Salix in 1886, remaining 
here a few years, then moved back to Oto, then 
going to Correctionville, and returned to Salix in 
1901, and located on a farm in Lakeport township. 
Mr. McKenna was married about 1876, to Miss 
Justine Duchaine, and they were the parents of 
three.children, Mrs. W. P. Langston, of Oto; Ed- 
ward McKenna, of Salix. Another daughter, Mrs. 
Albert Langston, died in Salix in 1919. Mrs. Mc- 
Kenna died at her home here in 1925. 
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Warren T. Bigelow, son of Mr. and Mrs. A. T. 
Bigelow, was born in Liberty township in 1871, and 
with the exception of a year or two spent at Elk 
Point, S. D., he has continuously been a resident 
of this neighborhoud. Mr. Bigelow was married 
in 1896 to Miss Clara Pettit, of Ilinois. 

L. P. Manning was a resident of Salix for a 
number of years, having been employed as super- 
intendent of the public schools-for several terms. 
Later he left here for Lennox, S. D., where he has 
since been engaged in the banking business. 

Earl Hanson was born at Bartlett, Ohio, Sep- 
tember 23, 1888. He came to Woodbury county in 
1900, and resided at Sloan and at Hornick until 
1915, when he came to Salix and opened a garage, 
which he operated for about twelve years. Mr. 
Hanson was married on August 27, 1909, to Miss 
Alice Docken, of Sloan, and they are the parents 
of five children. 

Ed McKenna was born in Correctionville, 
Iowa, on August 7, 1886. He came to Salix with 
his parents in 1901, and has since that time been 
a resident of this neighborhood. He was married 
on August 28, 1912, to Miss Esther Seagren, of Sa- 
lix, and they are the parents of four children. 

Ovilla Gardepie was born in Jefferson, S. D., 
on February 2, 1886. He came to Salix in 1923, 
and on September 28, of that year, he was married 
to Mrs. Emma Robin Landry. Mr. Gardepie is at 
present employed as painter and paper hanger, a 
vocation he has followed for a number of years. 

Albert S. Hubert was born in Lakeport town- 
ship on May 5, 1892, and has lived in the neighbor- 
hood most of the time since. He was married on 
January 23, 1913, to Miss Blendina Johnson, of 
Sloan, and they are the parents of seven children. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hubert are at present living on a 
farm, southeast of Sloan. - 

John O’Farrell and wife, natives of Ireland, 
came to the United States in 1863, landing at Bos- 
ton, and then moved to New York state in 1865. 
They came to Iowa in 1871, coming direct to Wood- 
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bury county, and settled on a farm in Section 15, 
in Liberty township. The O’Farrell family, which 
consisted of the father, mother, three sons and 
four daughters, have all passed away, with the ex- 
ception of one daughter, Miss Kate O’Farrell, who 
now makes her home in Sioux City. 

Jas. L. Martin is the owner of a farm in Sec: 
tion 34, Lakeport township, where he resided for a 
number of years. At present he is making his 
home on a farm he recently purchased in Section 
28, Sloan township. 

Stephen Ryan is: the owner of a farm in Sec- 
tion 19, Grange township, but at present he is’ 
making his home on a rented farm, in Section 24, 
Liberty township. Mr. Ryan was married some 
years ago to Miss Mary Sullivan, of Salix. 

B. N. Gay is a tenant on a farm in Section 3, 
Lakeport township, and belonging to O. P. Lilly, 
formerly known as the J. C. Currier place. 

Richard Harward, a native of Ireland, came 
here when the country was young, and located on 
a farm he purchased in Section 15, Liberty town- 
ship. He continued to make his home there for a 
number of years with a sister, Miss Kate Harward. 
Later, he purchased a home in Salix, and he and 

his sister retired from the farm and moved to 
town to spend their remaining years. Both died 
here some years since. 

I. T. Iverson owns several hundreds of acres of 
land in Sections 19 and 20, in Liberty township. 
He has been a resident of this township for a long 
term of years. 

L. F. Lawson was born and raised in this vi- 
cinity. When just a mere lad, he entered the har- 
ness shop of Albert Devin as an apprentice. Lat- 
er, in partnership with J. Z. Devin, he purchased 
the shop from his employer, and then took over 
his partner’s interest. After a short time, he sold 
out his harness stock and business and engaged 
in the grocery business. After continuing this 
business for some years, he closed out his stock, 
4 disposed of his building, and moved to Siovx sth 
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where he is now making his home. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Anna Hassell, and they have one 
daughter, Miss Helen-Lawson. 

John Byers, a native of Scotland, came here in 
an early day, and for a few years was a resident 
in the vicinity of Nairn’s mill, in Lakeport town- 
ship. Later, he purchased a farm in Section 20, 
Sloan township, where he resided for many years. 
Mrs. Byers died some years since, and Mr. Byers 
now makes his home with a brother on a farm in 
Section 17, in the same township. 

Israel Lyman Greenleaf came here with his 
family from Storm Lake, and purchased a farm in 
Section 12, Lakeport township.

Nels Hanson, a resident of Lakeport township 
for a number of years, and owner of a farm in Sec- 
tion 16, some time ago purchased a tract of land 
in Section 2, in the same township, being a part 
of the E. B. Currier estate, where he and his fami- 
ly are now making their home. 

Rasmus Mogensen, a native of Denmark, came 
here and purchased a farm in Section 33, Liberty 
township, where he resided up to the time of his 
death, which occurred a few years ago. 
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Urgelle Cote, a Canadian, came here in an 
early day, and was for some years employed as a 
tenant farmer. He was married to Miss Georgina 
Northrup, who was a relative of the Brughier fam- 
ily. Later, Mr. and Mrs. Cote moved to South Da- 
kota, where they have. since resided. . 

Harvey J. Burdick, a son of Mr. and Mrs. N. 
Burdick, was born in Alleghany county, New York, 
April 11, 1867. He came to Liberty township with 
his parents in April, 1872, and remained with them 
as long as they lived.

John S. O’Connor was born in Liberty town- 
ship, on December 22, 1876. He remained on the 
farm, and after the death of his parents, he con- 
tinued on as a tenant.

Ed Hildebrand, a son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hildebrand, was born in Liberty township on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1889. He was married on November 4, 
1913, to Miss Irene Chartier, of Salix.

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years past, Mr. and Mrs. Hildebrand have been 
making their home on the John C. Clary farm, bet- 
ter known as the Sam Taylor place, just east of 
town. 

James O’Meara was born in Liberty township, 
on July 10, 1887. He was married on November 
20, 1915, to Miss Elizabeth Duffy, of Fonda. They 
are residing on a farm, northeast of Salix. 

John Duchaine was born in Addison county, 
Vermont, on March 11, 1861. He came to Salix 
with his parents in the spring of 1876.

McDowell, born in Mills county, Iowa 
on December 24, 1878, came to Salix in 1890. He_ 
was married on February.

Dowell are now living at Greeley, Colo. 

George Nelson was born in Liberty township 
in 1885. He enlisted in the World War, and died 
October 15, 1918, of wounds received in action in 
France. . 

John Stecklenburg,a resident of Liberty town- . 
ship, enlisted as a private in the World War in 
Headquarters Company, Ninth Regiment, United 
States Marines. He was killed by shell fire in 
the Verdun Sector, April 9, 1918. His remains 
were laid to rest in Graceland cemetery, on July 
10, 1921. . 
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Frank G. Bennett was born in Osage, Iowa, on 
August 15, 1882.

W. L. Hollenbeck, son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Hollenbeck, is the owner of a farm in Lakeport 
township, where he makes his home. He was 
married some years ago to Miss Climer. 

Patrick M. Malloy, the. youngest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Malloy, remained in the family 
home up to the time of the tragic death of his 
parents in a cyclone, in June, 1899. Being unable 
to follow farm work, on account of injuries sustain- 
ed in this storm, Mr. Malloy devoted his time to 
the acquiring of an education. After finishing his 
studies in the local schools, he went to Notre 
Dame University, where he took up a law course, 
which he later finished at Ann Arbor. After his 
graduation he came to Sioux City, where he open- 
ed an office for the practice of his profession, but, 
wishing to extend his work, and believing in the 
greater opportunities of the south, he soon left 
Sioux City and went to Oklahoma, and located in 
the growing city of Tulsa. Shortly after his arriv- 
alin Oklahoma, he made his debut in state poli- 
tics by being chosen to fill out an unexpired term 
in the state senate. He has been eminently suc- 
cessful in both political and business ventures, and 
is considered as a big man in his home city and 
state.

W. H. Rodgers came here from Sloan, some 
three or four years ago and accepted a position as 
janitor in the public school building, a position he 
still holds. En 

A. T. Smith, an early day resident, was engag- 
ed in draying and general teaming. . 

Joseph St. Jean, an early day resident, was 
employed as a farm hand. Left here later for the 
Black Hills country. 

Fred M. Richards, a son of William Rich- 
ards, was a-tenant on his father’s farm, in Lake- 
port township. Is now making his home in Sloan. 
Married some years ago to Miss Martha Glover, 
of Lakeport township. 

David Tait, a former resident of the communi- 
ty, died several years ago. 

C. C. Jennings, a painter by trade, makes a 
specialty of painting high towers and water tanks. 
Married some years ago to Miss Lura Whittaker. _ 

E. B. Trimble, a resident of this section for 
many years. Owned a farm in Sloan township. 
Disposed of his holdings here, and moved to a 
farm near Elk Point, S. D. Was married some 
years ago to Miss Mary Lawson, of Salix. 

Auguste Vellieux, a native Canadian, came to 
this territory in an early day, and engaged in farm- 
ing. Later purchased some landin Lakeport town- 
ship. Still later, disposed of his holdings here 
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_and moved to Woonsocket, S. D. Was married to 
‘Miss Menard, of Salix. Mrs. Vellieux died several 
years ago, and was survived by her husband and 
a daughter. 

Edward O’Meara was born on October 25, 1879, 
at Emerson, Neb., and later moved to Salix. Hewas 
married on Gavtenfer 11, 1923, to Miss Mary Alice 
Duffy, of Fonda. 

Leo Hildebrand was born in Liberty township 
on February 14, 1891. He was married on Febru- 
ary 18, 1920, to Miss Nellie Mulvihill, of the same 
township. 

Cletus Harrington was born in Liberty town- 
ship, on April 26, 1901. He was married on April 
29, 1930, to Miss Margaret Ryan. 

Jas. H. VanAuken, a son of Mr. and Mrs. S. 
VanAuken, is still.a resident on the family home- 
stead, in Section 14, Liberty township. 

' Philip H. Snyder is a tenant on the A. Nys- 
trom farm, one mile north of town.. A sister, Mrs. 
O. F. Wilson, makes her home with him. 

Maurice Belson, a former resident of Liberty 
township, is now operating a meat market at On- 
awa. He was married to Miss Georgette Menard. 

Peter Christensen, of Sergeant Bluff, came to 
Salix and purchased a meat market, which‘he op- 
erated for anumber of years. Later he disposed 
of his interests here and moved to California, where 
he and his wife are now making their home. 

H. J. Caulfield came here in 1909 and engaged 
in the hardware business, first as manager for the 
Salix Mercantile Company, then owner, in part- 
nership with M. Chrischilles, and then as sole own- 
er.

Albert Choquette was born and raised on a 
farm in Lakeport township. Later, he came to 
Salix and engaged in the drug business in part- 
nership with E. C. Duhaime. After a time, he dis- 
posed of this business and engaged in farming 
near Jefferson, S. D. While a resident there he 
was united in marriage to Miss Antonia Bernard. 
At present Mr. Choquette is making his home on 
a farm, southwest of Salix. 

Elmer Brouillette, a farmer in the neighbor- 
heod, was married a few years ago to Miss Evelyn: 
Lamoureux. . 

J. B. Landry came here from Canada, and pur-° 
chased several hundred acres of.land in Lakeport 
township, where he made his home for a number 
of years. He also acquired a farm in Section 22, 
Liberty township, known as the Billings farm. A 
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few years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Landry retired from 
the farm and moved to Salix to take up their resi- 
dence, and a son, Elzear Landry, was left in charge 
of the farm. On the afternoon of October 9, 1917, 
Mr. Landry and his son were instantly killed, when 
their automobile was struck by a northbound pas- 
senger train, about one and one-half miles north 
of Salix. Mrs. Landry, who was Miss Adelina 
Vellieux, died at her oe in Salix several years 
later. 

Charles Duchaine, born at Orwell, Vt., on July 
25, 1874, came here with his parents in 1876. Some 
time in 1897, he opened a barber shop in Salix, re- 
maining here until 1900, when he went to Doon, 
Iowa, where he remained for only a few months, 
when he went to Memphis, Tenn., where he has 
continuously resided and followed the same line 
of work. Mr. Duchaine was married after his ar- 
rival in the south. 

Mrs. Dorothy Hubert Dozois, a daughter of 
Laurent and Ursulla Hubert, was born in Contre 
Coeur, Canada, on April 3, 1837, and was a sister 
of Francis Hubert and Mrs. Maxime Duchaine, 
former residents of this place. Mrs. Dozois came 
to Salix about the year 1900, and remained here 
- yntil about ten years ago, when she returned to 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. Jeddie Collette, 
at Orwell, Vt., where she died on August 11, 1923. 

Joseph and John Francis, sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Patrick Francis, have been residents of this 
neighborhood all their lives. Since the death of 
their parents, the. two boys, with two sisters, Julia 
and Margaret Francis, have been living on their 
farm, in Section 25, Liberty township, and one 
mile north of Salix. John Francis was a veteran 
of the World War. 

Will E. Schuyler, a son of Mr. and Mrs. C. G. 
Schuyler, was for some years a resident of Salix. 
He attended school here, and later he was employ- 
ed in a drug store at Sloan. He made a study of 
pharmacy, received his certificate, and some time 
- later went over to Danbury, where he took charge 
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of a drug store belonging to the late Godfrey 
Durst. In the course of time, Mr. Schuyler pur- 
chased the store from his employer, and he has 
since carried on the business under his own name. 
Mr. Schuyler was married some years ago to Miss 
Edna Frear, a daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Edwin D. 
Frear. | 

Pete Lamoureux, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Pierre 
Lamoureux, made his home here for many years. 
When his parents decided to retire from the farm 
and move to town, he came with them and engag- 
ed in the meat business. A year or two later, he 
returned to the farm. Later, he disposed of his 
interests here and moved to Morrill, Minn., near. 
which place he invested quite heavily in land. Af- 
ter a few years’ stay in that section, he disposed 
of his holdings there and returned to Woodbury 
county, and he is at present living on a farm near 
Oto. Mr. Lamoureux was married some years ago 
to Miss Hattie Richard, of Kankakee, II]. | 

Vetal Lacroix was a resident of this communi- 
ty for nearly his whole lifetime, his parents hav- 
ing come -here from Canada when he was quite 
young. He remained on the farm until about 1896, 
when he decided to come to Salix: and engage in 
blacksmithing and wagonmaking. A large, two- 
story frame building was put up on Tipton street, 
and equipped with the latest in tools and appli- 
ances. Here Mr. Lacroix held forth until March 
26, 1899, when this building and all its contents 
were destroyed by fire. Following this catastro- 
phe, Mr. Lacroix returned to the farm, where he 
remained continuously until about three years 
‘ago, when he disposed of his land and moved to 
Salix, where he died in 1980. Mr. Lacroix was 
married to Miss Corinne Lamoureux, and she 
died a number of years ago. 

Geo. F. Hammer, a former resident of Sioux 
City, and employed as a travelling salesman, came 
to Salix in 1894, and purchased the general store 
of Huntley & Ingerson. Mr. Hammer personally 
conducted this store while it was in his possess- 
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ion. In 1898, Mr. Hammer disposed of his:mercan- 
tile business to S. P. Linkswiler and Rasmus Han- 
sen, and early the following year he built and 
stocked a general merchandise store in Luton. 
During his stay in Salix, Mr. Hammer began the 
publication of a newspaper, called The Salix Sift- 
ings, which he later disposed of to G. W. Hunt. 

M. W: Small, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Jos. Small, 
lived on the home farm, just. west of town, nearly 
all his life. About 1893, he came to Salix and be- 
came interested in the elevator and grain business 
in partnership with Alfred Pepin. After disposing 
of this business, he was variously occupied for 
several years, and was at one time employed as a 
carrier on one of the rural mail routes out of Sa- 
lix. Mr. Small was married to Miss Minnie Mc- 
Elroy, of Dunlap, and they were the parents of 
one daughter. Mr. Small died several years ago, 
and Mrs. Small now makes her home in Omaha. 

Elzear Landry, a son of Mr..and Mrs. J. B. 
Landry, was for some years a tenant on his fa- 
ther’s farm in Lakeport township. He lost his 
life with his father in a railroad crossing accident, 
while driving an automobile on a road about a 
mile and a half north of town. Mr. Landry was 
married to Miss Emma Robin, and they were the 
parents of five children.

port township, left here some years ago for Jeffer- . 
son, S. D., near which place he owns a farm. Some 
time later, Mr. Choquette rented out his farm and 
moved into the town of Jefferson, where he secur- 
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ed & position as rural mail carrier. He was mar- 
ried some years ago to Miss Regina Courtemanche, 
of Jefferson, and they have several children, some 
of them grown and living in the vicinity.

Wright, was born on the farm in Sloan township, 
on June 15, 1906.
